Students 
get  wish 
--  an  ATM

JJCsiudcnts  finally  got  what  they 
have  been  asking  for — an  ATM 

In  the  March  14.  1995,  issue  of 
the  Blazer,  a student  wrote  a letter  to 
the  editor  asking  why  JJC  did  not 
have  an  ATM  machine:  "With  around 
10,000  students  at  JJC,  why  arc  wc 
living  in  the  1800s  and  do  not  have 
an  ATM  machine?  Sorry,  but  there 
are  times  that  I need  money  on 
campus,  and  I feel  (hat  it  is  a huge 
inconvenience  to  jump  in  my  carand 
go  to  the  nearest  bank  on  Jefferson 
Street." 

In  the  December  1 995  issue  of  the 
Blazer,  the  fl/o:er  reported  results  of 
a survey  conducted  by  the  Office  of 
Institutional  Research  and  Planning 
on  Oct.  25,  1995.  The  survey 
indicated  662  JJC  students  owned  an 


ATM  card,  and  536  didn’t,  but  of 
those  who  didn't,  271  planned  on 
getting  one. 

According  to  the  same  article.  JJC 
did  have  an  ATM  on  campus  in  1989, 
but  it  was  removed  because  "students 
and  staff  hardly  used  it.” 

The  machine,  which  is  located  in 


J-building  behind  the  Service  Center, 
was  installed  in  January.  There  is  no 
transaction  fee  for  First  American 
Bank  customers,  and  all  others  must 
pay  SI.  There  is  a minimum  of  1000 
transactions  required  per  month.  If 
the  minimum  is  not  met,  the  ATM 
will  be  removed. 


Power  shifts  on 
Board  of  Trustees

On  Nov.  4,  1997,  an  apparent 
shift  of  power  took  place  on  the 
seven-member  Joliet  Junior 
College  Board  of  Trustees  with  the 
election  of  newcomer  Susan  Block 
Grcgurich,  36,  of  Elwood. 

While  some  board  members 
have  denied  in  printed  reports  in 
the  past  that  there  arc  factions  on 
the  board,  there  appears  to  be  two 
distinct  voting  blocks. 

One  block  is  made  up  of 
Chairman  David  R.  Crycr,  Vice 
Chairman  Dr.  John  K.  Hcriko, 
Secretary  Marilyn  Hcrtko,  and 

The  other  block  consists  of 
former  chairman  and  2 1 -year  board 
member  Robert  J.  Wunderlich, 
Joyce  E.  Heap  and  Eleanor 
McGuan-Boza. 

According  to  a post-election 
article  in  the  Chicago  Tribune, 
Wunderlich  has  long  been  at  odds 
with  Cryerand  Hertko.  According 
to  the  Tribune,  Hertko  feels  that 
the  Board  of  Trustees  has  too  often 
rubber  stamped  the  policies  of  the 
administration. 

Hertko  was  quoted  as  saying. 

openness  in  the  way  things  arc  done 
and  a better  exchange  of  ideas.” 

But  tension  on  the  board  was 
illustrated  by  some  pre-election 
actions  by  trustee  Crycr,  who  aided 
a former  JJC  employee  filing  suit 
to  remove  candidates  from  the 
November  ballot. 

According  to  a pre-fall  election 
article  in  the  Joliet  Herald  News, 
Crycr  acknowledged  in  court  that 
he  assisted  a Wilmington  man  in 
gathering  information  in  an  attempt 
to  have  petitions  of  several 
candidates  thrown  out.  One  of  those 
candidates  was  Wunderlich 

Trustee  Crycr  testified  in  court 
that  Pierce  requested  his  help  in 


digging  up  the  information  for  the 
lawsuit. 

On  Oct.  14,  1997,  Will  County 
Associate  Judge  Thomas  Fcchan 
ruled  thul  despite  technical  errors 
in  the  candidates’  petitions,  they 
would  remain  on  the  ballot, 
according  to  the  Herald  News. 

Wunderlich  went  un  to  win  the 
most  votes  of  the  10  candidates 
running  for  the  two  six-yeur  term 
positions 

Reports  have  surfaced  that  the 
new  majority  muy  use  its  voting 
power  to  make  changes  in  the 
administration,  but  no  changes 
have  yet  been  made.  A contingent 
of  faculty  members  attended  the 
January  Board  of  Trustees  meeting 
to  show  support  for  current 
administrators,  but  the  issue  was 
not  addressed  by  the  board. 

In  January  action,  the  hoard 
approved  the  pay  increase  and 
contract  extension  for  JJC’s 
clerical  workers  and  also  withdrew 
JJC  from  the  Illinois  Community 
Colleges  Trustees  Association 
(ICCTA). 

The  pay  increase  for  the  69  full- 
time clerical  workers  amounts  to  4 
percent  a year  for  the  length  of  the 
contract,  which  has  been  extended 

to  Dec.  31. 2000 

More  controversial,  though, 
was  the  board's  4-3  decision  to  not 
pay  its  59,000  in  dues  to  the  ICCTA 
and  withdraw  from  the  association. 

The  ICCTA  is  made  up  of 
trustees  from  47  community 
colleges  in  Illinois,  and 
membership  costs  $ 1 8,000  dollars 
a year.  It  (rains  its  members  and 
lobbies  for  community  colleges  in 
Springfield 

The  next  Bonrd  of  Trustees 
meeting  will  be  on  Monday,  Feb. 
9,  at  7 p.in.  in  the  J2026  board 
room.  The  regular  meeting  is  open 
to  the  public.  A closed-door  session 
will  be  held  at  6:30  p.m. 


Campus  recycling 
gets  boost  via  grant

Soon,  tossing  those  empty  soda 
cans  into  the  designated  containers 
around  campus  will  be  only  the 
beginning  of  the  recycling  plan  at 
Joliet  Junior  College. 

With  funding  from  a grant  issued 
by  the  Illinois  Department  of 
Commerce  Community  Affairs,  a 
plan  is  being  pul  in  place  that  will 
allow  for  a wide  range  of  products  to 
be  recycled. 

The  new  program  will  focus  on 
all  types  of  material  that  can  be 


recycled,  according  to  Linda  Pollock, 
custodial  superintendent.  This  will 
include  glass,  plastics,  cardboard,  and 
several  new  types  of  paper 

’It  is  time  for  JJC  to  increase 
recycling  and  do  more  than  wc  arc 
doing  now,”  Pollock  said. 

Currently,  aluminum  cans  and 
limited  types  of  paper  arc  the  only 
items  being  recycled  at  JJC  Various 
departments  may  have  some 
additional  recycling,  according  to 
Pollock,  but  it  would  be  limited. 

Pollock  says  she  did  not  have  a

peers  for  feeling  the  way  they  did  'about  my  ■ 
situation.  All  at  once  came  the  questions  and 
comments  from  my  classmates,  “Is  your  sister  ” 
married?"  "How  old  is  your  sister?"  “Did  your 
parents  freak?"  "Who’s  the  father?" 

What  was  once  my  pride  to  be  an  aunt 
became  almost  an  embarrassment. 
Coincidentally,  one  of  the  girls  I graduated 
with  ended  up  having  a baby  Of  her  own  and 
gave  her  up  for  adoption. 

Living  with  the  situation  is  much  different 
than  viewing  it  as  an  outsider.  Long  before 
Fallon  came  along,  my  sisters  and  I were 
warned,  "There  will  be  war”  if  one  of  us  got 
pregnant,  according  to  my  dad.  With  all  things 
considered,  "war"  didn't  actually  break  out 
when  my  sister  got  pregnant.  Life  went  on  just 
as  before,  and  accommodations  were  made  in 
accordance  to  a newborn  now  living  with  the

five  of  us.  We  all  helped  out  with  the  baby, 
especially  my  parents.  It  was  as  if  nothing 
really  changed,  except  now  we  had  a new 
member  of  the  family. 

My  parents  made  it  very  clear  that  no  one 
was  to  be  punished  for  this  situation,  especially 
the  baby . That  was  a tough  concept  to  deal  with 
as  I got  older  and  began  questioning  my  sister. 

On  my  20lh  birthday,  someone  said  to  me,

your  teenage  years— congratulations."  With 
mixed  feelings  of  my  own,  this  sad  comment 
rung  partially  true.

Should  she  have  had  an  abortion  or  given  her 
children  up  for  adoption?  These  are  the  types 
of  questions  society  wants  to  answer  for  families 
like  mine.  Has  society  lived  with  my  situation 
for  almost  ten  years? 

Then  I would  wonder  about  my  role  in  all  of 
this.  Is  it  fair  that  I am  here  baby-sitting  when 
the  real  father  could  give  a damn?  Should  1 
have  to  deal  with  the  struggle  to  be  a student 
and  a semi-mom?  Many  people  think  I Should 
untie  the  bonds  that  keep  me  so  close  to  my 
niece  and  nephew  and  move  out  of  the  house. 
Well,  life  doesn't  always  allow  me  to  be  so 
unaffected. 

I think  it' s important  for  people  to  recognize 
that  teenage  pregnancy  and  single  parenthood 
is  not  a scenario  particular  to  just  the  mothers 
and  grandparents  of  the  children.  Everyone  in 
the  family  is  affected  in  some  way.  In  my 
experience,  I have  become  an  aunt,  a friend,  a 
sister  and  a mother  to  two  kids  who  will  never 
know  their  dad  like  they  deserve  to  know  him.

Officer  still  unable  to  return  to  work

Sgl.  Gcri  Farringlon,  of  the  JJC 
Campus  Police  Department,  has  not 
returned  to  work  since  last  fall  when 
she  received  a concussion  while 
attempting  to  arrest  an  individual  on 
campus. 

Currently  she  is  working  with 
several  doctors  and  undergoing 
physical  therapy  three  times  a week 
in  order  to  recover  from  the  effects 
of  her  injury.  She  has  been 
recuperating  during  the  past  four 
months. 

“My  progress  is  getting  better  but 
is  slow.  I am  still  unable  to  drive  and 
I need  two  canes  to  walk,"  said 
Farrington. 

The  individual  she  was  attempting 
to  arrest  was  Gregory  Ingram,  1 8,  of 
Bclwood,  IL.,  who  was  wanted  by 
the  Cook  County  Sheriff's 
Department  at  the  lime.  Ingram  had 


enrolled  for  fall  classes  and  later 
withdrew,  but  was  still  coming  to 
JJC. 

Ingram  allegedly  look  some  food 
from  the  cafeteria  without  paying  for 
it  on  Oct.  6.  He  was  confronted  by 
Campus  Police  and  asked  to  pay,  but 
refused  and  had  lobe  arrested.  During 
the  arrest,  Ingram  shoved  Farrington 
against  a wall  and  she  fell  to  the 
floor,  hilling  her  head.  Her 
concussion  was  severe  enough  to  be 
graded  a level  III. 

According  to  a 1 997  article  by  the 
American  Academy  of  Neurology, 
concussions,  which  can  cause 
amnesia  and  confusion,  arc  graded  I 
- Ill  in  order  to  ensure  proper 
diagnosis  and  treatment  for  sports 
injuries. 

A level  I grading  is  similar  to 
having  your  "bell  rung  " while  a 
level  III  grading  is  given  if  there  is  a 
loss  of  consciousness  for  any  period 


of  time. 

Farringlon  said  she  wants  torctum 
to  work  but  is  still  struggling  with 
headaches,  ligament  damage  in  her 
neck,  and  loss  of  balance.  Hcrdoctors 
have  been  unable  to  provide  her  with 
a specific  lime  frame  in  which  she 
will  be  fully  recovered. 

Farringlon  began  working  at  JJC 
more  than  1 5 years  ago.  She  became 
the  first  female  officer  on  the  campus 
police  force  in  1981.  Her  duties 
included  investigating  thefts,  motor 
vehicle  accidents,  answering 
assistance  calls,  crowd  control,  and 
medical  emergencies. 

As  for  Ingram,  trial  awaits. 
According  to  Campus  Police  Chief 
Gerald  Zcborowski,  Ingram  has  since 
been  indicted  by  a grand  jury  on 
charges  of  aggravated  battery  and 
resisting  arrest  and  may  face  several 
years  in  prison  if  convicted.  Ingram 
is  currently  out  on  bond.

When  asked  why  students  should 
donate  blood,  Pat  Rcsnak,  president 
of  the  NSA,  said,  "95  percent  of  us 
will  need  a blood  transfusion  by  the 
time  we're  75."  She  adds,  "that  even 
though  a pint  of  blood  will  save  the 
livesof  three  people.  Heartland  needs 
to  collect  300  pints  daily  to  serve 
hospitals."  A blood  transfusion  is 
considered  to  be  any  transfer  of  blood. 

Although  a total  was  not  available, 
donors  were  lined  up  in  the  concourse 
area  for  several  hours. 


Funds  for  projects  provided 


The  Joliet  Junior  College 
Foundation  Funds  for  Excellence 
program  has  awarded  S24.8IO  to 
support  seven  college  projects.  The 
program  provides  grants  that  enable 
JJC  faculty,  staff  and  students  to 
provide  an  extra  margin  of 
excellence. 

Projects  selected  for  funding  arc:

literature  racks  for  JJC  publications 
in  high  school  guidance  counselor 
offices  within  the  district;  a portable 
kiosk  to  provide  information  about 
JJC's  academic  program  and  services; 
purchase  of  student  an  work  and 
display  cases  for  permanent 


exhibition  on  campus;  and  athletic 
and  recreational  equipment  of  the 
new  intramural  program. 

Projects  were  selected  based  on 
the  consistency  of  the  project  with 
the  college's  mission  and  goals,  the 
absence  of  available  college  funds 
for  the  projects,  the  possibility  of 
replication  of  the  project  and  the 
overall  scope  and  impact,  said 
Foundation  president  Walter  Zaida. 
The  foundation  received  more  than 
40  applications. 

The  foundation,  established  in 
1973,  is  governed  by  a 30-membcr 
community  volunteer  board.  The 
foundation  controls  more  than  S3. 8 
million  in  assets  and  awards  more 
than  150  scholarships  a year

Women's  College  first  in  state

Soundtrack  is  less 
than  ordinary 

The  film  A Life  Less  Ordinary. 
starring  Ewan  McGregor  and 
Cameron  Diaz,  was  never  intended 
to  flop,  but  somehow  it  managed  to 
do  so.  Aside  from  the  unsuccessful 
screen  review  of  the  film,  the 
soundtrack  has  life  in  it. 

Soundtracks  these  days  tend  to 
lean  toward  diversity  as  films  get 
more  and  more  schizophrenic 
themselves.  In  this  particular 
instance,  the  music  ranges  from 
catchy  tune  man  Beck,  to  early  jazz 
fanatics  Squirrel  Nut  Zippers,  to 
heaven  forbid,  techno  Brils,  Prodigy. 

In  addition  to  the  mainstream 
artists,  there  is  a good  balance  of 
new,  upcoming  sounds  and  styles 
displayed  on  this  soundtrack.  For 
example,  Ash  is  a poppy  British  act 
that  won't  be  starting  fires  in  a town 
near  you.  The  band  contributes  (he 
title  song  to  the  film  with  a "heads 
up." 

Faithless,  an  electronic-based 
band,  smoothes  it  out  with  Don't 
Leave",  a safe  move  away  from  its 
better  known  rave  favorite, 
'Insomnia".  Other  acts  include  the 
she-funk  style  of  Luscious  Jackson, 
an  innovative  track  from  R. E M.  and 
an  old  favorite  from  the  King  himself. 

Beware,  however,  ofa  movement 
back  to  thoughtless  soundtracks  in 
future  movies.  It  seems  like  most 
soundtrack  albums  include 
previously  unrelcased  garbage  from 
one-hit  wonders.  Once  in  a while  a 
decent  album  will  pop  up. 

Of  course,  you  can't  have  it  both 
ways — the  films  of  these  albums 
usually  don't  do  the  soundtracks 
justice. 

Matador's  new 
CD  provides 
variety  of  music 

Like  many  other  independent 
record  labels  in  the  past.  Matador 
has  put  out  a various  artist 
compilation  album  for  its  fans. 
What's  Up  Matador  is  a double  CD 
collection  of  unrelcased  tracks  from 
Matador  recording  artists. 

According  to  the  "mission 
statement”  in  the  CD  booklet.  What ' s 
Up  "should  serve  as  an  easy  initiation 
to  this  strange,  but  very  responsible 
record  label," -whatever  that  means. 
I suggest  skipping  over  the  B.S.  and 
going  right  for  the  sounds. 

Many  music  listeners  I encounter 
arc  difficult  to  introduce  to  new 
material.  Although  Matador  is 
considered  an  indie  label,  familiar 
artists  do  appear  on  the  CDs, 
including  Chicago's  own  Liz  Phair 
and  the  Japanese  dance  group 
Pizzicato  Five. 

This  album  is  ideal  for  the  culling 
edge  listener  who  longs  to  be  at  one 
with  do-it-yourself  independents  and 
at  the  same  lime  avoids  spending 
hard-earned  cash  on  full-length 
albums  by  any  one  of  the  Matador 


Othcrtalcnts  on  the  album  include 
Pavement,  Supcrchunk,  Helium.  Yo 
La  Tcngo  and  The  Jon  Spencer  Blues 
Explosion,  to  name  a few. 

Granted,  not  all  of  the  tracks  are 
god-like  and  some  of  the  material  is 
of  demo  value.  Perhaps  that's  the 
beauty  of  being  a small  record  label — 
you  can  afford  to  be  imperfect.  In 
addition,  I guarantee  there  is  at  least 
one  artist  on  What's  Up  that  will  find 
its  way  into  the  heart  of  any  given 

Ramones1  release 
could  be  last 

The  Ramones'  millionth  release 
(actually,  their  18th),  We’re  Ottira 
Here,  proves  it's  never  loo  late  to 
become  a hard  core  Ramones  fan — 
even  23  years  later 

We  're  Oittta  Here  was  released  in 
late  '97,  including  a live  video 
coinciding  with  the  album.  The 
album  is  taken  from  the  2263rd  and 
final  show  the  band  would  perform 
in  August  of  1996. 

Special  guests  like  grunge  fathers 
Chris  Cornell  and  Eddie  Veddcr 
appear  throughout  the  album. 
However,  the  highlights  of  the  album 
are  found  in  reminiscence  of  hits  like 
Blitzkrieg  Bop,  Slteena  is  a Punk 
Rocker  and  53rd  and  3rd. 

The  Ramones  arc  known  for 
plugging  back  in  their  amps  after 
saying  "Adios,"  but  this  time  it  seems 
inevitable  that  their  career  ends. 

We  're  Omia  Here  is  the  end  of  an 
amazing  journey  in  musical  history 
far  too  substantial  for  rock  n'  roll 
critics  to  acknowledge.  The  album  is 
a delight  for  the  high  energy,  fast- 
paced  music  lover.  If  you  want  to 
takcapeek  into  something  incredibly 
new — go  back  20  years  to  the 
underground  urban  sound  of  New 
York's  Ramones. 

We' re  Otilla  Here  is  the  perfect, 
way  to  cither  get  introduced  to  or 
reacquaintcd  with  the  Ramones  For 
them,  it  was  the  live  concert  show 
that  set  them  apart  from  the  more 
elaborate  studio  recording  artist. 

Their  last  release  is  a much 
expected  live  album  and  what  better 
way  to  end  a legacy  than  with  a 
concert  full  of  punk  rock  fans.

Harvard,  Yale  and  Joliet  Junior 
College;  what  docs  Joliet  Junior 
College  have  in  common  with  these 
other  illustrious  institutions?  JJC  has 
become  an  innovative  leader  in 
education  by  becoming  the  first 
community  college  in  Illinois  and 
the  second  in  the  nation  to  establish 
a Women's  College  within  a college. 

In  an  interview,  Dr.  Roya  Falahi 
from  the  Social  and  Behavioral 
Sciences  Department,  e xplained  how 
the  Woman’s  College  began  and  what 
its  purpose  is.  Last  spring,  Dr.  Falahi 
and  adjunct  instructor  Suzanne 
Pryga,  codirectors  of  the  Women's 
College,  applied  for  the  grant  to 
establish  the  Women's  College. 

In  July,  they  received  (he  funding 
to  seed  the  Women's  College  from 
the  Illinois  Slate  Board  of  Education. 
Die  purpose  of  this  grant  is  to  build 
gender  equality  in  education.  One  of 
the  stipulations  of  this  grant  is  that  it 
must  have  an  “impact  statewide  and 
the  potential  of  being  replicated."

Dr.  Falahi  said  that  her  goal  is  to 
"gel  funding  for  the  next  fiscal  year 
from  the  state."  After  that,  she  hopes 
JJC  "will  see  the  merit  and 
importance  of  this  program  in 
enhancing  the  educational 
opportunities  for  all  students, 
especially  women  and  returning 
women,  so  they  can  become 
economically  self-sufficient."  It  is 
her  wish  that  the  college  will  then 
choose  to  adopt  the  program. 

Dr.  Falahi  has  taught  sociology 
and  anthropology  classes  at  JJC  for 
the  last  seven  years.  She  developed 
the  curriculum  for  the  Sex,  Gender 
and  Power  class  and  has  been  (he 
instructor  since  its  inception  in  the 
spring  of  1993. 

According  to  Dr.  Falahi,  the  class 
grew  rapidly  from  18  students  in  the 
first  class  to  a full  class  every 


semester.  The  enrollment  continues 
to  grow  <vith  the  addition  of  an 
evening  course  taught  by  Suzanne 
Pryga.  It  became  apparent  that  more 
needed  to  be  done  and  the  idea  for 
the  Women's  College  materialized. 

Dr.  Falahi  stated  that  the  purpose 
of  the  Women’s  College  is  not  to 
exclude  anyone  but  to  "be  inclusive" 
because  "all  people  pay  a price  for 
sexism.  Women  pay  an  economic 
price  for  sexism  and  men  pay  an 
emotional  price." 

In  our  educational  system  "the 
curriculum,  content,  and  instruction 
of  material  are  all  androcentric  (male 
centered)."  And  "we  need  to  attempt 
to  equalize  it,"  according  to  Dr. 
Falahi.  Women's  contributions  are 
discounted  because  they  are 
excluded. 

"We  need  to  dispel  the  myth  of 
gender  equality  because  men  and 
women  are  not  equal  in  this  country. 
Of  all  the  industrial  nations,  America 
has  the  largest  number  of  women 
living  in  poverty  and  the  largest 
gender  wage  gap,"  elaborated  Dr. 

There  exists  a glass  ceiling 
whereby  women  arc  only  promoted 
so  far.  "Nolongercan  women  depend 
on  men  to  support  them  and  many 
families  need  two  incomes." 

According  to  Dr.  Falahi,  gender 
stereotypes  hurt  both  men  and  women 
because  "both  men  and  women  need 
to  be  provided  career  choices  that  arc 
nontraditional  for  their  gender." 

The  purpose  of  the  Women's 
College  is  to  increase  (he  awareness, 
and  "incorporate  and  coordinate  all 
the  sources  and  resources  in  order  to 
legitimize  and  stress  the  importance 
of  gender  equality  in  all  the 
educational  programs." 

The  Women's  College  plans  to 
provide  many  different  services.  The 
college  will  conduct  workshops  and 
educational  programs,  provide 
referrals  to  campus  and  community 
exercises,  provide  mentoring, 
advocacy  and  support,  maintain  a 
resource  library  and  will  be  a place 


to  go  to  network  with  others. 

In  order  to  promote  and  support 
the  ideals  of  the  Women's  College 
several  students  are  forming  a 
Women’s  College  Club. 

On  Friday,  Feb.  13,  the  JJC's 
Women’s  College  will  cosponsor, 
along  with  the  Institute  of  Economic 
Technology  and  the  Social  and 
Behavioral  Science  Department,  its 
first  sex,  gender,  and  power 
conference.  Empowerment  '98.  The 
conference  will  feature  Carol 
Klciman,  a business  columnislfrom 
the  Chicago  Tribune,  as  the  keynote

Temporary  Game  Center  opens 


Illinois  Association  of  Rehabilitation 
Facilities  (IARF).  The  Fellow  Award 
commemorates  Hogan's  longtime 
dedication  to  people  with  disabilities. 
In  addition  to  a plaque,  Hogan  also 
received  S2500  to  fund  a scholarship. 
He  has  elected  to  split  the  money 
evenly  between  Lewis  University  and 
Joliet  Junior  College.  The 
scholarships  will  be  granted  to  further 
the  education  of  a human  services 
student  at  both  schools. 

Hogan' s award  honors  his  general 
leadership  as  well  as  his  assistance 
in  educating  IARF  members,  staff, 
legislators,  and  the  community  about 
the  need  for  a cost  of  living 
adjustment  for  community  service 
agencies  like  Cornerstone.  Hogan  is 
prcsident/CEOof  Will  County-based 
Cornerstone  Services.  The  not-for- 
profit  social  service  organization 
helps  people  with  disabilities  to  live 
and  work  in  the  community. 

"It  is  easy  to  talk  passionately 
about  an  issue,  but  few  people  have 
the  commitment  of  Jim  Hogan, " said 
David  R.  Stover,  IARF’s  executive 
director. 

The  15-year  Cornerstone  veteran 
and  IARF  board  member 
spearheaded  the  local  campaign  to 
secure  COLA  funding  and  was  a

high  profile  participant  in  the 
statewide  movement.  Hogan 
demonstrated  his  commitment  to 
people  with  disabilities  who  rely 
greatly  on  state  funding  by  spending 
late  nights  at  the  Capitol  and  talking 
one-on-one  with  legislative  leaders. 

In  the  end,  the  COLA  legislation 
was  not  included  in  the  current 
budget,  but  Hogan  said  he  knows 
that  elected  officials  will  revisit  the 
issue  in  the  spring.  Until  then,  he  will 
continue  to  work  with  IARF  staff 
and  others  as  they  pursue  inclusion 
in  the  next  budget  prepared  by  the 
governor.

Among  the  changes  occurring  on 
campus  is  the  construction  in  D- 
mall.  This  new  student  center  will 
house  the  new  Game  Center. 

The  Game  Center  is  temporarily 
located  on  the  bridge  at  Main 
Campus. There  are  four  or  five  video 
arcade  games,  and  a foozball  table. 

Opened  at  the  beginning  of  the 
semester,  the  Game  Center  has  been 
an  instant  smash,  attracting  many 
students.  While  some  may  complain 
that  it  lakes  away  from  class  time, 
tempting  students  to  ditch  class, 
others  argue  that  the  Game  Center 
does  no  such  thing. 

"This  is  just  an  experiment,"  stated 
Patti  Fine,  director  of  Student 
Services  and  Activities,  and  creator 
of  the  Game  Center.  Referred  to  as  a 
pilot  project,  the  Game  Center  finds 
itself  under  intense  scrutiny  by 
college  officials,  unsure  of  whether 
it  will  succeed  or  not. 

The  idea  first  came  into  being  last 
semester,  and  under  the  direction  of 
Fine,  was  presented  to  Dr.  Alan 
Hardcrscn,  vice  president  forSludcnt 
Affairs.  Following  his  support,  the 
plan  then  went  through  the  other 
Student  Services  administrators  and 
eventually  made  its  way  to  the 
President  s C abinct. 

The  establishment  of  the  Game 
Center  will  take  place  in  three  phases,

according  to  Fine.  The  first  included 
the  installment  of  the  arcades  and 
foozball  tabic.

developed  understanding  ol 
recycling  before  she  was  chosen  to 
begin  this  project.  She  had  to  attend 
several  seminars  both  on  and  off 
campus  as  well  as  at  other  locations 
in  the  area.  Her  collection  of  books 
about  recycling  has  also  helped  with 
the  learning  process. 

Pollock  was  also  aided  by  the  fact 
that  a previous  recycling  committee 
had  once  existed  at  JJC,  and  members 
were  still  employed  on  campus. 

"I  was  pleased  with  the  turnout  I 
received,"  Pollock  said.  “Fifteen  or 
16  people  said  they  would  like  to 
help." 

Not  all  members  from  the  previous 
group  could  help,  but  Pollock 
estimated  80  percent  of  them  are 
now  on  the  current  recycling 
committee. 

"This  is  great,"  Pollock  said.  "The 
people  are  from  different 
departments  at  JJC.  so  there  arc  many 
different  perspectives." 

One  fact  (hat  did  disappoint 
Pollock  was  that  no  students  have 
volunteered  to  be  on  the  committee. 
Several  student  volunteers  would  be 
greatly  appreciated. 

“People  say  the  students  now  arc 
the  future,"  Pollock  said.  "Students 
have  to  realize  that  if  you  don’t 
recycle,  you  won't  have  a future.  Of 
all  the  people  who  come  here,  there 
has  to  be  some  who'  care  about 
recycling." 

Pollock  promises  that  she  will 
also  try  to  keep  the  meetings  fun  and 
worthwhile  because  she  docs  realize 
lime  is  often  scarce  for  young  people 
today. 

The  specific  plans  of  the 
committee  arc  tentative  right  now 
because  they  have  only  been  made 
by  three  members  of  the  physical 
plant  and  arc  yet  to  be  approved  by 
the  members  from  other  departments. 
Pollock  said  she  wants  to  meet  with 
the  other  members  of  the  committee 
so  that  they  can  add  or  change  ideas 
before  anything  is  official. 

"Cooperation  is  very  important." 
Pollock  said,  "We  will  lake 
suggestions  and  make  it  as  easy  as 
possible." 

Educating  students  and  faculty 
about  recycling  will  be  a major  goal 
of  the  program.  Handouts  and  flyers 
explaining  basic  concepts  were 
distributed  last  semester.  Similar 
projects  are  planned  for  the  future. 

Student  involvement  would  be 
important  for  this  project,  according 
to  Pollock. 

"The  students  could  help  with 
passing  out  flyers  or  they  could  even 
lead  some  type  of  rally  to  educate 
others  about  recycling,"  Pollock  said. 

In  the  following  weeks  and 
months,  the  recycling  committee  will 
be  updating  students  and  faculty  on 
us  progress.  But  this  is  not  just  a 
short-term  project. 

“We  hope  to  do  more  every  year,” 
Pollock  said.

A tuition  and  fee  increase  proposal 
was  discussed  at  a Student  Alliance 
meeting  on  Feb.  5.  Along  with  the 
increases,  a consolidation  of 
graduation  and  transcript  fees  into  a 
records  fee  was  also  discussed. 

Thomas  R.  Ryan,  vice  president 
for  Business  Services,  spoke  to  the 
Student  Alliance  about  a proposal 
that  would  raise  tuition  SI  and  the 
technology  fee  by  $2.  Ryan  also 
spoke  of  eliminating  graduation  and 
transcript  fees  by  instituting  a new 
S3  records  fee  that  would  be  paid  per 
semester  at  registration.

These  proposed  tuition  and 
technology  raises  are  to  provide  the 
student  body  with  Internet  access 
and  e-mail  accounts.  The  raise  in 
tuition  and  technology  fees  would 
give  JJC  a total  of  $3 10,000,  which 
will  include  the  installation  of  50 
new  computer  terminals,  Internet 
access,  e-mail  accounts  for  all 
students,  aid  for  computer 
organizations  and  much  more. 
Included  in  this  raise  will  be  money 
to  provide  for  lab  assistants  to 
monitor  student  use  of  the  Internet. 

Ryan  wants  students  to  note  that 


the  computer  labs  with  the  Web 
access  will  be  available  to  all  students 
and  staff.  Teachers,  at  JJC  have 
already  been  requesting  that  students 
use  the  Internet  in  collaboration  with 
class  assignments.  Computer  lab 
hours  have  been  scheduled  for 
afternoon  times,  as  these  will  be 
easier  hours.  Ryan  says  that  the  Web 
accessibility  to  students  and  teachers 
will  provide  changes  in  the 
classrooms. 

The  question  of  whether  or  not 
action  would  be  taken  against  Internet 
abusers  was  answered  by  the  setup 
of  “Internet  etiquette  guidelines" 
which  everyone  would  abide  by. 
Internet  servers  don't  tolerate 
profanity,  and  if  someone  is  abusing 
the  Internet  via  indecent  chatroom 
use,  it  may  be  reported  by  another 
user.  Action  is  usually  taken  by  the 
Internet  server  against  the  abuser. 

E-mail  that  threatens  students  or 
staff  will  not  be  tolerated.  If  anyone 
using  the  Internet  experiences 
harassment  through  e-mail,  their 
screen  names  and  e-mail  addresses 
will  be  changed,  according  to  Scott 


Olsen,  supervisor  of  Academic 
Computing,  who  was  also  present  at 
the  meeting. 

Ryan  expects  the  tuition  increase 
to  be  successful.  Cabling  for  the  new 
computers  and  Internet  services  has 
already  started.  He  also  says  that  if 
the  proposal  falls  through,  the 
computer  and  Internet  systems  will 
be  set  up  for  another  year.  Either 
way,  if  the  tuition  increase  is  not 
approved,  the  plan  to  provide  Internet 
access  for  all  students  will  continue, 
although  at  a slower  pace,  according 

The  process  for  obtaining 
transcripts  currently  has  students 
paying  fortranscripts  in  the  bookstore 
then  filing  a formal  request  in  the 
records  office  after  presenting  the 
receipt.  The  proposal’-plans  to 
eliminate  this  lengthy  process.

Footbridge  may  become 
a reality  for  JJC  students

Could  students  at  Joliet  Junior 
College  soon  be  finding  it  easier  to 
move  between  classes  on  campus? 

The  possibility  is  out  there  as 
student  government  members  have 
recently  proposed  a plan  to  construct 
an  outdoor  footbridge  leading  from 
T-building  to  J-building. 

The  Student  Alliance  organization 
submitted  a plan  to  JJC 
administrators  that  calls  for  a bridge 
to  be  built  from  the  area  where  the 
flagpole  is  located  to  the  patio  area 
of  the  J-building. 

Another  possible  plan  under 
consideration  calls  for  the  bridge  to 
be  built  past  the  area  where  the  old 
schoolhousc  is  located  to  a set  of 
double  doors  down  near  the  cafeteria. 

This  second  plan  was  brought  into 
the  discussion  by  administrators 
because  it  would  be  less  costly  to 
build  and  accommodate  more 


students,  according  to  Vice  President 
ftjr  Student  Services  Alan  Hardersen. 

"Both  plans  have  been  submitted 
to  the  President's  Cabinet  and  put  in 
the  master  plan  to  have  the  college's 
architect  look  at,"  Hardersen  said. 

Before  anything  can  be  done,  a 
project  hits  to  be  listed  under  the 
master  plan,  Hardersen  says.  This 
includes  the  cost  being  estimated 
and  the  project  being  considered  by 
standards  such  as  an  environmental 

During  the  recent  Mainstrcct 
program,  which  was  held  last  month 
on  Jan.  28  and  29,  the  Student 
Alliance  group  held  surveys  to  get 
feedback  about  how  students  and 
faculty  feel  about  the  possible  future 

"There  was  a lot  of  interest," 
Stephenic  Wcathcrbee  from  Student 
Alliance  said.  "Some  people  did  have 
concerns,  but  most  were  in  favor  of 


A petition  to  build  the  bridge  was 
signed  by  341  people  between  the 
hours  of  10  a m.  to  2 p.m.  on  the  two 
days  Mainstrect  was  held. 
Wcatherbcc  said. 

Most  of  the  concerns  the  group 
heard  were  about  the  environmental 
impact  of  the  project  or  the  high  cost 
of  it. 

"Wcdon'tthinklhccollege  should 
have  to  pay  (he  total  cost," 
Weatherbec  said.  “Fundraisers,  like 
having  people  donate  money  for  a 
brick  in  the  bridge,  could  pay  some 
of  the  cost. 

Student  Alliance  has  recently  met 
with  JJC  administrator  Thomas  Ryan. 
“Wc  wanted  to  show  him  we're  trying 
to  gel  something  done,"  Wcatherbcc 

The  project  is  still  in  the  planning 
stage,  according  to  Weatherbec,  but 
she  believes  it  is  very  possible, 
“depending  on  how  much  the  school 
is  willing  to  work  at  it." 


JJC  Board  does  not 
renew  contracts

In  a move  that  surprised  many, 
the  JJC  Board  of  Trustees  voted  4- 
2 to  not  renew  the  contracts  of 
three  administrators  at  its  Feb.  9 
monthly  meeting.  The  board  voted 
to  not  renew  the  contracts  despite 
JJC  President  Dr.  Thomas  Gamble’s 
recommendation  to  renew  all  three. 

The  three  administrators  were 
Head  of  Physical  Plant  Dow  Smith, 
Community  Relations  Director 
Steve  Daggers,  and  Campus  Police 
Chief  Gerald  Zeborowski. 

Board  Chairman  David  R. 
Cryer,  Vice  Chairman  Dr.  John  K. 
Hertko,  Secretary  Marilyn  Hcrtko 
and  newly  elected  board  member 
Susan  Block  Grcgunch  voted  to 
not  renew  the  contracts. 

Voting  to  retain  the 
administrators  were  long-time 
board  member  Robert  J. 
Wunderlich  and  Eleanor  McGuan- 
Boza.  Trustee  Joyce  E.  Heap  was 
not  present. 

John  Hcrtko  said  the  dismissals 
would  not  affect  the  students. 
“None  of  the  positions  not  renewed 
would  affect  the  quality  of 
education  at  JJC  in  any  way," 
Hertko  said.  "They  arc  not 
education-related." 

No  official  reason  has  been 
given  as  to  why  the  board  voted  to 
not  renew  the  contracts.  But 
Wunderlich  and  McGuan-Boza 
questioned  the  motives  of  the 
decision. 

"Under  Chief  Zeborowski's 
direction,  crime  statistics  on 
campus  have  decreased  30  percent 
in  the  past  year.  If  the  majority  of 
this  board  cannot  or  will  not  provide 
just  cause  why  the  chief  s contract 
should  not  be  renewed,  then  in  all 
probability,  (his  is  seemingly  a 
personal  vendetta.. ..."  McGuan- 
Boza  read  in  a prepared  statement 
during  the  meeting. 

Citing  (he  potential  for  legal 
problems,  John  Hertko  said  after 


the  meeting  he  did  not  want  to  give 
any  reasons  for  his  decision  other 
than,  "Sometimes  the  board  gets 
information  more  readily  than  the 
president." 

Prior  to  the  vole,  John  Stobnrt, 
head  of  the  teachers'  union,  came  to 
the  podium  requesting  that  the 
board  take  into  consideration  the 
present  good  relations  between 
faculty  and  administrators,  the 
college's  high  enrollment,  and  the 
school's  upcoming  centennial 
celebration. 

Stobart  said,  "All  of  this  is  being 
risked  for  what?. ...I  don't  know." 
In  addition,  he  said  he  believed  the 
majority  of  faculty  oppose  any 
decisions  to  not  renew  the  contracts 
of  the  administrators  and  that  the 
firing  of  the  three  would  jeopardize 
the  stability  of  the  college. 

Prior  to  each  vole,  former  board 
chairman  Wunderlich  asked 
Gamble  if  there  was  anything  in 
the  employment  reviews  that  would 
give  reason  for  not  renewing  the 
contracts.  Gamble  said  no. 

Before  the  first  vote  John  Hcrtko 
asked  Board  Attorney  David  Rultlc 
if  the  board  is  required  to  accept  the 
recommendations  of  the  president. 
Rultlc  said  no. 

McGuan-Boea,  however,  read 
from  the  board  policy  code  of  ethics: 
"The  administration  of  the 
educational  program  and  the 
conduct  of  the  college  business  shall 
be  left  to  the  employed 
president. ...there  is  a gray  line 
between  policy  making  and  policy 
implementation  which  should  not 
be  crossed." 

The  meeting  proceeded  until  all 
remaining  agenda  items  were 
addressed,  and  then  the  room 
cleared  for  an  executive  session 
called  by  John  Hertko  to  discuss 
possible  litigation. 

Wundcrlichand  Bo/aevcntually 
walked  out  and  did  not  return, 
upsetting  vice  chairman  Hertko,

Faculty  conducts  survey 
concerning  board  action

JJC  faculty  members  took  part 
in  a survey  on  Feb.  23.  (odclcrmine 
(he  faculty's  position  on  the  recent 
dismissal  of  three  administrators 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  survey  was  one  of  the 
options  about  50  faculty  members 
discussed  at  a Feb.  17  meeting  to 
determine  how  the  faculty  should 
respond  to  (he  board  action. 

Other  options  discussed 
included  providing  financial 
support  for  the  administrators  to 
help  defer  potential  legal  costs;  and 
reporting  the  action  to  the  North 


Central  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Schools  accrediting  agency  or  the 
IllinoisCommunity  College  Board. 

“My  opinion  is  that  the 
overwhelming  majority  dissaprove 
of  the  idea  of  the  board  running  the 
school  on  a day-to-day  basis."  said 
John  Stobart,  teachers'  union 
president.  "We're  not  saying  our 
opinion  should  absolutely  rule,  but 
it  would  be  something  to  take  into 
consideration."

For  the  first  time  in 
my  life,  I have  been 
put  in  a situation 
where  I have  the 
opportunity  to  mingle 
with  other  cultures, 
via  JJC.  For  some 
people,  it  is  quite 
common  to  interact 
with  individuals  of 
diverse  backgrounds 
due  to  their  work,  school  environment  or 
personal  preference.  As  I expected,  I have 
changed  my  views  about  different  cultures 
through  taking  classes  and  meeting  newpeople 
in  the  past  few  years.  I have  become  more  open 
and  investigative,  yet  sometimes  I feel  like  1 
am  the  only  one. 

Walking  over  the  bridge,  a routine  which  I 
do  five  days  a week,  I have  noticed  an 
unchanging  trend  of  segregation.

Although  there  is  interaction  between  the  races,

I don’t  think  1 am  the  only  person  in  (his 
school  who  has  taken  notice  to  this.  It  kind  of 
proves  how  far  we  as  a generation  and  as  a 
society  still  need  to  go  in  order  to  assimilate. 
Of  course,  to  many  people,  all  of  these  things 
that  I have  mentioned  don't  make  much  of  a 
difference.  Many  are  still  consumed  by 
prejudice  and  refuse  to  end  ignorance. 

Why  don’t  more  blacks  and  whites  and 
othercultures  communicate  outside  of  classes? 
I'd  imagine  part  of  the  problem  is  stereotyping 
and  misunderstanding  among  groups.  Maybe 
it's  the  underlying  fear  of  being  rejected  by 
another  group  or  group  member  or  the  fear  of 
being  disloyal  to  one's  own  group.  Regardless, 
the  above  altitudes  express  cowardice  and 
superficiality.  The  bottom  line  is  that  we  are  all 


human  beings  and  without  unity,  we  all  lose 
and  that  can  become  perhaps  one  of  the 
downfalls  of  our  society. 

You'd  think  that  in  1 998,  ourcountry  would 
be  deeply  concerned  with  cultural  awareness 
and  equality.  The  intention  seems  to  be  present 
as  can  be  seen  by  the  events,  clubs,  and  classes 
offered  at  colleges  throughout  the  nation. 

However,  only  a handful  of  individuals 
seem  to  participate,  and  for  the  most  part,  there 
is  a severe  lack  of  interest  by  students.  There 
arc  excuses  like,  “There  isn't  enough  lime,"  or 
“What's  in  it  for  me”  and  “Why  do  I have  to 
learn  about  someone  else’s  culture — they 
should  have  to  leant  about  mine." 

The  validity  of  these  claims  are  definitely 
questionable.  If  we  don't  learn  how  to

Women's  College  sponsors 
Empowerment  '98  conference 


Internet  used  as  tool

Carol  Kleiman,  a nationally 
syndicated  business  columnist  from 
the  Chicago  Tribune,  said  her 
"definition  of  a nontraditional  career 
for  women  is  one  in  which  she  is  well 
paid,"  which  drew  laughter  from  the 
crowd  attending  the  Empowerment 
‘98  Conference.  The  conference  was 
mandatory  for  all  faculty  members. 

Kleiman  addressed  a full-capacity 
crowd  in  the  ballroom  at  the 
Renaissance  Center  during  the  first 
JJC’s  Women’s  College 
Empowerment  Conference  on 
Friday,  Feb.  13.  The  conference 
attracted  men  and  women  from 
community  organizations  and 
businesses  as  well  as  JJC  faculty  and 
students. 

Several  notable  audience 
members  that  were  in  attendance 
received  special  introductions.  They 
were  Helen  Harshbergcr,  Rep.  Jack 
McGuire  and  Rep.  Larry  Walsh. 

Kleiman’s  comment  evoked  the 
laughter  because  much  of  the 
conference  focused  on  the  inequality 
women  still  face  in  the  job  market. 

Participants  were  welcomed  to 
the  conference  by  Dr.  Roya  Falahi- 
Kharaghani,  co-director  of  JJC's 
Women’s  College.  Dr.  Thomas 
Gamble,  president  of  JJC,  and  J.D. 
Ross,  vice  president  for  Academic 
Services,  made  opening  remarks  to 
the  audience. 

Gamble  staled  that  " women  still 
face  a glass  ceiling  and  that  only 
2.4%  of  the  top  positions  in  the 
Fortune  500  companies  are  held  by 
women.  Women  still  only  earn  69 
percent  of  what  a man  earns." 

Gamble  explained  that  JJC  is 
trying  to  address  these  problems 
through  education.  He  discussed  the 
programs  offered  through  the 
Institute  of  Economic  Technology 
and  JJC’s  Women's  College. 

He  gave  the  demographic 
breakdown  of  JJC’s  enrollment,  and 
females  make  up  the  majority  with 
60%  of  the  enrollment.  Half  of  that 
enrollment  is  in  the  18-22  year-old 
age  gr-'-up.  The  30-39-year-old  age 
group  is  the  second  largest 
demographic  group  at  JJC. 

These  demographics  seem  to 
support  the  issues  Kleiman  addressed 
during  her  speech.  She  said  that 
people  will  change  professions  three 
times  during  their  lifetime.  Kleiman 
indicated  that  you  must  be  flexible 
because  "the  job  market  is  always 
changing. ..what  you  arc  studying 
may  not  be  there.” 

Her  advice  was  to  do  something 
you  really  like  to  do.  something  you 
find  fulfilling. 

Kleiman  urged  the  audience  to 
“look  at  yourself  as  an  individual 
business  to  be  managed." 

"We  must  lake  individual 
responsibility  to  advance  our  own 
careers."  she  said.  Kleiman  gave 
specific  advice  on  how  to  improve 
your  abilities  and  skills  and  which 
tools  will  be  necessary  to  succeed. 

Kleiman  spoke  from  the 
perspective  of  both  her  professional 
and  her  personal  experience.  She  is 


not  only  a nationally  syndicated 
columnist  and  author,  but  has  singly 
raised  her  three  children.  She  spoke 
about  the  special  challenges  of 
juggling  the  responsibilities  of  family 
and  career  and  traced  the  changes 
and  advancements  in  the  workplace 
since  the  1970s.  There  is  still  room 
for  improvement,  and  Kleiman  urged 
the  audience  "to  change  the 
workforce  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 

J.D.  Ross,  in  his  opening  remarks, 
stressed  the  importance  of 
eliminating  gender  and  racial 
inequality  by  enlightening  people 
through  education.  He  explained  that 
the  college  is  doing  that  through 
various  programs,  community 
relations,  new  courses  and  a resource 

When  discussing  the  needs  of  the 
workforce  in  2020,  he  stressed 
education  would  be  extremely 
important  “because  the  best  jobs  will 
require  brains  rather  than  brawn." 

Ross  was  presented  with  a plaque 
from  the  conference  committee  for 
all  his  assistance  and  efforts. 

Seven  topics  that  dealt  with  gender 
issues  were  addressed  during  the  two 
morning  breakout  sessions.  The 
topics  and  the  presenters  were  as 
follows:  Failing  At  Fairness:  Gender 
Bias  In  The  Classroom,  presented  by 
Kimberly  Hacker  and  PatriciaHines; 
Female  Imagery:  The  Skinny  On 
Media  Manipulation,  presented  by 
Susan  Gartner;  and  From  Cradle  to 
Career:  How  Childhood  Gender  Role 


Socialization  Influences  Career 
Choices,  presented  by  Cathy 
Hadaway. 

The  other  topics  were:  I Love  You 
To  Death:  Violence  in  Intimate 
Relationships,  presented  by  Dr.  Roya 
FaIahi;A/en:  Victims,  Enemy  OrBoth 
, presented  by  Phil  Pikct;  A Proactive 
Approach  To  Empowerment:  Why 
Equity  Remains  Out  Of  Reach, 
presented  by  Christina  Carpanzano; 
and  Doing  "Men's"  Work  For 
"Women's"  Pay:  Women  In 
Nontraditional  Careers,  presented 
by  panelists  Cindy  Henderson,  Kay 
Johnson,  Neal  Kauffman,  Karen 
Kroczek,  Aurelia  Anna  Pearson,  and 
Lauren  Sugerman. 

The  conference  was  sponsored 
by  the  JJC's  Women’s  College,  the 
Institute  of  Economic  Technology 
and  (he  Social  and  Behavioral 
Sciences  Department.

Falahi  and  Suzanne  Pryga,  co- 
directors of  the  JJC's  Woman’s 
College  and  instructors  from  the 
Social  and  Behavioral  Sciences 
Department,  were  instrumental  in  the 
planning  of  the  conference. 

The  conference  was  well  attended 
and  several  people  commented  very 
favorably  about  the  conference  and 
the  desire  to  increase  the  size  of  the 
facility  and  attendance  for  next  year.

The  Stock  Market  System  is  not 
only  business  carried  on  in  a stock 
exchange  or  prices  quoted  on  stocks 
and  bonds,  but  is  also  being  used  at 
JJC  as  a learning  tool. 

What  was  once  an  idea  brought 
upon  by  the  Business  Department  a 
year  and  a half  ago  has  become  a 
supplement  in  the  classroom. 

Microeconomics,  accounting, 
finance,  marketing,  business 
management  and  economics  students 
are  all  using  the  stock  market  system 
on  the  Internet  to  complement  their 
respective  business  courses. 

Eight  months  ago,  the  Business 
Department  and  the  Business 
Department  Chairman,  Anthony 
Uremovic,  submitted  a request  to  the 
Technical  Resource  Committee  for 
the  introduction  of  the  stock  market 
system  on  the  Internet  for  student 
and  faculty  use.  The  Business 
Department  was  given  funding  that 
was  not  available  to  them  a year  and 
a half  ago. 

“All  students  arc  encouraged  to 
come  to  the  Business  Department 
and  view  the  stock  market  observer!" 
says  Uremovic. 

He  also  says  that  students  in 
business  classes  as  well  as  any  student 
or  faculty  member  can  get  a feel  for 
and  interrelate  "actual  business 
activity." 

Anyone  can  come  in  to  the 
Business  Department  so  that 
"students  and  faculty  can  be  more 
abreast  of  what's  taking  place, in  the 
business  community.”  The  use  of 
this  system  gives  the  faculty  and 


students  the  ability  to  look  at  what  is 
happening  at  any  one  given  point  in 

Uremovic  states  that  the  students 
and  faculty  learn  from  watching 
CNBC  hand  in  hand  with  the  stock 
market  to  see  what  the  breaking  news 
is,  as  seen  from  a government  and 
business  standpoint. 

“All  business  and  government 
activity  is  related  to  the  stock 
market,"  Uremovic  notes.  Students 
and  faculty  could  then  go  on  the 
Internet  and  call  up  a certain  stock  to 
see  if  a stock  or  business  is  being 
impacted  by  a business  or 
government  decision. 

“A  number  of  students  come  in  to 
the  Business  Department  on  a regular 
basis  to  observe  the  stock  market," 
Uremovic  says. 

The  Stock  Market  on  the  Internet 
shows  stock  updates,  graphs  and 
news  that  affects  the  destiny  of  the 
stocks.  This  system  allows  stock 
investors  to  make  predictions  about 
whether  or  not  the  stock  will  be 
prosperous. 

At  this  time  there  is  no 
“competition"  to  view  stocks  and 
choose  portfolios.  Uremovic  hopes 
that  as  a future  assignment,  business 
students  will  come  together  from 
different  classes  and  picks  stocks  or 
portfolios  and  see  how  it  progresses 
over  a certain  period  of  lime. 

This  Internet  stock  market  system 
is  available  for  anyone  to  browse  in 
the  Business  Department.  Uremovic 
encourages  anyone  to  stop  in  apd 
take  part  in  this  unique  learning 
experience.

JJC  is  inexpensive  compared  to  a 
four-year  institution,  but  tuition  costs 
may  still  cause  a financial  strain  on 
students.  In  order  to  help  relieve  the 
strain,  the  Financial  Aid  Office  has 
been  offering  yearly  workshops. 
These  workshops  arc  dedicated  to 
helping  students  understand  how  to 
obtain  financial  assistance  and 
properly  Till  out  the  dreaded  multi- 
page  Free  Application  for  Federal 
Student  Aid  (FAFSA)  form, 

“My  goal  is  to  reach  as  many 
students  as  possible  so  they  can  feel 
comfortablcdoing  financial  aid,"  said 
Jennifer  Klobcrdanz,  director  of 
Financial  Aid  and  workshop 
coordinator.  "1  want  to  make  sure 
everyone  knows  what's  going  on." 

Kloberdanz  also  said  that  both 
returning  students  and  transfer 
students  should  attend  the 
workshops,  which  will  also  include 
discussion  about  grants,  scholarships, 
and  electronic  filing. 

Students  attending  should  bring 
as  much  of  their  own  financial 
information  to  the  workshops  in  order 
to  make  the  process  easier. 

"We  want  to  help  the  students, 
but  we  must  go  by  federal  regulations. 
The  Financial  Aid  Office  needs 
students’  financial  information  in 


order  to  determine  if  students  arc 
eligible  for  aid  or  scholarships,"  said 
Klobcrdanz. 

"The  sooner  the  students  get  the 
paperwork  in,  the  belter  off  they  arc. 
It's  one  less  headache  they  have  to 
worry  about."

Of  the  55  pieces  selected  for  the 
exhibition  from  221  entries,  23  were 
created  by  students  from  JJC.  All 
Works  were  submitted  in  late  January 
and  were  chosen  by  Joyce  Morishita, 
professor  of  art  at  Governors  Stale 
University.  She  also  gave  1 1 pieces 
the  Juror's  Award  of  Excellence.  Of 
these  1 1 , five  works  are  by  students 
of  J)C.

The  Juried  Arl  Exhibition  is  not  Kankakee  Community  College, 
always  held  at  JJC.  It  is  sponsored  by  Rend  Lake  College  and  Joliet  Junior 


College. The  three  schools  take  turns 
hosting  the  exhibition  every  three 

The  strong  showing  from  JJC 
students  is  reflective  of  the  talent 
within  the  student  body.  Talent  is  not 
all  that  it  takes  to  get  into  a juried 
show,  however.  It  lakes  a great  deal 
of  discipline  and  perseverance  to 
move  a piece  from  aclassroom  setting 
to  prepare  it  for  exhibition.  One 
cannot  realize  from  looking  at  the 
clean,  carefully  labeled  and  matted 
works  what  went  into  making  each 

There  is  a wide  variety  of  materials 
and  techniques  represented  in  this 
show.  From  colored  pencil  to  oil  and 
acrylic,  ink  and  wash  to  sculptured 
limestone,  many  styles  and  moods 
arc  presented  powerfully  and 
skillfully.  There  are  even  a few 


photographs. 

One  interesting  piece  is  a 
bcltbucklc  fashioned  from  silver  and 
bloodstone.  There  arc  several  pieces 
that  fall  under  thccatcgory  of  "mixed 
media,"  such  as  an  etching  and  some 
collages.  Some  unusual  -but  well 
executed  pieces  in  alabaster  and 
porcelain  catch  the  eye  almost  as 
much  as  the  brightly  colored 
paintings  and  finely  detailed 
drawings. 

This  exhibit  is  an  excellent 
opportunity  to  sec  the  quality  of  work 
being  done  within  art  classes  here  at 
JJC  and  across  the  state.  In  order  to 
sec  the  show  next  year  or  the  year 
after,  one  would  have  to  drive  to 
Kankakee  or  to  Rend  Lake  in  Ina, 
III.,  which  is  far  south  of  this  area. 
This  is  a good  time  to  sec  some 
excellent  artwork  close  to  home.

who  afterwards  said,  "In  the  past, 
whether  I liked  it  or  not,  I had  to  sit 
in  the  meetings  because  I was  elected 
by  the  taxpayers." 

Wunderlich  was  contacted  later 
about  his  decision  to  walk  out  and 
said.  "I  couldn't  think  straight.  I was 
so  in  shock  with  what  happened. 
Trustees  are  supposed  to  make  policy 
and  support  the  president  . . ..  I ' vc  never 
seen  any  injustice  done  such  as 
happened  at  that  meeting." 

McGuan-Boza  spoke  afterwards 
saying,  "This  is  a demonstration  of 


injustice.  Those  people  were  all  doing 
excellent  jobs  and  no  one  has  offered 
any  reason  for  not  renewing  their 
contracts.  I have  never  seen  a 
president’s  recommendation  not 
accepted.  The  board  sets  policy  and 
the  president  implements  it;  they  are 
two  distinct  areas." 

Heap,  who  has  been  a board 
member  for  1 8 years,  was  later  asked 
why  she  missed  the  meeting.  "I  had 
a prior  commitment...!  tried  to  get 
the  board  to  change  the  meeting  to 
Feb.  16.  and  they  voted  no.  I have 
very  rarely  missed  a board  meeting," 


she  said.  She  also  said  she  would 
have  liked  to  have  been  there  to 
make  her  presence  known,  but  felt  in 
the  end  it  would  not  have  affected 
the  outcome. 

Hcrtko  questioned  the  decision 
by  Heap  to  not  attend  the  meeting. 
"If  these  contract  renewals  were  so 
important,  then  why  didn’t  she  show 
up?."  he  said. 

Zcborowski,  who  was  campus 
police  chief  for  about  15  years,  was 
asked  to  leave  on  Tuesday,  Feb.  10, 
by  4 p.m..  four  months  before  his 
cunent  contract  expired. 


Cryer  indicated  after  the  meeting 
(hat  Zeborowski  could  be  asked  to 
leave  early  for  security  reasons,  due 
to  his  position,  and  made 
comparisons  between  corporations 
and  JJC,  saying  that  it  wasn't  unusual 
for  a business  to  require  terminated 
employees  to  leave  the  same  day. 

Community  Relations  Director 
Steve  Daggers  chose  to  leave  early 
on  Feb.  13.

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Jamroz  and  Hall  use  three-point  shots  to  save  games

This  year' s Lady  Wolves  features 
a diverse  field  of  talents.  Among 
those  talents  arc  the  three-point 
shooting  abilities  of  Jenny  Jamroz 
and  Stacie  Hall. 

Hall  started  playing  basketball 
back  in  fifth  grade.  Ever  since  she 
started  playing,  she  has  been  shooting 
from  the  outside.  “My  coaches  told 
me  to  shoot  outside  (because)  of  my 
height,"  Hall  says. 

She  is  now  one  of  the  leading 
three-point  shooters  for  the  Lady 
Wolves.  She  is  now  at  28  for  89  with 
her  three-point  attempts.  She  has 
earned  a National  Tournament  record 
of  7 three-pointers  and  30  points  in  a 
tournament  game. 

Jamroz,  on  the  other  hand,  started  Stacie  Hall,  tliree-poini 

playing  when  she  was  in  eighth  grade  ^-v  Wo,ves 

and  didn’t  start  shooting  from  the 
outside  until  later  on  in  her  career. 

"My  senior  year,  1 started  to  shoot 


outside,  but  now  I am  shooting  more 
and  more  [from  the  outside),"  says 


Jenny. 

Although  she  is  a threat  from  the 
outside.  Jenny  says  that  she  shoots 
better  inside  the  three-point  line.  “In 
high  school,  my  range  was  10-15 
feet,"  she  says,  "now  the  players  arc 
more  aggressive  and  it  is  harder  to 
get  inside  so  I just  stepped  back  a few 
paces  and  started  shooting  from  the 
outside."  Jamroz  is  32  for  97  from 
three-point  land. 

The  girls  also  talked  about  their 
recent  loss  (which  gives  them  a 10- 
10  record  this  year)  and  how  the 
outside  shooting  affected  the  game. 
"We  didn't  really  startshooting  from 
the  outside  until  we  were  too  far 
behind  to  catch  up,"  says  Hall. 

"The  coach  doesn't  want  us  to 
shoot  from  the  outside  all  the  time. 
He  wants  us  to  find  a spot  [inside) 
where  we  can  shoot  and  also  be  able 
to  step  back  a few  and  shoot  the 
threes,"  says  Jamroz. 


Although  the  girls  have  not  shot 
many  threes  in  recent  games,  they 
have  won  some  games  due  to  their 
three-point  shooting  ability.  In  a 
game  against  the  College  of  Saint 
Francis,  the  game  was  even  and  the 
time  was  winding  down,  but  Jamroz's 
three-point  shot  with  only  three  to 
four  seconds  left  in  the  game  gave 
the  girls  the  one-point  victory. 
"Coach  says  that  even  when  we  are 
down  we  aren't  out,"  says  Jamroz, 
"because  we  can  shoot  from  the 
outside." 

"We  need  to  become  threats  from 
the  outside.  That  way  our  inside 
shooters  will  have  an  easier  time," 
says  Hall. 

"If  we  become  threats  from  the 
outside,  then  the  defense  has  to  cover 
us  and  that  will  give  our  inside 
shooters  some  room,"  adds  Jamroz. 

How  did  the  girls  get  so  good? 
"Practice,"  they  both  said.  The  girls 


practice  out  in  their  yards  and  during 
scheduled  practice  limes.  "Wc  do 
the  same  drills,  wc  just  move  out 
further,"  Hull  says. 

"...Jamroz's  three-point 
shot.. .gave  the  girls  the 
one-point  victory. " 

Here  arc  some  hints  from  the  girls 
on  how  to  shoot  better  from  the 
perimeter.  “Use  your  legs,"  says 
Jamroz.  "The  coach  always  (ells  me 
louse  my  legs  and  if  I don't,  the  bull 
will  fall  short.” 

"Don't  look  at  the  ball,  look  u(  (he 
rim,"  Hall  adds.  "Visualize  the  ball 
going  in  and  make  sure  to  follow 
through."  Practice,  practice,  practice, 
both  of  the  girls  say,  you  need  to 
practice  and  keepon  practicing.  With 
u record  like  theirs,  they  should  know 
what  they  arc  talking  ubout.

Henry  Rodriguez  brings  what  the 
Cubs  haven't  had  since  Rafael 
Palmeiro,  a left-handed  powerhitter. 
There  arc  a few  questions  about 
Rodriguez,  though.  How  much  of  a 
difference  will  it  be  playing  in 
Wriglcy,  instead  of  Olympic 
Stadium?  How  significant  is  his  home 
run  drop  off?  In  '96,  he  hit  42  home 
runs,  while  last  year  he  hit  26.

Again,  the  Cubs  have  found  an 
established  stopper  to  replace  the 
long-departed  Randy  Myers.  Beck 
has  been  second  in  the  NL  the  Inst 
two  years  in  saves.  However, 
stoppers  have  a history  of  becoming 
givers  once  they  come  to  the  Cubs. 
Remember  Doug  Jones  and  Mel 
Rojas?  Of  course,  Jones  was  the 
comeback  player  of  the  year  with 
Milwaukee  last  year.

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King  continues  college  baseball  coaching  excellence

Wayne  King  has  been  involved  in 
college  baseball  for  18  years,  and 
there  are  no  signs  of  him  slowing 
down  anytime  soon.  He  arrived  at 
JJC  in  1986  as  an  assistant  football 
coach/equipmcnt  manager  before 
becoming  the  head  baseball  coach 
and  athletic  director. 

King  was  bom  in  Illinois  and  later 
moved  to  California  to  live  for  12 
years.  He  (hen  lived  in  East 
Liverpool,  Ohio  and  attended  high 
school  at  East  Liverpool  High  In 
high  school.  King  was  a three-sport 
athlete  playing  football,  basketball 
and  baseball.  After  high  school,  he 
went  on  to  Ohio  University  where  he 
played  four  years  of  baseball  and 
graduated  with  an  undergraduate  and 
a masters  degree  in  sports  and 
administration. 

In  1 98 1 , King  started  his  coaching 
career  at  Ohio  as  an  assistant  baseball 
coach.  “I  just  basically  walked  into 
the  coaching  job  after  I was  done 
playing  at  2 1 years  old,"  he  said.  He 
coached  at  the  university  for  six  years 
before  moving  on  to  JJC. 


One  of  King's  biggest  moments 
at  JJC  was  in  1994  when  both  the 
men’s  basketball  team  and  the 
baseball  (cam  that  he  coached  and 
won  championships.  “Not  only  was 
that  a big  year  for  us,  but  the  men's 
basketball  team  won  the 
championship  before  we  did,"  he 
said.  In  '94,  King's  baseball  team 
had  a record  of  46- 1 0.  He  pointed  out 
that  when  the  team  came  back  from 
its  spring  trip,  its  record  was  only  4- 
6 After  that  point,  the  team  only  lost 
four  more  games  that  year!  He 
described  that  team  as  being  an 
outstanding  group  of  kids,  with 
games  ending  most  of  the  time  in  the 
third  or  fourth  inning  due  to  run, 
(slaughter),  rules. 

In  late  1995,  King  was  named 
athletic  director,  aposition  he  sought 
and  prepared  for  with  several  periods 
of  servingas  interim  athletic  director, 
when  others  left  the  position.  He 
finally  was  overlooked  no  more  and 
was  ready  to  run  an  athletic 
department  the  way  he  felt  it  should 
be  run.  “With  my  background  and 
degree,  I always  felt  I could  run  a 
department.  I have  goals  and  ideas

that  I feel  could  really  make  the 
department  successful,"  he  said. 

“In  the  three  years  as  A.D.,  we 
really  have  been  cleaning  up  our 
image,"  said  King.  He  believes 
academics  have  to  be  first  among 
^thletes.  “Most  athletes  are  here  for 
academic  reasons,  not  because  of 


their  athletic  performances,”  he  said. 
He  feels  as  a community  college  the 
goal  for  the  athletes  should  be  to  do 
well  in  their  educational  setting.  As 
for  the  coaches,  their  goals  should  be 
to  help  prepare  athletes  to  go  on  after 
they  arc  done  playing  here. 

King  works  two  jobs  on  campus. 
"With  baseball  being  a spring  sport, 
I can  be  accessible  to  the  other 
coaches  until  they  are  finished  with 
theirsports,"  he  said.  All  other  sports 
are  basically  done  by  the  time 
baseball  season  starts  and  then  he 
can  concentrate  on  his  team.  Last 
season,  he  took  over  as  head  football 
coach  and  admitted  it  was  tough  to 
juggle  everything.  Now  that  football 
has  been  stabilized,  he  will  leave  that 
up  to  Matt  Kalb,  the  new  coach. 

King  admitted  that  if  he  were 
passed  over  the  last  lime  as  A.D.,  he 
might  have  left  JJC  to  explore  other 
pastures.  He  had  other  job 
possibilities,  but  turned  them  down 
to  stay  here.  King  always  wanted  to 
be  a Division  I baseball  coach,  but 
feels  now  that  has  passed  him.  He  is 
happy  here  and  wants  to  remain  here 
as  long  as  possible.  One  last  goal  for 


King  is  minor  league  baseball,  but 
that  only  would  be  if  there  was  a 
good  opportunity. 

King  feels  Dr.  Thomas  Gamble, 
president  and  Dr.  Alan  Hardersen, 
vice  president  for  Student  Services, 
have  been  very  supportive  of  the 
Athletic  Department.  King  wants  to 
add  some  sports  for  the  future  and 
said  that  men’s  and  women’s  soccer 
is  a number  one  priority.  Another 
idea  he  has  is  to  bring  back  women’s 
tennis,  but  that  only  can  be  possible 
with  student  support.  "If  anyone  is 
interested  when  seeing  this,  they  can 
come  talk  to  me  or  call  me  to  let  me 
know,"  he  said. 

King  likes  the  way  things  are 
goi  ng  and  also  hopes  to  get  a stadium 
set  up  for  football  on  campus  by 
1999.  In  1999-2000,  King  will  add 
the  '94  championship  teams  in  the 
JJC  Hall  of  Fame. 

One  last  important  note  King 
made  was  that  grade  point  averages 
for  athletes  were  at  a high.  There 
were  14  athletes  who  had  4.0 
averages,  30-35  athletes  had  averages 
3.0  or  belter  and  no  teams  had 
averages  under  2.0.

Kalb  says  his  toughest  job  as  head 
coach  has  been  "recruiting  an 
offensive  line  and  having  one  set  at 
the  beginning  of  the  season,  and  also 
keeping  my  returning  sophomores 
eligible."  \ 

"My  six  redshirt  sophomores  and 
others  have  seen  the  trial  and  errors 
of  a bad  season  and  I hope  the 
experience  and  hard  workouts  in  the 
off-season  bring  them  to  the  top  of 
their  game.” 

Expectation  for  next  season  in 
Kalb's  eyes  has  been  straight 
forward,  to  "win  (the)  conference 
and  hope  the  recruiting  class  can  fill 
the  missing  holes  we  have."

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Cryer  meets  with  faculty  to 
discuss  board’s  decisions

An  easy  way  lo  dismiss  a dispute 
is  to  label  it  as  a mere  difference  of 
opinion.  The  ideas  which  make  up 
ourown  view  of  the  world  arc  usually 
more  serious  than  mere  opinion, 
however;  some  of  our  ideas  have 
lasting  consequences. 

It  became  evident  at  a meeting 
last  month  that  the  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  the  JJC  faculty 
have  twoconflicting  ideas  about  what 
style  of  management  is  best  for  the 
college.  Each  view  leads  the  college 
in  a different  direction.  Each  view 
has  consequences. 

Currently  the  board  policy  states 
that  “...the  primary  function  of  the 
Board  is  to  establish  the  policies  by 
which  the  community  college  is  to 
be  administered,"  and  that  “...the 
administration  of  the  educational 
program  and  the  conduct  of  the 
college  business  shall  be  left  to  the 
employed  President  of  the  college 
and  his  [staff]. ..there  is  a gray  line 
between  policy-making  and  policy- 
implementation  which  should  not  be 
crossed."  But  exactly  what 
limitations  this  sets  on  board 
involvement  in  the  college's  affairs 
has  become  the  major  point  of 
contention. 

The  cuncnt  board  majority  has 
made  it  known  through  word  and 
deed  since  it  waselected  in  November 
that  it  believes  the  best  way  lo  run  the 
college  is  through  day-to-day 
involvement,  even  if  it  means  going 
against  the  recommendations  of  the 
president. 

BoardChairmanDavidCryersaid 
day-to-day  management  doesn't 
mean  being  on  campus  behind  a desk 
from  nine  lo  five,  but  it  does  mean 
more  involvement  than  previous 
boards. 

Cryer  believes  the  community  is 
the  owner  of  the  college  and  the 
board  takes  action  within  that  context. 
He  said,  “We  as  a board  represent  the 
owners  of  the  college.  We  hire  the 
president  to  run  the  college.  If 
something  goes  wrong  we  step  in  " 

The  faculty  disagrees  with  the 
day-to-day  management  style.  The 
faculty  believes  the  president  should 
have  more  latitude  in  governing  the 
college  and  the  board  should  act  as  a 
guide. 

"The  board's  role  is  advisory 
rather  than  day-in  and  day-out 
decision  making.  It  seems  lo  me  that 
it  shouldn't  use  a big  stick.  It  needs 
to  be  persuasive  rather  than 
punishing,”  said  John  Stobart.  who 
is  head  of  the  teachers'  union. 

"As  much  as  possible,  the  board 
needs  to  get  educated  on  what  the 
goals  arc  for  the  college  and  see  if 
they  arc  correct,  and  help  the

administration  achieve  those  goals 
through  the  community  and  the 

Ironically,  the  faculty  endorsed 
Cryer  in  his  attempt  lo  get  reelected 
to  the  board  in  1993,  and  Cryeropenly 
supported  the  faculty  in  1 99 1 during 
a strike.  But  limes  have  changed. 

During  the  meeting,  which  was 
held  February  26  in  D building  and 
lasted  more  than  two  hours,  Stobart 
presented  Cryer  with  the  results  of  a 
survey  that  showed  that  the  majority 
of  faculty  members  believe  the  board 
has  acted  inappropriately  and  should 
allow  the  president  to  deal  with  the 
college’s  daily  operations. 

The  survey,  which  polled  llOoul 
of  a potential  160  faculty  members, 
asked  three  questions  concerning  (he 
Boards  recent  actions  and 
management  style.  One  question, 
asking  faculty  whether  or  not  the 
Board  should  take  an  active  day-to- 
day  role  in  the  operations  of  the 
college,  was  checked  No'  by  98 
percent  of  those  responding  to  the 
survey. 

But  Cryer  was  not  persuaded  and 
said  lo  the  40  faculty  members 
present  at  the  meeting,  “If  I knew 
what  you  knew,  I would  have  voted 
the  same  way  ."  He  did  not  elaborate. 

Since  coming  to  power,  (he  new 
majority  has  voted  to  withdraw  from 
the  ICCTA.  force  one  administrator 
into  early  retirement  and  dismiss 
three  others. 


The  decision  to  withdraw  from 
the  ICCTA  raised  some  eyebrows, 
but  the  dismissals  of  the  three 
administrators  were  the  most 
controversial.  To  some  faculty,  the 
dismissals  were  unjustified  and  to 
others,  they  appeared  to  be  openly 
malevolent. 

"The  behavior  of  the  four  leaders 
is  deplorable.  What  strikes  me  is  that 
they  don't  know  anything.  Gregunch 
has  been  there  only  a few  months 
and  she  cast  a vote  that  if  not  ruined, 
seriously  disrupted  the  careers  of 
people  who  have  been  with  us  for 
years,"  said  faculty  member  Peter 
Neff.  “(The  new  board  majority's] 
actions  appear  lo  be  whimsical  and 
petty  at  best.  At  worst,  the  way  they 
go  about  playing  their  role  is  personal . 
malicious,  spiteful,  vindictive  and 
prejudiced." 

Cryer  said  during  the  meeting  that 
he  understood  the  faculty's  anxiety, 
but  made  no  apology  for  the  board's 
actions.  "I  lake  full  responsibility," 
he  said.  Later  he  said,  "(The 
employee  dismissals  in  February) 
was  in  the  best  interests  of  the  college 
No  question." 

Cryer  said  he  called  the  meeting 
lo  inform  the  faculty  of  what  was 
happening  and  to  "straighten  things 
out  ’He  said  he  felt  he  accomplished 
what  he  set  out  lo  do.  "I  came  out  of 
there  feeling  pretty  good.  I fell 
positive.  Communication  was  kept 
up.  I promised  that,"  he  said  "I  think 
we're  at  a point  now  where  we  can 
move  forward."

New  paths  offered  for 
CIOS  students  in  fall

The  Computer  Information  and 
Office  Systems  Department  is 
preparing  lo  offer  some  new 
certificate  programs  beginning 
next  fall.  A Network  Specialist 
program  and  a Unix.  C++ 
certification  program  will  be 
offered  pending  approvul.  These 
have  become  highly  important 
positions  in  thccomputcr  industry, 
generally  with  an  average  starling 
salary  near  the  S40.000  range.  The 
department  is  also  considering  the 
institution  of  a Microsoft  Office 
"97  certification,  which  may  be 
available  as  soon  as  next  spring. 

In  addition,  some  new  courses 
will  be  offered  next  fall.  Since 
Windows  technology  is  used  in 
many  computers,  courses  in 
Windows  NT  and  Advanced 
WindowsNT  will  beoffered.  Also, 
a course  in  JAVA  programming 
will  beoffered  for  students  since  it 
is  used  in  the  World  Wide  Web. 
Courses  in  Photoshop  and  Adobe 
Illustrator  arc  possible  in  the  future. 

The  growing  number  of  courses 
and  certificate  programs  for 


students  interested  in  computers 
can  be  attributed  to  rapidly 
changing  technology  and  software. 
Ram  Raghuraman,  chair  of  the 
Computer  Information  and  Office 
Systems  Department,  slates  that 
"we  have  the  latest  software  that 
some  of  the  biggest  universities 
don't  have."  Two  computer  labs 
svill  be  upgraded  by  fall  so  that  all 
lubs  at  Mam  Campus  and  Nurth 
Campus  will  be  pcniiuin-buscd. 
These  updates  in  technology  place 
Joliet  Junior  College  as  one  of  the 
most  advanced  computer  schools 
in  the  Chicago  area. 

The  CIOS  Department 
constantly  updates  the  technology 
and  courses  in  order  to  meet  the 
growing  demand  for  computer 
majors.  Currently,  five  different 
certificates  arc  available  for 
students  interested  in  computers, 
in  addition  to  the  A. A.  and  A.S. 
degrees.  Enrollment  in  CIOS 
department  courses  has  increased 
nearly  1 8 percent  this  spring,  most 
likely  because  JJC  offers  some  of 
the  best  and  most  recent  computer 
technology  and  training  for  area 
students.

What  surprised  me  was  the  picture  of 
Abigail  Adams.  I understood  the 
significance  of  the  other  women  on 
the  poster,  but  why  Abigail  Adams, 
I wondered.  I remembered  her  from 
my  history  books  and  could  still  recall 
the  picture  of  her  hanging  laundry  in 
the  East  Room  of  the  White  House. 
Wasn't  her  place  in  history  as  the 
first  First  Lady  to  live  in-the  White 
House?  She  had  to  endure  the 
hardships  of  living  in  a house  still 


underconsumption.  I couldn't  fathom 
how  that  earned  her  a place  on  that 

Confused,  I came  home  and 
looked  her  up  in  the  encyclopedia. 
She  doesn't  have  her  own  listing,  I 
found  her  under  her  husband's  name 
in  a paragraph  about  his  family.  Yes, 
the  article  talked  about  the  laundry 
and  it  said  she  was  well-read  and 
wrote  “lively"  letters  to  her  husband. 

My  curiosity  was  piqued;  I didn't 
think  feminists  would  be  that  careless 
to  choose  to  have  the  first  American 
to  hang  laundry  in  the  Executive 
Mansion  as  a representative  of  a great 
American  Woman.  I wouldn't  let  it 
rest,  I had  to  find  the  truth.  Eventually, 
after  some  searching,  I found  out 
that  in  those  "lively”  letters  Abigail 
was  writing  to  her  husband,  she  was 
trying  toencourage  him  and  the  other 
men  drafting  the  Declaration  of 
Independence  to  include  the  "ladies." 
She  presented  a forceful  argument 
for  women's  independence  and  the 
right  to  vote. 

How  different  our  country  would 
been  had  she  succeeded,  there  would 
have  been  no  need  for  the  I9lh 
Amendment  144  years  later.  I don't 
know  which  is  a greater  travesty,  to 
exclude  women  from  history  or  to 
distort  the  facts  in  order  to  minimize 
and  dismiss  their  accomplishments. 

Women  have  always  made 
contributions  to  society,  but  as  a 
young  girl,  it  was  difficult  to  find 
those  role  models.  Throughout  most 
of  my  childhood  my 'favorite  books-) 
were  biographies  of  women; 
unfortunately  the  only  books 
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available  were  usually  about  women 
married  to  famous  men.  As  I recall, 
other  than  Florence  Nightingale  and 
Clara  Barton,  the  only  other  women 
I read  about  were  married  to 
presidents  or  explorers. 


I don’t  know  which  is  a greater 
travesty,  to  exclude  women  from 
history  or  to  distort  the  facts  in 
order  to  minimize...their 
accomplishments. 


In  my  public  library  I didn't  find 
many  books  about  women  who  were 
famous  for  their  own 
accomplishments,  and  so  I grew  up 
thinking  women  didn't  do  important 
things.  Yet  these  women  exist;  there 
have  always  been  women  who  have 
been  inventors,  doctors,  scientists, 
authors,  painters,  musicians  and 
statespersons.  They  were  relegated 
to  obscurity,  writing  anonymously 
or  under  male  pseudonyms,  unable 
to  register  patents,  and  denied  credit 
and  recognition  for  their 
accomplishments. 

How  docs  this  impact  girls?  Since 
we  lend  to  pattern  our  lives  afier  the 
role  models  in  our  society,  most  girls 
were  probably  a lot  like  me  and  could 
envision  themselves  more  as  the  First 
Lady,  rather  than  the  president.  It 
shouldn't  surprise  anyone  why  girls 
suffered  a greater  loss  of  self  esteem. 
When  the  contributions  of  women 
are  absent  from  our  history  tyc.arc 
not  only  telling  half-truths,  but  more 
dangerously  we  arc  teaching  that 
women  are  not  valued  or  important 
This  impacts  young  boys,  too. 
How  will  boys  learn  to  respect

females  and  treat  them  with  equality 
when  their  text  books  don't.  In  the 
book  by  Myra  and  David  Sadkar, 
Failing  at  Fairness,  they  tell  how 
they  went  into  numerous  classrooms 
across  the  country,  and  gave  the 
students  10  minutes  to  name  20 
famous  males  and  twenty  famous 
females  excluding  sports  and 
entertainment  stars. 

Overwhelmingly,  the  students  had 
no  trouble  coming  up  with  the  names 
of  males,  on  average  almost  4 . 1 over 
the  names  of  females. 

When  gcndcrcquily  in  the  school 
curriculum  is  examined,  there  is  little 
evidence  of  any  progress.  In  Failing 
at  Fairness,  the  Sadkars  report  the 
following  examples  in  a history  text, 
“less  than  3 percent  of  that  history  is 
about  women.  Only  eight  women  in 
these  thousand  pages  have  as  many 
as  twenty-five  lines  written  about 
them..."  The  Sadkars  found  that  the 
science  and  literature  books  were  no 
better:  "Not  one  of  the  five  science 
books  analyzed  included  a drawing 
of  a female  scientist"  and  "the  Norton 
Anthology  of  English  Literature 
devotes  less  than  15  percent  of  its 
pages  to  the  works  of  women." 

In  my  experience  at  JJC.  I have 
found  that  women  arc  conspicuously 
absent  from  the  cuniculum.  In  my 
history  class  this  semester,  we  have 
to  know  106  terms  for  this  unit,  and 
only  2 out  of  the  106  pertain  to 
women.  Women's  History  Month 
was  discussed  in  only  one  class 
during  the  two  years,  I've  been  a 
student  here.  In  order  to  supplement 
my  education,  I bought  the  book 
American  Woman 's  History  to  read 
along  with  the  required  text. 

I am  concerned  because  it  doesn't 


appear  that  a lot  of  progress  has  been 
made.  And,  therefore,  in  1998,  we 
need  not  only  a Women's  History 
Month,  but  we  need  to  commemorate 
it  by  incorporating  women's 
contributions  into  all  our  classes  and 
in  all  areas  of  our  curriculum.  I am 
supplementing  my  education  with 
knowledge  and  reflection,  because  I 
don't  ever  want  to  underestimate  my 
self  worth,  miss  anothcropportunity, 
or  not  realize  my  potential  again. 

All  too  frequently  I sec  young 
women  whose  self  esteem  is 
undermined,  I believe,  as  a direct 
result  of  this  invisibility  and  I don't 
want  that  for  my  daughters  and  the 
other  young  women  in  this  world.  1 
regret  that  I didn't  know  this  when 
my  daughters  were  young;  the  time 
and  opportunity  to  influence  them 
and  be  a role  model  has  passed  by  I 
hope  they  will  empower  themselves 
by  taking  pride  in  being  female  and 
will  find  the  strength  they  will  need 
to  succeed.  I know  it  won't  be  an 
easy  task  in  aculturc  where  the  talents 
and  roles  of  women  urc  diminished. 


...commemorate  (Women’s 
History  Month)  by  incorporating 
women’s  contributions  into  all 
our  classes  and  in  all  areas  of  our 
curriculum. 


Until  this  becomes  an  equitable 
world,  find  a mentor;  look  to  your 
mothers,  grandmothers,  older  sisters, 
and  teachers  for  strength  and 
guidance.  Until  herstory  becomes 
common  knowledge,  teach  yourself, 
teach  our  daughters,  that  it  is 
important  and  worthwhile  to  be  a 
woman.

With  more  than  half  of  the  spring 
semester  over,  students  arc  beginning 
to  plan  for  the  fall  semester.  For 
many,  the  first  step  toward  preparing 
for  another  semester  involves  finding 
some  money.  Some  students  receive 
aid  from  the  federal  government, 
some  from  the  state,  and  others  for 
their  schools-eilhcr  high  schools  or 
college.  Joliet  Junior  College  offers 
many  scholarships  and  opportunities 
for  students  to  finance  their 
education. 

Although  JJC  requires  now  that 
every  student  applying  for  financial 
aid  fill  out  the  Free  Application  for 
Federal  Student  Aid  (FAFSA).  a 
student's  financial  status  docs  not 
necessarily  make  them  more  or  less 
eligible  for  awards. 

Some  students  worry  that  they  or 
their  parents  make  too  much  money 
to  qualify  for  financial  aid.  Jeff 
Johnson,  a student  employee  of  the 
Financial  Aid  Office,  states  that  a 
lack  of  financial  need  "doesn't 
necessarily  mean  [students]  arc  not 
eligible  for  a scholarship."  Grade 
point  averages  and,  in  some  cases, 
majors  are  some  of  the  factors  which 
are  considered  when  awarding 
scholarships.  About  half  of  the 
scholarships  offered  through  the 
school  are  need-based  and  about  half 
are  based  on  other  factors. 

Johnson  also  confirms  that  "you 
don't  have  to  be  smart;  there  are 
scholarships  for  everybody."  Often 
students  will  not  apply  because  they 
think  they  arc  not  smart  enough,  not 
financially  suitable,  or  they  worry 
about  competing  with  a large  number 
of  other  students. 

At  this  point,  applications  have 
only  been  submitted  for  about  half  of 
the  available  scholarships,  which 
total  about  I SO.  Students  who  plan  to 
apply  for  a scholarship  should  begin 
soon,  as  the  due  date  for  many 
scholarships  is  April  I. 

Scholarship  recipients  are  mostly

Committee,  which  is  a group  of 
administrators,  faculty,  and  staff. 
Some  of  the  privately  funded 
scholarships  are  determined  by  the 
donor.  Billie  Simpson,  a financial 
aid  specialist,  clarifies  that  the 
committee  “evaluates  the  scholarship 
criteria,  the  students'  transcripts,  and 
takes  into  consideration  other  factors 
before  making  a selection."  Some  of 
the  scholarships  have  specific 
guidelines  which  must  be  met,  such 
as  majors,  grade  levels,  and  credit 

A large  amount  of  informajion 
about  financial  aid  is  available  to 
students  in  addition  to  the 
“Scholarships  and  Awards"  book 
released  by  JJC,  in  places  like  the 
Internet,  or  libraries. 

Jennifer  Kloberdanz,  director  of 
Financial  Aid,  reminds  students  who 
arc  transferring  to  "check  the  college 
where  they  are  transferring”  in 
addition  to  the  JJC  Financial  Aid 
Office  in  order  to  determine  the  forms 
of  financial  aid  which  they  may  be 
eligible  to  receive. 

The  Financial  Aid  Office  is  open 
from  7:30  a.m.  to  7:30  p.m.  on 
Monday  through  Thursday , and  from 
7:30  a.m.  to  4:30  p.m.  on  Fridays.

Student  trustee 
election  has  sole 
candidate

March  25  and  26  students  will  be 
able  to  cast  their  vote  for  one 
candidate  running  for  the  office  of 
Student  Trustee  on  the  College  Board 
of  Trustees. 

Rhonda  Carlson,  a non-tradilional 
student  and  graduate  of  JolictCcntral, 
is  running  unopposed  for  the  position 
of  Student  Trustee  this  year. 

Students  will  be  able  to  cast  their 
votes  directly  cither  at  Main  Campus 
on  the  main  concourse  in  F building, 
or  at  North  Campus  in  Romeovillc. 
Satellite  center  sites  will  have  ballots 
mailed  to  them.  Results  will  be  posted 
on  Friday,  March  27. 

Election  procedures  will  be 
overseen  by  the  Office  of  Student 
Services  and  Activities  and  an 
election  committee,  which  will  be 
made  up  of  Director  of  Student 
Services  and  Activities  Panic  Fine; 
President  of  the  JJC  Student  Alliance 
Niccolc  Isscrl;  student  alliance 
member,  Angie  Lockwood,  and 
Collegiate  Club  Council  President 
Karen  Olvera. 

The  election  committee  will  count 
ballots  and  validate  the  election 
results.  Once  the  results  arc  in  and 
verified,  the  committee  will  hand 
them  over  to  the  director  of  OSSA, 
who  will  then  inform  the  president 
and  the  JJC  Board  of  Trustees. 

To  qualify  for  the  position, 
candidates  must  have  earned  a 
minimum  of  nine  college  credit  hours 


at  JJC.  currently  be  enrolled  in  at 
least  six  credit  hours  and  be  in  good 
academic  standing. 

Eligible  students  must  declare 
their  candidacy  and  file  a petition 
with  at  least  50  student  signatures 
20-30  days  prior  to  the  election 
deadline. 

Once  a student  is  elected,  the 
person  will  have  many 
responsibilities  including:  attending 
all  monthly  board  meetings, 
becoming  an  expert  on  college  life, 
contributing  to  an  annual  fund, 
inquiring  into  board  actions  and 
participating  in  college  activities. 

In  addition  to  these 
responsibilities,  the  trustee  willalso 
have  all  the  privileges  of  a board 
member,  power  to  make  an  second 
motions  and  access  to  executive 
sessions.  Although  proposals  have 
been  made  in  Springfield,  a student 
trustee  is  still  not  allowed  to  cast  a 
binding  vote. 

In  a contested  election,  a lottery 
would  be  used  to  determine  the 
winner,  according  to  student  trustee 
election  information  obtained  from 
student  services  office.

Admired  counselor  retires  after  devoted  service

Wilh  ihe  new  semester  Finally 
getting  back  into  full  swing,  this 
means  for  many  lhalcommcnccment 
is  right  around  the  corner.  That  means 
making  sure  they  have  all  of  their 
classes  necessary  for  graduation 
already  completed. 

But  even  many  first-year  students 
now  take  the  lime  to  fully  plan  out 
their  academic  future  in  preparation 
tocilhcrcam  a degree  in  the  following 
semesters  or  to  transfer  to  another 
college. A 

In  any  case,  a vast  majority  of 
these  students  go  to  the  Counseling 
Office. 

There  awaits  a team  of  15  full- 
time and  part-time  counselors,  each 
of  them  prepared  to  help  the  student 
with  any  questions,  anything  from 
enrollment/graduation  requirements 
to  what  class  to  take  next.  And  one  of 
the  most  widely  consulted  of  these 
individuals  is  Tom  Mack. 

Although  many  people  may  not 
know  what  he  does.  Mack  and  the 
other  counselors  play  an  essential 
role  in  the  development  of  the 
students.  And  although  not  everyone 
knows  who  Tom  is,  those  who  do  — 
students  and  faculty  alike — respect 
him  and  value  his  advice. 

, In  fact,  some  of  the  most 
commonly  overheard  questions  in 
the  Counseling  Office  arc  some  like 
"Is  Tom  in  today?"  or  "Is  Mr.  Mack 
in  his  office?" 

But  why  do  people  take  to  him  so 
much?  Because  both  students  and 


peers  regard  him  as  one  of  the  best  in 
his  line  of  work.  Students  often  enter 
his  office  with  uncertainty  in  their 
faces  and  a concern  on  their  minds 
— and  they  leave  with  confidence 
and  resolution  in  their  places. 

'Tom's  a very  loyal  person  to 
whatever  land  whoever]  he's 


Johnson,  a friend  and  fellow 
counselor.  "He  has  a sincere  desire 
to  help  students." 

"Tom  cares  a lot  about  his 
students,"  says  Lynn  Douglass- 
McGcc,  the  Counseling  Office's 
evening  secretary. 

But  Tom  isn't  all  about  work. 
He's  well-known  for  his  humor  and 


jokes  in  the  office,  often  eliciting 
smiles  and  snickers  from  even  the 
most  hardened  of  people.  Through 
his  wit,  students  find  themselves  in  a 
much-lightened  atmosphere;  the 
monotony  of  silting  in  theCounscling 
Office,  waiting  to  speak  to  a 
counselor,  broken. 

"He  likes  to  joke  around  [and] 
he's  got  a good  heart,"  McGee  adds. 

‘Tom’s  really  down  to  earth. ..he 
always  tells  you  the  truth,"  says 
Shannon  Mannix.  a sophomore  here 
at  Juco.  "He's  funny,  just  like  one  of 

But  being  funny  and  even 
knowing  all  the  academic 
background  of  a student  is  not  all  it 
takes  to  be  a successful  or  helpful 
counselor.  It  requires  honesty,  that 
being  perhaps  the  biggest  thing  that 
students  expect  when  speaking  to  a 
counselor.  And  Tom  does  just  that. 

"I'm  not  professional.  I'm 
honest,"  he  remarks,  knowing  how 
sometimes  that  mere  facts  and 
numbers  alone  can  misguide  a 
student. 

When  asked  why  he  chose  to 
become  a counselor,  he  replied  that 
he  believed  that  many  counselors 
today  could  not  relate  to  (heir 
students.  “Sometimes  [we]  forget  that 
we're  here  to  provide  a service  — 
and  that's  education,"  says  Tom. 
"And  an  important  part  of  that  is  the 
student." 

Tom  works  every  day  of  the  week 
alongside  his  fellow  counselors,  often 
coming  into  the  Fitness  Center  as 
early  as  5:30  in  the  morning  — even 


then  being  usked  questions  by 
students  — and  staying  in  his  office 
until  3 p.m.  As  with  all  the  counselors 
here,  Tom's  schedule  often  revolves 
around  the  students.  His  primary 
responsibility  is  to  assist  the  student 

— enrolled  and  prospective  — 
ranging  in  tasks  from  course 
descriptions  to  degree  information 
and  requirements,  among  other 
options. 

But  what  Tom  says  that  he  tries  to 
do  most  is  to  "broaden  students’ 
horizons  to  other  programs." 

“Too  often  students  take  classes 
for  [their]  parents,"  Tom  stales. 
"People  don't  [always)  luke  lime  to 
explore  what  they  want  only  for 
money.  Life's  too  short  to  wake  up 
complaining  — reach  for  a career  to 
be  hnppy  ." 

Unfortunately,  this  spring 
semester  marks  the  end  of  Tom's 
career  here  at  JJC.  Those  who  know 
him  will  miss  him,  knowing  they  are 
losing  a highly  valued  member  of  the 
counseling  department 

"You  don't  have  to  be  smart  to  go 
to  college.  All  college  is  is  u degree 
in  perseverance,"  lie  says  Spcuking 
from  personal  experience,  Torn  never 
received  his  high  school  diploma, 
but  rather  earned  his  GED.  But  that 
neither  stopped  nor  slowed  him  He 
went  on  to  acquire  his  master'  sdegrec 
and  is  now  being  paid  fordoing  a job 
that  he  enjoys  und  finds  extremely 
rewarding. 

"What  validates  this  job,"  Tom 
says,  "is  to  know  that  you've  helped 

- maybe  not  much,  but  some  "

Locaicd  in  an  office  wilhin  the 
Academic  Skills  Cenier,  ihe  Skills 
Enhanccmcm  Learning  Lah  is  a free 
computerized  tutoring  program 
available  to  all  enrolled  Joliet  Junior 
College  students. 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  lab  is 
to  focus  on  improvement  of  basic 
math,  reading,  writing,  typing,  and 
spelling  skills.  With  a focus  on  the 
theme  "Sell  yourself,"  students  are 
encouraged  to  improve  upon  their 
skills  in  the  base  areas  of  each 
discipline.  With  a strong  background 
in  thccourscs  required  forgraduation, 
students  can  improve  their  grades, 
making  them  more  marketable  to 
possible  employers  or  future 
colleges. 

The  Skills  Enhancement  Learning 


Lab  is  not  restricted  to  students  in 
developmental  classes.  Any  student 
who  wishes  to  improve  his  or  her 
background  knowledge  in  the 
available  subjects  is  welcome  in  the 
lab.  Laurie  Bierman,  Basic  Skills 
Specialist,  states  that  one  benefit  of 
the  lab  is  the  reduction  in  homework 
lime  which  many  visitors  of  the  lab 
experience.  She  believes  that  many 
students  'put  in  a little  extra  time 
here,  so  they  won't  put  in  extra  lime 
somewhere  else."  The  lab  is  also 
able  to  provide  students  with 
information  about  what  some  courses 
involve  before  tficy  register  for  these 
classes,  so  that  they  arc  placed  at  the 
appropriate  level. 

Although  the  lab  is  open  during 
the  regular  hours  of  the  Academic 
Skills  Center,  Bierman  is  present  to 
help  students  in  the  mornings  on 


Monday  from  8 a.m.  to  10:30  a.m., 
and  on  Tuesday.  Wednesday  and 
Friday  from  8 a.m.  to  1 1 :30  a.m. 
Also,  students  may  come  in  the 
afternoon  on  Wednesday  from  2:30 
p.m.  to  5:30  p.m.  or  on  Thursday 
from  I p.m.  to  5 p.m.

City  Center  boasts 
new  improvements

Many  Main  Campus  students 
rarely,  if  ever,  visit  the  City  Center 
campus,  but  the  few  who  do  might  be 
interested  in  improvements  that  have 
been  made 

City  Center,  which  actually 
consists  of  two  buildings,  the  high 
rise  and  the  Renaissance  Center, 
houses  fewer  classrooms  than  Main 
Campus,  but  is  possibly  just  as  busy. 
Built  in  1924,  it  underwent  very  few 
upgrades  over  the  years. 

According  to  Dow  Smith,  director 
of  Physical  Plant,  the  City  Center 
was  in  dire  need  of  improvements 
because  of  code  compliances  and  for 
safety  reasons.  “We  believe  these 
changes  will  improve  the 
comfortability  and  the  look  of  City 
Center,"  he  said. 

The  campus  board  has  approved  a 
new  heating  and  cooling  system  for 
City  Center  and  also  an  electrical 
renovation  to  go  along  with  it.  The 
roof  of  the  high  rise  building  will  be 
replaced,  getting  rid  of  many  leaks. 

Along  with  some  safely 
improvements  will  also  come  many 
aesthetic  changes.  The  front  lobby 
and  service  counter  will  undergo 
renovations,  along  with  the  ballroom. 
This  will  include  a new  sound  and 
video  projection  system.  Also,  the 
Amerificd  Room  will  be  repainted 
and  a small  dance  floor  will  be  put  in, 
A |.new  filing  roojn  and  meeting 
atrium  have  already  been  installed. 

With  only  fourcustodial  workers, 
thrCity  Center  is  beginning  to  look 
much  niccrsince  November  of  1997. 
Sergio  Pdramo,  custodial  lead  for 
the  campus,  has  been  working  with 
Ida  King,  Kim  Krofta  and  Gumaro 
Paramo.  He  says  in  one  section  they 


pulled  up  the  carpet  and  floorboards 
to  find  a gorgeous  brick  floor,  which 
they  refurnished. 

P.lramo  is  proud  of  the  work  of 
his  staff.  "My  guys  work  really  hard 
to  make  sure  [the  building]  is  clean, 
useful,  and  presentable,"  he  boasts. 
They've  laid  carpets  and  mats  and 
refinished  the  bathrooms,  which  were 
in  much  need  of  repair.  This  has 
enhanced  the  look  of  City  Center  and 
according  to  Pdramo,  "There's  a lot 
more  business  than  before.  Everyone  • 
is  happy  at  City  Center  because  there 
is  a higher  number  of  reservations 
for  banquets  and  meetings."

Sonic  Youth  has  a very  hard-to- 
dcfinc  sound,  mixed  with  an  even 
harder-to-resist  quality.  Although 
they  are  a vocally  inclined  band,  the 
Crazy  Eye  12"  record  is  mostly  noise 
and  distortion;  loosely  rhythm- 
orientated.  Kim  Gordon,  vocalist  and 
bass  guitarist,  does  some  slurring 
and  moaning  in  the  heart  of  "Stil," 
but  this  record  is  for  the  hard  core 
Sonic  Youth  fan  who  prefers  the 
exaggerated  and  run-on  noise 
distortion  which  Sonic  Youth  is  well 
known  for. 

Crazy  Eye  appears  to  be  an  import 
from  Jupiter  with  song  titles  like, 
“Slaapkamcrs  Met  Slagroom”  and 
“Hcrinncringcn."  Listeners  can't  be 
picky  when  it  comes  to  purchasing 
merchandise  of  their  favorite  band, 
of  course.  If  the  Spice  Girls  released 
a Japanese  version  of  "Wannabe." 
it'd  sell  out  in  seconds,  hence  my 
point.  Crazy  Eye  is  indeed  rare  and 
like  all  Sonic  Youth  releases, 
mysterious  in  all  aspects.  Sonic 
Youth  is  an  early  alternative  80s 
band  who  never  had  nor  wanted 
critical  attention  from  the  industry. 
Bands  such  as  this  don't  have  to  play 
by  the  rules,  which  is  nice  because  it 
allows  experimentation  like  Crazy 
Eye,  for  example. 

It's  not  easy  explaining  Sonic 
Youth  to  listeners  who  have  never 
heard  the  band.  Their  track  record  is 
almost  hard  to  uncover  because  for 
15  years  or  so  they  have  been  doing 
basically  the  same  type  of  thing. 
Crazy  Eye,  which  was  released  in 
'97,  is  yet  another  mystery.  It  seems 
for  every  album  they've  released, 
there  are  10  EP's,  singles,  bootlegs, 
and  imports  floating  around  out  there 
which  only  a given  few  have 
Sometimes  I wondcrif  the  bandeven 
owns  all  of  its  released  material. 

Crazy  Eye  is  a wild  listening 
experience  manufactured  by  those 
who  know  wild  best.  Although  Crazy 
Eye  may  be  a rare  find,  look  into 
Sonic  Youthanyway  There's  plenty 
of  noise  to  go  around

“The  fifth 
starter  hasn't  been  looked  at  that 
closely  yet,  but  the  two  guys  that  arc 
up  for  it  are  Jake  Lambrosc  and  Nick 
Morris."  Bebar  said.  Morris  may  have 
more  of  an  edge  since  he  is  only  one 
of  two  lefties  on  the  staff.  The  rest  of 
ihe  bullpen  is  composed  of  Dan 
Markham,  Dan  Larson.  Kevin 
Miscnbuch  (he's  the  other  lefty ),  and 
stopper  Scott  Lucht. 

"Hitting  is  an  area  we  need  to 
improve  upon  right  now.”  Bcbar 
responded  when  asked  about  team 
weakness.

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Local  players  instrumental  in  ‘Cinderella  season’

After  posting  a 1-1 1 record  al  the 
beginning  of  ihc  season,  ihe  men's 
basketball  team  had  to  climb  a 
mountain  in  order  to  get  respect. 
That  they  did,  finishing  third  at  the 
National  tournament  in  Delhi.  New 
York  on  March  7.  Head  coach  Joe 
Kuhn  in  his  first  season,  felt  the  team 
rebounded  after  Christmas. 

"We  brought  the  (cam  back  early 
from  ihe  break  and  went  through 
some  things  as  a staff  to  improve  our 
ballclub  and  try  to  turn  it  around  and 
salvage  our  season,"  said  Kuhn.  He 
also  said  that  they  simplified  things 
and  made  a concentrated  effort  to 
improve  the  defense. 

Kuhn  felt  early  in  the  second  half 
of  Ihc  season  that  you  could  see  there 
was  a big  improvement.  "There  were 
a few  games  here  and  there  where  we 
struggled,  but  there  were  things  that 
were  shining  through."  said  Kuhn. 
In  the  last  10-12  games  Kuhn  said 
everything  clicked  and  the  team  got 
going  on  a little  run.  As  a result, 
Kuhn  felt  that  he  got  the  players  their 
confidence  and  stressed  that 
confidence  is  really  important  in  this 
game. 

Freshman  Mike  Ellis  out  of 
Indiana  also  shared  his  thoughts  on 
ihc  year.  “In  the  beginning  of  the 
season  we  were  all  trying  to  show  as 
individuals  what  we  could  do.  but 
towards  the  end  we  began  playing 
like  a team,  feeling  like  a team  and 
began  winning." 

Three  main  players  were  missing 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  but 
midway  through  the  team  got  them 
back.  Sophomores  Dwayne  Edmon 
of  Joliet  Township  High  School,  Eric 
Walton,  alsoof  Joliet  Township  High 


School,  and  Jack  Howard  of  Joliet 
Ridgewood  Baptist  Academy 
returned  to  give  a big  spark.  “Dwayne 
and  Jack,  along  with  Eric  Walton 
were  a tremendous  lift  for  the 
ballclub."  said  Kuhn. 

Assistant  coach  John  Jones,  in  his 
second  stint  at  JJC,  felt  if  those  three 
would  have  started  the  year,  the  1-11 
record  would  have  been  different. 
Jones  said  Sophomore  Ryan  White 
was  the  only  true  point  guard  in  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  He  said 
White's  ability  to  run  the  team  was 
outstanding.  "It's  like  putting 
Michael  Jordan  on  the  floor  by 
himself  and  then  bringing  in  Pippen 
and  Kukoc.  It  changes  the  whole 
complex,"  said  Jones.  Jones  feels 


White  has  become  a stronger  point 
guard  with  the  return  of  the  three 
players. 

Jones  felt  the  team  was  one  of  the 
top  shooting  teams  and  said  a big  key 
in  the  year  was  that  the  team  picked 
up  it's  defense  after  Kuhn  brought  it 
back.  Also  he  said  that  Kuhn  told  the 
team  that  they  will  be  in  the  playoffs 
and  have  a shot  at  the  Nationals.  He 
told  them,  "Don’t  give  up, don  (give 
it  up." 

In  the  first  game  of  the  playoffs. 
JJC  played  the  College  of  DuPage 
and  was  down  17  points  at  the  half 
with  a score  of  40-23.  Jones  said  the 
players  came  back,  loosened  up,  shot 
well,  played  great  defense  and  won. 
In  Ihc  next  game,  JJC  played  and 


defeated  Rock  Valley  to  get  to  the 
District  II  championship  to  face  the 
Kentucky  champ.  They  won  the 
District  II  game  in  overtime  on  a 
game  winning  shot  by  Dwayne 
Edmon  that  brought  fans  to  a roar 
Mike  Ellis  described  the  place  which 
had  a standing  room  only  crowd  as 
being  wild  afterwards.  This  win 
qualified  them  to  go  to  New  York  to 
play  in  the  Nationals. 

The  first  game  at  the  Nationals, 
was  against  the  defending  National 
champions  from  Texas,  which  JJC 
defeated  by  eight  points.  Kuhn  said 
at  the  beginning  of  this  game  that  the 
other  team  jumped  out  with  a 7-0 
lead.  He  said  that  his  team  faced  so 
much  adversity  up  until  this  point, 


they  didn't  worry.  The  players  hung 
in  there  and  Kuhn  said  With  his  team’s 
shooting  ability  that  7-0  wasn’t  much 
of  a lead.  They  went  on  to  win  and 
Kuhn  said  from  that  point  on  the 
team's  confidence  level  was  very 
high  for  the  rest  of  the  tournament. 
"Adversity  breaks  some  men,  but 
causes  others  to  do  great  things." 
Kuhn  told  his  team. 

The  next  night  after  beating  the 
champs,  JJC  had  to  face  the  number 
one  ranked  team  in  the  country, 
Monroe  College  out  of  the  Bronx. 
New  York.  Kuhn  and  Jones  both 
said  this  team  was  bigger,  stronger, 
more  athletic  than  JJC's  team.  The 
only  thing  JJC  had  going  was  it  had 
been  playing  the  best  possible 
defense  and  was  shooting  good.  JJC 
was  up  40-29  after  the  first  half 
holding  the  number  one  team  to  only 
29  points.  JJC  came  out  in  the  second 
half  and  got  spread  out  on  defense. 
Monroe's  talent  took  over  and  had 
nine  put  back  baskets  on  JJC's  inside 
game.  JJC  led  with  3.2  seconds  . but 
lost  by  an  inbound  pass  which 
resulted  in  an  uncontcstcd  lay-up. 

After  the  loss,  JJC  had  to  come 
back  the  next  night  and  face  (he 
number  two  team  in  the  country. 
They  were  a home  town  team  that 
was  only  a hal  f hour  away  from  where 
the  tournament  was  held.  That  game 
was  tight  until  five  to  six  minutes  to 
go  until  JJC  went  on  to  win  by  nine 
points.  This  was  the  end,  and  JJC 
finished  third  overall  in  the  nation. 
"The  team  played  well  and  really 
represented  our  school  well,  said 
Kuhn.  Kuhn  and  Jones  said  that  all 
five  of  his  sophomores  players,  which 
were  mostly  local  talent,  will  go  on 
to  play  somewhere  else  next  year.

Each  match  pilled  two  teams 
of  four  panelists  against  each  other 
in  a fast-paced  race  to  respond  to  a 
moderator's  questions.  New  team 
members  could  be  substituted  at  the 
beginning  of  every  new  match,  but 
no  substitutions  took  place. 


JJC  College  Bowl  team 
defeats  Prairie  State 
and  Moraine  Valley  to 
win  regional 
championship 


All  four  panelists  from  each 
school  had  three  seconds  to  buzz  in 
without  conferring  with  other  team 
members  when  a toss-up  question 
wonh  10  points  was  asked  by  Ihc 
moderator,  Ray  Lehncr  from 
Moraine  Valley.  If  the  team  member 
answered  correctly,  abonusquestion 
worth  between  20  to  40  points  was 
given  to  the  team. 

All  team  members  could  confer 
for  bonus  questions  as  long  as  an 
answer  was  provided  after  five 
seconds.

In  the  year  2001,  if  all  goes  well, 
JJC  is  scheduled  to  celebrate  its  1 00- 
ycar  anniversary.  It  will  be  a 
celebration  to  remember  the 
accomplishments  of  the  past,  a time 
to  reaffirm  the  college's  mission  to 
provide  a relevant  and  affordable 
education  and  a chance  to  look 
forward  to  another  century  of 
providing  opportunity  for  students 
of  all  ages  and  backgrounds. 

If  all  goes  well. 

Everyone  is  probably  tired  of 
hearing  about  the  movie  Titanic,  but 
I couldn't  resist  drawing  some 
parallels  from  the  film  in  order  to 
demonstrate  the  need  for  the  college 
and  the  Board  of  Trustees  toconsidcr 
what  is  ahead  and  make  changes 
now  before  it's  too  late. 

JJC  set  sail  in  1901  and  has  since 
established  itself  as  the  oldest 
community  college  in  the  nation.  Its 
founders  were  Superintendent  of 
Joliet  Township  High  School  J. 
Stanley  Brown  and  thcn-Prcsidcni 
of  the  University  of  Chicago  William 
Rainey  Harper 

They  wanted  the  college  to 
provide  students  with  the  same  first 
two  years  of  education  as  a four-year 
institution  without  requiring  them  to 
leave  their  community.  Tuition  was 
free  and  initial  enrollment  was  six 
students. 

Over  the  years,  JJC  has  slowly 
built  up  steam  by  increasing 
enrollment,  receiving  accreditation, 
diversifying  programs,  constructing 
a permanent  campus,  connecting  to

I-80and  adding  newbuildings.  Today 
it  serves  a large  and  growing  school 
district,  enrolls  more  than  10,000 
students,  occupies  three  campuses, 
employs  hundreds  of  people  and 
provides  students  with  a variety  of 
vocational,  academic  and  sports 
programs. 

We  arc  progressing  full  speed 
ahead  and  will  make  the  2 1st  century 
in  record  lime  to  cheering  crowds 
and  attentive  media.  Those  on  board 
will  be  a part  of  history. 

At  least  that  was  the  hope  until 
several  administrators  were  tossed 
overboard  and  the  president’s 
credibility  was  attacked  by 
allegations  that  he  improperly  used 
JJC  employees  to  work  on  his  house 
Although  the  Will  County  state’s 
attorney ' s office  has  determined  that 
President  Thomas  Gamble  did 
nothing  improper.  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  David  Cryer  has 
indicated  (hat  he  will  not  let  the  issue 

After  reading  the  recent 
newspaper  headline,  I couldn't  help 
but  sec  the  same  thing  as  the 
watchman  in  the  crow's  nest  of  the 
Titanic,  an  iceberg,  and  it's  right 
ahead.  But  we  can  avoid  hilling  it  if 
the  members  of  the  board  start 
working  together  to  make  sure 
students  receive  the  best  education 
possible  instead  of  attacking  the 
administrators  and  each  other  in  the 
local  media.  Everyone  should  pull 


together  so  JJC  can  arrive  at  the 
upcoming  centennial  celebration 
with  its  reputation  for  providing  a 
quality  education  intact. 

The  best  case  scenario  for  JJC  is 
that  the  faculty,  students,  employees 
and  administrators  don't  panic,  and 
the  ship  steers  clear  of  danger  with 
only  a minor  scrape.  Everything 
hinges  on  the  will  of  the  passengers 
and  the  crew  to  hold  their  positions 
until  order  is  restored  at  the  helm. 

The  worst  cose  scenario  is  that  the 
captain  heads  for  a lifeboat,  everyone 
panics  and  the  ship  careens  into  the 
iceberg,  gouging  holes  all  along  the 
bottom  and  sinking  historic  JJC. 

My  hope  is  (hat  the  current  crisis 
will  help  lay  a stronger  foundation 
for  the  college  by  making  everyone 
aware  of  the  importance  of  pulling 
together  in  the  same  direction.

Those  who  have  college 
transcripts  arc  asked  to  bring  copies, 
as  the  representatives  may  be  able  to 
advise  them  about  transferring  the 
courses.  JJC  students  can  print 
academic  summaries  from  the  kiosks 
for  this  purpose. 

Also,  the  representatives  will  have 
information  about  the  application  and 
registration  processes. 

This  is  the  first  year  that  JJC  has 
arranged  a college  fair  especially  for 
adult  students,  although  schools  such 
as  College  of  DuPagc  host  an 
extremely  popular  fair  each  year.  If 
successful,  this  college  fair  may 
become  an  annual  service  for  the 
community.

JJC  Madrigals  perform  to  raise  scholarship  funds

Sometime  during  Christmas  break 
someone  entered  El 002  and  cut  off 
the  power  to  a fish  tank  containing 
the  Biology  Department's  goldfish. 

Lab  assistant  Jennifer  Manion, 
who  was  in  charge  of  taking  care  of 
the  goldfish  during  the  break,  was 
the  first  to  discover  the  aquatic 
tragedy — she  suspects  foul  play.  "It 
was  done  on  purpose,"  she  said. 

Only  a select  group  of  people 
have  access  to  the  biology  classroom, 
but  Manion  said  she  has  no  idea  who 
perpetrated  the  incident.  No  students 
have  come  foward. 

According  to  Manion,  she  came 
in  during  break  to  feed  the  12-inch 
fish  and  found  the  support  system  to 
the  tank,  which  holds  55  gallons  of 
fresh  water,  unplugged. 

Without  light,  air,  or  proper 
filtration,  the  goldfish  succumbed  to 
the  elements. 

Lab  technician  Virginia  Piekarski 
said  the  probable  cause  of  death  was 
an  excessive  build-up  of  oxygen- 
depleting  ammonia  and  nitrites, 
which  rise  out  of  fish  waste  and 
decaying  food.  Normally,  when  the 
filter  is  working,  these  byproducts 
are  kept  at  safe  levels. 

Piekarski  also  noted  that  incidents 
of  aquarium  support  systems  being 


turned  off  have  occurred  in  the  past. 
“Sometimes  it  happens  by  accident," 
she  said.  When  asked  if  she  thought 
the  goldfish  death  may  have  been 


deliberate,  she  responded,  "It  could 
have,  I guess." 

Custodians  in  charge  of  the  area 
expressly  avoid  unplugging  anything 


while  cleaning,  according  to  Linda 
Pollock, custodian  superintendent^ 
suspects  have  been  questioned.  At 
the  time  of  the  incident,  Campus 


Police  was  not  notified,  and  no 
investigation  has  been  conducted.  If 
anyone  has  any  information  or  saw 
any  thing  suspicious  during  the  break, 
they  should  notify  Campus  Police 
immediately. 

The  goldfish,  which  didn't  have 
an  official  name  but  was  dubbed 
Ralph  the  Fish  by  the  Blazer  staff, 
was  brought  to  JJC  about  five  years 
ago  and  originally  was  rather  small. 
The  Biology  Department  used  the 
fish  to  conduct  carbon/water  lab  tests 
and  to  pul  on  display. 

According  to  the  Encyclopedia 
Britannica,  its  scientific  name  is 
Carassius  auratus,  and  it  is  related  to 
the  carp  family.  In  addition,  it  is 
considered  to  be  omnivorous  and 
may  live  up  to  25  years,  although 
shorter  life  spans  arc  more  common. 
Goldfish  were  domesticated  by  the 
Chinese  around  1000  A. D. 

"(The  goldfish]  was  a classic 
though.  There  were  quite  a few 
people  who  gave  him  attention,"  said 
Piekarski.  "A  lot  of  people  have  been 
asking  about  the  fish.. .the  kids 
thought  he  was  great.” 

Since  the  goldfish  died,  he  has 
been  replaced  by  a smaller  species 
called  a plccostomus.  which  is 
spotted  brown  and  has  a large  sucker 
for  a mouth.

Reserve  provides  habitat

It  is  becoming  more  (lifflcullcvcry 
day  to  find  a place  in  this  area  that 
has  never  undergone  construction  or 
some  type  of  new  development 
project.  With  all  the  development 
that  has  taken  place  in  our  state,  less 
than  I percent  of  Illinois'  original 
landscape  remains  undisturbed. 

Since  native  land  is  so  scarce, 
students  who  wish  to  study  it  often 
have  to  travel  great  distances  to  find 
the  desired  resources.  This  is  not  true 
for  students  of  the  natural  sciences  at 
Main  Campus,  however. 

Approximately  one-third  of  the 
campus  (124  acres)  is  a designated 
nature  preserve.  Students  and 
community  members  currently  enjoy 
a large  amount  of  habitat  diversity 
on  campus  and  a group  of  JJC 
professors  is  committed  to  see  that 
the  area  is  protected  and  remains 
undisturbed  by  development  that 
could occurin  the  future  iflhecollegc 
finds  it  necessary  to  begin  new 
expansion  projects. 

"We  plan  to  make  a proposal  at 
the  next  board  meeting  to  encourage 
the  board  to  continue  our  protection 
and  stewardship  of  natural  areas," 
said  Andy  Neill,  JJC  natural  science 
professor. 

Another  natural  science  professor, 
William  Zalcs,  said  they  want  a 
commitment  from  the  board  to  value 
"open  space"  and  habitat  diversity 
on  campus. 

"The  greater  number  of 
organisms,  the  greater  the  habitat 
functions." Zales  said  "If  they  lower 
the  number,  it  could  get  out  of  control . 
It  is  important  to  allow  nature  to 
regulate  the  population." 

Neill  states  that  the  Main  Campus' 
habitat  diversity  offers  a unique 
setting  with  educational 


opportunities  that  many  schools  in 
the  area  do  not  have. 

"Other  schools  would  have  to 
travel  for  this,"  Neill  said.  "And  since 
that  takes  lime,  often  they  wouldn't 
go." 

Several  classes  at  JJC  require  the 
land  for  students  to  gain  first-hand 
experience  in  their  chosen  courses. 
Geography,  agriculture,  horticulture, 
and  biology  classes  all  gain 
irreplaceable  outdoor  laboratories 
from  the  natural  areas  found  on 
campus. 

There  are  1 4 natural  habitats  found 
on  campus.  Neill  said.  Five 
environments  arc  aquatic  and  nine 
arc  terrestrial.  Each  environment 
offers  unique  habitat  diversity  for 
different  types  of  plants  and  ummuls. 

Loss  of  their  unique  and  delicate 
habitats  could  destroy  plant  and 
animal  populations  and  deprive 
students  of  the  opportunity  to  study 
them.  Currently,  260  vascular  plants. 
52  lichen  species.  96  birds.  22 
mammals,  eight  fish,  four  turtles  and 
seven  snakes  make  different  habitats 
on  campus  their  homes 

Students  can  be  found  either 
formally  or  informally  exploring  the 
habitats  daily.  Many  laboratory 
science  classes  require  field 
experiments  for  completion  of  the 
course.  Physical  data  is  obtained  from 
samples  of  plants,  ammuls.  soil  and 

The  1.5-mile  nature  trail  loop  is 
also  a scenic  jogging  path  lor  people 
enrolled  in  the  Fitness  Center;  and 
people  from  the  community  or  other 
schuols  visit  the  campus  to  enjoy 
this  rare  area  of  undisturbed  bcuuly 

Illinois  soil  are  important  to  the 
people  of  this  area  for  as  diverse 
reasons  as  there  arc  habitats  on 
campus.

Kill  Hannah  is  a four  (then- 
five)  member  hand  from  Chicago 
still  wading  in  the  swamps  of  the 
local  underground.  Of  course,  it's 
only  a matter  of  lime  before  QIOI 
pulls  some  strings  and  erects  these 
pop  puppets  for  all  to  marvel.  Until 
then,  enjoy  “Hummingbirds."  a semi-

"Hummingbirds"  is  a collective 
reflection  of  Kill  Hannah's  music 
mentors.  For  lead  lady  guitarist  Keny 
Fintry,  it  was  early  Metallica. 
Contrarily.  for  lead  vocals  guitarist 
Matthew  Divine,  it  was  the  Smiths 
all  the  way.

Surprisingly.  Mclbcrg  was  in  Tieer 
Trap,  a punk/pop  band  before  The 
Softies,  although  it  seems  hard  to 
believe  after  listening  to  “It's  Love." 
Her  obvious  need  to  mellow  out 
shows  in  the  melancholy  lyrical 
content  and  girlie  love  ballads  on 
this  album.

She's  righteous,  she's  a babe  and 
she's  got  her  own  record  label  at  24 
Ani  DiFranco  is  a big  deal  in  the  90s 
folk  scene  as  she  delivers  release 
after  release  with  what  seems  to  be 
effortlessness.  However.  DiFranco 
has  been  working  her  ass  off  in  the 
past  10  years.  Following  her  is  a 
love-sick  group  of  devoted  fans  and 
critics  who  just  can't  gel  enough  of 
her  uncanny  wit,  enthusiasm  and 
charm.

They  can  c all  her  what  they  want,  but 
she  is  who  she  is  and  she  makes  no 
apologies.  “Dilate"  is  just  one  side  of 
her  story  waiting  to  be  heard.

Paddcn  said  Forrest  was  a unique 
man  with  more  background  than 
merely  belonging  to  the  early 
incarnation  of  the  KKK.  an 
organization  which  he  later 
abandoned  because  of  its  violence. 

Forrest,  who  was  born  on  July  13, 


1821.  started  out  poor,  became  a 
millionaire  and  then  lost  everything 
alter  the  Civil  War.  He  raised  and 
equipped  his  own  troops  and  rose  to 
the  rank  of  lieutenant  general  by  the 
end  of  the  Civil  War.  He  also  is 
recognized  as  the  greatest  cavalry 
leader  in  American  history.  Forrest 
died  at  age  56  on  Oct.  29.  1877. 

Paddcn  plans  on  graduating  this 
May  with  an  Associates  degree  in 
liberal  arts  and  then  going  on  to 
major  in  accounting  while  possibly 
minoring  in  history.  Paddcn,  who 
wants  to  go  to  the  University  of 
Illinois,  said  the  conference  was  her 
first  time  she  had  the  opportunity  to 
present  a paper.

Chicago  area  fans  on  Fire  for  major  league  soccer

No  one  could  have  predicted  it. 
On  the  clear,  brisk  Saturday  evening 
of  April  4,  traffic  was  backed  up 
from  the  Soldier  Field  parking  lot 
entrance,  down  Lake  Shore  Drivcpast 
McCormick  Place  — for  soccer.'! 

Pre-game  attendance  predictions 
for  the  Major  League  Soccer  match- 
up between  the  newly  added  Chicago 
Fire  and  the  Tampa  Bay  Mutiny  were 
running  around  25,000. 

But  as  game  lime  approached  and 
people  begun  pouring  into  the 
stadium,  it  became  evident  that 
attendance  for  the  first  Chicago 

14  years  was  going  to  exceed 
expectations. 

The  Fire  won't  be  showing  up  the 
Bulls  anytime  soon,  but  they  did 
manage  to  draw  more  people  than 
the  Cubs  and  the  Blackhuwks,  who 
played  on  the  same  day  and  easily 

attendance. 

The  final  head  count  was  a 
surprising  36,444,  the  largest  MLS 
game  attendance  this  year. 

JJC  Soccer  Club  Adviser 
Cristobal  Trillo  said  of  the  turnout. 
"It's  pretty  good.  I think  it  can  get 
even  belter.  If  the  team  is  successful, 
people  will  keep  coming." 

In  addition  to  the  attendance,  other 
surprises  included  the  sight  of  ticket 
scalpers  and  reports  of  tailgate  parlies

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Former  police  chief  files  suit 


JJC  board  of  trustees  in  legal  battle

Former  JJC  Police  Chief  Gerald 
Zeborowski  has  filed  a lawsuit 
against  the  JJC  Board  of  Trustees 
and  several  members  individually, 
claiming  that  he  was  unfairly 
dismissed  from  his'position  by  the 
board  in  February  of  this  year. 

Zeborowski  claims  that  the  board 
refused  to  renew  his  contract  even 
though  he  was  recommended  for 
renewal  by  JJC  President  Thomas 
Gamble.  The  ex-chief  also  claims 
that  he  has  been  unfairly  dismissed 
because  two  board  members  held 
personal  grudges  against  him. 
Zeborowski  is  suing  for  SI  million 
for  compensatory  damages, 
including  wages  and  benefits  lost, 
and  $5  million  in  punitive  damages. 

The  suit  was  filed  in  August  in 
The  United  States  District  Court  for 
the  Northern  District  of  Illinois 
Eastern  Division  by  Zeborowski's 
attorney  John  P.  DeRose  of  Burr 
Ridge. 


He  also  claims  that  he  has  become 
“stigmatized”  by  the  defendants' 
actions  and  has  suffered  a great  deal 
of  humiliation  because  of  the  public 
interest  in  the  matter. 

Cryer  has  labeled  the  suit 
“frivolous,”  and  said  he  believes  the 
board  will  win  in  court.  He  also  said 
that  the  board  is  not  responsible  for 
stigmatizing  Zeborowski. 

"His  suffering  is  his  own  doing," 
Cryer  said. 

In  the  suit,  Zeborowski 
specifically  claims  that  Cryer  held  a 
grudge  against  him  because  the  chief 
once  reprimanded  Cryer  when  Cryer 
was  a part-time  police  officer  serving 
under  Zeborowski.  Zeborowski 
claims  Cryer  held  the  grudge  because 
Seborowski  reprimanded  him  for 
allegedly  unlawfully  entering  the 
physical  plant  office  of  JJC  with  the 
intention  of  making  photo  copies, 
which  was,  and  is,  against  JJC 
security  department  procedure.  The 
former  police  chief  also  states  (hat

Zeborowski  claims  he  w 
discharged  despite  having 
“excellent  performance  record." 


JJC  board  of  trustees,  he  repeatedly 
sought  separate  consideration  of 
Zeborowski's  contract  renewal. 
Administrative  contracts  were 
generally  renewed  in  a block  vole. 

According  to  the  suit,  one  of  the 
reasons  given  by  the  board  for  not 


renewing  Zeborowski ' s contract  was 
that  he  had  a "poor  management 
style."  In  the  suit  Zeborowski  claims 
that  Cryer  has  publicly  stated  that  he 
met  with  the  former  police  chief  to 
discuss  his  management  style. 
Zeborowski  says  those  meetings 
never  took  place. 

In  response  to  Zeborowski 's  claim 
that  he  had  "unlawfully"  made  use  of 
a copy  machine,  Cryer  says,  "Yes  I 
did  use  it,  but  if  he  claims  that  it  was 
a problem,  then  lots  of  other  campus 
officers  and  board  members  would 
be  guilty  of  the  same  thing."  Cryer 
states  that  he  was  also  never 
disciplined  for  it  and  that 
Zeborowski,  "insisted  that  I join  the 
Board  of  Trustees!" 

When  asked  about  the  claim  that 
he  sought  separate  consideration  of 
Zeborowski’s  contract  renewal, 
Cryer  bluntly  says  that  it  was  not 
only  Zeborowski  but  several  other 
administrators  as  well.  Cryer  agrees 
that  "poor  management  style"  was  a 
factorindismissingZcborowski  from 
his  prior  position.  Cryer  states  that 
he  did  meet  with  Zeborowski  to 
discuss  his  management  style  with

spoke  of  many  things,"  he  says. 
Cryer  also  said  that  "when

win”  the  suit,  he  will  then  turn  around 
and  sue  Zeborowski. 

Zeborowski  and  two  other  JJC 
administrators  were  effectively  let  go 
by  the  board  at  its  Feb.  9 meeting 
when  the  board  did  not  renew  their 
contracts  for  the  199899  school  year. 
Otheradministrators  whose  contracts 
were  not  renewed  at  that  time  were 
Dow  Smith,  former  head  of  Physical 
Plant,  and.  Steve  Daggers,  former 
director  of  Community  Relations. 


New  security,  parking  measures  prove  effective

With  the  slate  legislature  giving 
more  attention  these  days  to  violence 
in  our  public  schools,  the  natural 
question  is  to  wonder  how  safe  Joliet 
Junior  College  is  for  its  students  and 
employees. 

In  a recent  interview,  Dr.  Alan 
Hardcrscn,  vice  president  of  Student 
Services,  said  the  college  has  a 
number  of  crime  prevention 
measures  in  place  to  ensure  safety  on 
campus. 

Police  presence  is  one  crime 
prevention  lactic  that  has  been 
employed  most  at  Joliet  Junior 
College,  according  to  Hardcrscn. 
Whether  it  be  in  the  form  of  officers 
directing  traffic  or  just  cruising  the 
campus,  high  visibility  of  authority 
is  seen  as  one  effective  crime 
deterrent. 

The  Campus  Community 
Assistance  Program  is  another  step 
that  has  been  implemented  tocombat 
campus  disturbances.  Walkie-talkie 
toting  JJC  staff  communicate  with 
Campus  Police  and  are  prepared  to 
assist  the  officers  if  a situation  should 
arise.  According  to  Hardersen,  by 
patroling  buildings  and  being,  again, 
highly  visible,  the  goal  is  that  those 
working  under  this  program  will  be  a 
resource  for  JJC  students  and  a crime- 
prevention  mechanism. 

However,  Hardersen  and  Lt. 
Chuck  Kramer  of  Campus  Police 
believe  that  metal  detectors,  which 
some  want  to  be  mandated  in  all 
public  high  schools,  will  not  be  one 
of  the  security  measures  used  by  JJC 
in  the  near  future.  They  agree  that 
there  arc  too  many  people  moving  in 
and  out  of  too  many  buildings  for 
detectors  to  be  a plausible  option. 


Providing  a police  presence  is  one  way  to  discourage  crime  on 
campus,  according  to  Dr.  Alan  Hardersen,  V.P.  of  Student  Services. 


Hardersen  says  that  JJC  is 
committed  to  providing  a safe  place 
conducive  to  learning,  but 
acknowledges  that  each  dollar  spent 
on  safety  programs  is  one  less  being 
used  "to  purchase  the  technology  to 
stay  at  the  forefront  of  the  academic 
environment  of  which  we  are  a part." 

Another  area  of  concern  is 
parking.  While  it  isn't  a security 
problem,  it  poses  safety  problems, 
Kramer  said.  With  enrollment 
growing-early  figures  indicate  that 


this  year  the  JJC  enrollment  has  risen 
approximately  3.79  percent,  from 
9,879  in  spring  semester  of  last  year 
to  10,253  this  fall-that  problem  has 
also  grown. 

On  the  first  Wednesday  of  the 
school  year,  300  cars  were  directed 
to  the  grass  because  of  a lack  of 
parking  spaces,  Kramer  said. 

"The  rush  of  cars  usually  begins 
at  7 a.m.  and  lasts  until  about  10 
a.m.,"  Kramer  said. 

Traffic  accidents  are  usually  a 


staple  in  the  duties  of  the  Campus 
Pohce.  This  year,  with  the  increase 
in  enrollment,  things  might  be 
expected  to  be  worse.  But  Kramer 
said  so  far,  that  hasn’t  been  the  case. 

"Thus  far  there  haven’t  been 
proportionately  more  accidents."  he 
said,  adding  that  he  hopes  this  trend 
continues. 

Kramer  advises  those  commuting 
daily  to  JJC  to  allow  enough  lime  to 
get  to  school  and  to  drive  slowly  on 
campus.

The 
Information  besk  and  the  CyberCafe 
are  also  new.  The  Student  Center 
also  has  extended  hours  "Monday 
through  Thursday  8am-Spm,  Friday 
8a.m.-4:30p.m.,  and  Saturday  8am- 

The  Cyber  Cafe's  grand  opening 
was  Sept.  9.  It  currently  has  six 
computers  available  and 
are  coming.  The  computers  have 
Internet  access  and  students  and 
teachers  can  use  them  to  check 

"The  cafe  will  serve  coffee  and 
pastries.  Students  can  use  (he  lounge 
' to  play  chess,  checkers,  surf  the  Net, 
check  e-mail,  talk,  do  homework  or 
just  relax,”  said  Patty  Fine,  director 
of  Student  Sc- vices  anti  Activities. 
"The  lounge  will  also  be  used  as  a 
programming  area.  The  stage  can  be 
used  for  the  Coffeehouses  and 
karaoke." 

The  Information  Desk  can  be  used 
to  acquire  general  information  such 
as  locker  rental,  sign-up  for 
intramural  programs  and  clubs,  or 
simply  fordirectionsifyouareanew 
student  or  visitor.  Students  can  also 
check  opt  games  from  the 
Information  Desk.  You're  able  to 
check  out  a volleyball  to  play 
volleyball  outside  at  the  new  nets,  or 
you  can  play  chess  or  checkers. 

The  Information  Desk  doubles 
as  an  c-mail  help  desk.  To  use  the 
computers  in  the  CyberCafe,  students 
need  to  present  their  ID  at  the 
Information  Desk.  Students  can  pick 
up  an  c-mail  address,  screen  name, 


password  and  a handout  explaining 
college  policies  concerning  e-mail 
and  Internet  access. 

Students  sign  in  at  the  Information 
Desk  and  are  assigned  a computer  to 
work  on  in  the  Cyber  Cafe.  Cyber 
Cafe  monitors  also  work  in  the  cafe 
and  the  Information  desk.  They  are 
knowledgeable  about  computers  and 
can  answer  any  questions  students 
may  have. 

The  new  Career  Planning  and 
Placement  Center,  directed  by  Mary 
Anne  Buckman,  is  open  to  students 
and  members  of  the  community.  The 
Career  Planning  and  Placement 
Office  can  assist  individuals  trying 
to  decide  on  a career,  write  a resume, 
search  the  internet  or  view  area  job 
listings. 

There  are  two  computerized 
career  guidance  assessment 
programs,  SigiPlus  and  Discover. 

“These  programs  arc  excellent 
for  someone  who  wants  to  explore 


their  career  opportunities,"  said 
Buckman.  These  programs  will  be 
used  in  the  Career  Planning  and 
Placement  Office  as  well  as  the 
counselors'  offices.  Additional 
software  will  be  added  in  time. 

"I'm  excited-  about  the 
accessibility  students  and  people  in 
the  community  will  have.  My  goal  is 
for  the  Career  Planning  and 
Placement  software  to  be  high  tech 
and  easily  accessible,"  said 
Buckman. 

Career  counseling  with  trained 
professionals  is  also  available. 
Buckman  has  a Master's  degree  in 
career  counseling  and  has  13  years 
of  experience  in  career  counseling. 
Her  intern,  Marvis  Montesamo,  has 
also  had  years  of  experience  in  career 
counseling  and  is  working  on 
completing  her  Master's  degree  in 
career  counseling.  They  arc  available 
to  help  people  decide  on  a major, 
change. a career  or  to  help  with  the 


search  for  a job,  including 
interviewing  and  planning  a strategy. 

The  Student  Center  will  be  getting 
10  new  computers  for  the  Career 
Planning  and  Placement  section  as 
well  as  the  Multicultural  Transfer 
Center.  Angie  Kayscn,  transfer 
coordinator,  explains  that  the  term 
multicultural  is  an  encouragement 
that  everyone  has  an  opportunity  to 
explore  their  options. 

“We  have  one  of  the  best  software 
programs  available.  The  Career 
Guidance  Foundation  has  over7,800 
college  catalogs.  The  program  also 
gives  you  access  to  all  of  those 
colleges'  websites,  where  you  can 
get  applications,  housing 
information,  and  course 
requirements,"  said  Kaysen.  Another 
program,  College  Net,  gives  students 
access  to  more  resources.  Students 
can  use  the  World  Wide  Web  on  the 
computers  in  the  center  to  apply  for 
financial  aid. 


“The  Multicultural  Transfer 
Center  lies  directly  into  Career 
Planning  and  Placement.  You  can 
figure  out  your  career  goal  and  then 
find  the  college  to  fit  the  need,  all  in 
one  place."  said  Kayscn. 

The  Holistic  Wellness  Program, 
also  located  in  the  new  Student 
Center,  is  designed  to  assist  students 
and  employees  in  striving  for  healthy , 
safe  and  productive  lives.  The 
program  sponsors  various  events  on 
campus  including  periodic  Lunch  and 
Learn  sessions,  education  and 
support  groups  coordinates  the 
Student  Assistance  Program. 

Peers  Promoting  Wellness  is  a 
group  that  is  a part  of  the  Student 
Assistance  Program.  Individual 
counseling,  a Resource  Library  and 
referrals  arc  also  available  through 
the  Student  Assistant  Program.

On  Aug.  27,  Illinois  Secretary  of 
State  George  Ryan,  who  also  retains 
the  title  of  State  Librarian,  was  on 
hand  at  the  Joliet  Public  Library  to 
announce  a $31,000  grant  to  three 
area  organizations. 

The  Joliet  Public  Library,  Catholic 
Charitics/Hcad  Start  and  the  Joliet 
JuniorCollcgc  Center  for  Adult  Basic 
Education  and  Literacy  will  funnel 
this  money  into  previously 
established  literacy  and  family 
education  programs. 

Families  with  children  who  arc  at 
risk  of  having  difficulties  in  school 
will  benefit  from  parenting  classes, 
programs  for  preschool  children  and 
a homework  resource  center  for  older 
children. 

"Far  too  often,  children  who  have 
parents  with  low  literacy  skills 
struggle  to  find  success  in  school 
themselves.  Their  parents  may  want 


to  help,  but  they  just  -don't  know 
how,"  Ryan,  the  Republican 
candidate  for  governor,  said. 

The  program  entitled  Parent  and 
Child  Together,  or  PACT,  is  another 
option  for  funding  recipients  that 
tries  to  give  the  parents  the  tools  they 
need  to  be  a resource  in  their  child's 
education.  PACT  is  a program 
designed  to  unite  parent  and  child  in 
an  educational  atmosphere  to  teach 
and  encourage  the  parents  to  take  an 
active  role  in  their  child’s  education. 

Tasha  Jones,  a participant  in  the 
program  last  year,  was  also  at  the 
library  for  the  presentation  and  spoke 
of  how  it  has  helped  her  children  and 
herself. 

"They  seem  much  more  interested 
in  looking  at  pictures  and  being  read 
to,"  Jones  said. 

The  program  is  set  to  begin  in  late 
September,  once  the  25  families  have 
been  selected.

This  includes, 
but  is  not  limited  to  , distribution  of 
unsolicited  advertisingaransmission 
of  threatening,  obscene,  or  harassing

The 
school  does  not  allow  "cracking 
passwords,  intentionally  crashing  .the 
system,  forging  e-mail,  or  accessing 
system  files  or  other  people's  private 
files  for  which  the  user  has  not  been 
specifically  granted  access/*  Also 
prohibited  is  "the  transmission  of

account,  the  user  agrees  to  these  and 
other  policies  and  procedures.  If 
violated,  the  user  risks  termination 
of  his  or  her  account.

Thisycar’scaptains  are  defensive 
end/linebackcr  Jason  Fleming, 
cornerback  Willie  Washington, 
offensive  lineman  Chris  Congelose 
and  quartcrback/widc  receiver  Elliot 
Gray  Fleming,  a 6-5.260  pound 
sophomore,  is  one  of  the  lop  returnees 
from  last  year's  squad.  Washington, 
a 6-0,200  pound  sophomore  who 
played  at  Purdue  University  in  1996, 
will  be  another  key  to  the  success  of 
this  year's  team.  Congelose,  a 
sophomore  who  transferred  to  JJC 
from  the  University  of  Northern 
Michigan  and  is  also  a graduate  of 
JCA,  is  the  anchor  of  the  offensive 
line.  Gray,  JJC's  version  of  Kordell 
Stewart  of  the  Pittsburgh  Steelcrs, 
will  be  a multi-purpose  threat. 

Other  key  offensive  players  will 


be  sophomore  tailback  sensation 
Madell  "Wez"  Peters,  a 6-0,190 
pound  sophomore,  who  led  JJC’s 
rushing  attack  last  season.

"Stone  Cold"  McDowell,  as  well  as 
free  safety  Thomas  Villa. 

In  the  Wolves  first  game  of  the 
season  on  Thursday  night.  Sept.  3, 
the  Wolves  showed  a little  glimpse 
of  what  is  to  come,  as  they  defeated 
the  Rock  Valley  Golden  Eagles,  13- 
9. 

The  Wolves'  first  touchdown  of 
the  year  was  scored  by  Peters  from 
one  yard  out  with  8:03  left  in  the  first 
quarter.  Rock  Valley,  the  prcscason 
NJCAA  no.  10  team  in  the  nation, 
drove  down  the  field  on  a five-play, 
69  yard  scoring  drive  to  tic  the  game 
at  seven  apiece.  With  1 : 16  remaining 
in  the  first  half.  Rock  Valley  went 
ahead  9-7  as  (he  Wolves  attempted 
to  punt.  However,  the  snap  went 
over  the  head  of  punter  Dan  Gutierrez 
and  rolled  out  of  the  back  of  the 
endzone  for  a safely.  From  there,  the 


Golden  Eagles  took  that  9-7  lead  into 
the  locker  room  at  halftime. 

The  second  half  was  a purely 
dominant  defensive  battle  for  both 
teams.  Late  in  the  third  quarter. 
Washington  made  a sensational  play, 
intercepting  his  second  pass  of  the 
day  and  returning  it  fora  touchdown.

Rock 
Valley  turned  over  the  ball  again. 
Fleming  picked  up  a fumble  and 
latcraled  to  Deantc  Hill.  The  Wolves 
then  ran  out  the  clock.  The  win 
ended  a nine-  game  conference  losing 
streak  for  the  Wolves,  which  began 
in  the  1996  season. 

Rock  Valley  is  the  defending  N4C 
champions  from  last  year.  They 
finished  7-3  and  made  an  appearance 
in  the  Pepsi  Bowl. 

Fleming  finished  the  game  with 
two  fumble  recoveries  und  a sack. 

"This  was  a hard  fought  game  for 
everybody,”  Fleming  said.  "We  did 
what  we  had  to  do,  and  wc  got  out  of 
there  with  a win.  What  wc  have  todo 
now  is  £ct  ready  for  the  rest  of  the 
season.  As  long  as  we  take  it  one 
game  at  a time  and  don't  look  ahead 
too  much,  we're  going  to  be  a solid

JJC  holding  cell:  a rarely  used  facility

Tucked  away  in  a small  comer  of 
JJC's  campus  is  a cell  for  police  to 
hold  people  until  local  police  arrives 
totakethemintocustody.  Lieutenant 
Kramer  said  that  the  cell  does  not 
serve  as  a jail  on  campus  but  simply 
as  what  it  is  called,  a “holding  cell." 

Kramer  says  that,  occasionally, 
people  who  are  stopped  for  traffic 
violations  also  have  outstanding 
warrants  or  other  legal  problems. 
These  people  are  arrested  and  taken 
into  custody  while  the  necessary 


paper  work  is  being  written. 
However,  this  is  a rare  occasion. 
Photos,  fingerprints  and  height 
measurements  arc  taken  before  the 
individual  is  placed  in  the  holding 
cell. 

The  cell  does  not  serve  a jailing 
purpose  because  there  are  laws 
against  holding  people  for  more  than 
an  hour  without  food  or  bathroom 
privileges.  There  are  no  guards  on 
duty.  However,  it  is  enclosed  with 
iron  bars.  It  is  a room  of  normal  size, 
containing  only  a bench  and  desk. 


This  is  where  a person  will  be  held 
until  they  arc  released  to  the 
appropriate  authority. 

Kramer  also  mentions  that  it  is 
usually  not  necessary  for  students  to 
be  placed  in  the  holding  cell.  By 
working  administratively  and 
looking  into  community  service, 
officers  try  to  avoid  making  many 
arrests. 

According  to  Officer  Melvin 
Cornelius,  one  of  the  officers  on  JJC 
campus,  the  holding  cell  has  been 


around  since  about  1981.  It’s  not 
far  off  the  main  campus . It's  one 
of  the  compartments  in  the 
Highland  building  by  the  faculty 
B-lot.  It  is  right  next  to  the 
Grounds  and  Maintenance 
buildings.  In  the  past  year  it  was 
moved  approximately  100  feet 
from  the  location  it  is  in  now 
The  holding  cell  supplies  extra 
protection  on  campus  so  that  wc 
can  all  have  a healthier  and  safer 
learning  environment. 


Needy  families  receive  free  meals 


JJC  Child  Care  Center  joins  U.S.D.A.  food  program

The  Joliet  Junior  College  Child 
Care  Center,  located  in  B building,  is 
participating  in  the  Child  and  Adult 
Care  Food  Program  of  the  U.S.D.A. 

This  program,  which  is  also  used 
in  public  schools,  reimburses  child 
care  centers  for  providing  nutritious 
snacks  and  meals  for  the  children 
attending  these  centers. 

The  menus  of  these  child  care 
centers  are  judged  based  upon  the 


nutrition  and  calories  of  the  food 
provided,  as  well  as  adherence  to  the 
food  groups. 

This  program  is  an  excellent  way 
to  educate  child  care  providers  about 
proper  nutrition  for  children,  so  they 
can  provide  nutritious  food  for  the 
children  in  their  care. 

The  program  is  also  a monetary 
incentive  for  a child  care  provider  to 
supply  nutritious  food  for  the 


children. 

Meals  are  served  free  to  children 
whose  families  qualify,  based  upon 
the  family's  income  level.  Children 
whose  families  receive  Temporary 
Assistance  for  Needy  Families  or 
food  stamps  are  automatically 
eligible  to  receive  free  meals. 

Child  care  centers  receive  a larger 
reimbursement  for  meals  that  are 
provided  free  to  children  than  for 


those  at  regular  price. 

"No  student  should  have  to  slay 
home  from  school  because  they  cannot 
pay  for  their  lunch."  states  Barb 
Peterson,  director  of  the  Joliet  Junior 
College  Child  Care  Center. 

The  Joliet  Junior  College  Child 
Care  Center  provides  lunch  for 
children  attending  the  Center,  but  no 
breakfast  program  is  currently  in 
place.

Journalism  students  get  insight  into  the  world  of  news

Live,  learn  and  pass  it  on.  That  is 
the  message  of  Herald  News 
Assistant  City  Editor,  Nick  Reiher, 
who  inspired  the  “News  Reporting 
and  Writing"  class  on  Wednesday, 
Sept.  9,  at  Joliet  Junior  College. 

Reiher,  who  is  a 13  year  veteran 
of  the  Herald  News,  described  his 
life  as  a reporter  and  then  allowed 
the  class  members  to  practice  their 
journalism  skills.  In  front  of  the  firing 
squad,  he  answered  questions  for  the 
aspiring  journalists,  some  tougher 
than  others. 

Growing  up  in  Chicago,  Reiher 

reporter  while  writing  forthe  Gordon 
Tech  Rams  school  newspaper.  Reiher 
commented  about  his  high  school 
days,  "I  knew  I had  a flare  for  writing 
and  I knew  then  I really  liked  it." 

After  high  school  Reiher  attended 


Northwestern  University  where  he 
learned  to  develop  his  reporting 
skills.  At  Northwestern  he  acquired 
the  knowledge  to  understand  that 
when  reporters  gather  information, 
“There’s  always  just  one  more  call 
that  you  can  make  to  create  a good 
story." 

From  there  he  worked  for  a small 
weekly  paper  in  Chicago,  which  he 
doesn't  regret.  "Working  fora  weekly 
paper  is  a very  good  learning  ground 
for  young  reporters,”  Reiher  said. 
Then,  in  1985  he  received  the  chance 
to  work  for  the  Herald  News. 

Currently,  Reiher  is  in  charge  of 
editing  the  Mokcna  and  Lincoln- Way 
area  newspapers.  His  job  duties

publishing  times  to  the  morning. 

Reiher  revealed  his  inside  view 
of  why  the  Herald  News  made  the 
change  in  delivery  and  other  changes 
in  content.  He  began  by  saying, 
"Many  people  were  calling  in  saying 
the  front  page  had  loo  much  bad 
news.  The  Herald  News  decided  to 
make  the  paper  a much  more  'reader 
friendly'  paper." 

Also,  the  paper  had  problems  with 
scheduling  times  for  workers.  With 
the  old  system  many  working 
reporters  were  until  three  or  four  in 


the  morning  putting  the  paper  out. 
With  the  new  system  the  paper  is 
already  being  sent  to  print  by 
midnight. 

To  the  benefit  of  many  students, 
Reiher  began  fielding  questions  to 
help  them  envision  their  futures. 
Some  questions  related  to  the  road 
he  had  taken  to  become  a reporter, 
while  others  were  directly  focused 
on  the  life  of  a reporter. 

During  the  event,  Reiher 
acknowledged  his  past  ambitions, 
"At  one  point  in  time  1 wanted  to  be 
the  next  Mike  Royko."  For  those 
who  are  unaware,  Mike  Royko  was  a 
presligiouscolumnist  forthe  Chicago 
Tribune  and  Chicago  Sun-Times, 

Reiher  con  now  see  that  his 
dreams  arc  reachable.  He  revealed  to 
the  class,  “I'll  look  back  at  his 
columns  and  I think  it's  obtainable. 
We  have  a lot  of  the  same  touch  and 

Then  Reiher  began  to  receive  a 


few  difficult  questions  from  the 
curious  crowd.  After  being  asked  his 
views  on  the  media's  limits  to 
covering  a story  he  said,  "I  have 
always  believed  in  the  golden  rule 
that  you  should  treat  people  the  way 
that  you  would  want  and  deserve  to 
be  treated.  Reporters  need  to  know 
where  to  draw  the  line  at  doing  their 
job,  but  knowing  their  conscience." 

Another  student  questioned  the 
current  reliability  of  facts  and 
consistency  in  the  Herald  News. 
Reiher  took  the  question  with  some 
ease  when  he  said,  "Sometimes  we 
just  make  mistakes.  However,  in  our 
defense,  we  don't  have  a staff  as 
large  as  the  Chicago  Tribune." 

The  students  left  the  class  with 
some  insight  of  their  possible  future 
inajoumalism,  At  least,  maybe  they 
better  understood  the  business.  And 
maybe  one  of  those  students  can 
someday  become  the  next  Nick 
Reiher.

College  isn’t  just  for  the  young 
anymore.  As  a community  college, 
JJC  draws  its  student  body  from  a 
diverse  population  of  both  young 
and  old. 

The  oldest  JJC  student  is  98, 
according  to  the  computer  generated 
figures  compiled  in  the  ITC  office. 

According  to  the  admissions 
office’s  enrollment  figures  for  the 
week  of  Sept.  4 the  largest  group  of 
students  is  2,327  females  age  18-22, 
followed  by  2,285  males  age  18-22. 
The  third  largest  group  is  females 
age  30-39  with  1 ,076  students.  If  age 
were  the  only  consideration,  females 
age  30-39  make  up  the  second  largest 
age  group  at  JJC,  followed  by  women 
age  40-49  at  981  students.  Overall, 
enrollment  is  up  in  all  categories 
from  last  year. 

Interpreting  the  significance  of 
these  figures.  George  Maniates,  dean 
of  enrollment,  said  that  women  may 
be  reluming  to  school  after  they've 
had  children  to  make  up  fora  missed 
opportunity  at  an  education.  Both 
men  and  women  are  returning  to 
school  to  retrain  for  a different  job

Entering  into  its  third  year  is 
JJC's  fall  softball  program.  The 
program  includes  scrimmages  for 
JJC’s  softball  team  and  six  high 
school  teams.  Head  Softball  Coach 
Jack  Smith  praised  the  program,

The  program  is  split  into  two 
categories.  The  first  is  for  the  JJC 
softball  team.  It  plays  13  games, 
including  five  doubleheaders  and 
a Jamboree  (A  Jamboree  is 
basically  a tournament.

and  Rccd-Custer.  The  program  also 
gives  area  players  a chance  to  sec 
JJC  close  up.  “A  lot  of  these  kids 
have  never  been  to  JJC.  The  program 
gives  them  an  opportunity  to  see  the 
campus  and  what  it  has  to  offer.  It 
also  gives  me  a chance  to  do  some 
recruiting,"  commented  Smith. 

The  JJC  softball  team  finished  in 
second  place  in  Region  IV  last  year. 
These  fall  games  give  them  a chance 
to  shake  off  the  dust  and  start 
preparing  for  the  real  season.  Smith 
said  the  main  purpose  of  these  games 


is,  "to  see  what  positions  they  play 
best." 

JJC  returns  only  four  players  from 
last  year’s  squad.

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Football  field  upgrades  in  the  works  at  JJC

On  Sept.  8,  1997,  a JJC  special 
committee  voted  to  keep  football  as 
a campus  sport.  At  the  end  of  the 
spring  semester,  the  Athletic  Review 
Task  Force,  headed  by  JJC  Athletic 
Director  Wayne  King,  proposed  the 
idea  for  a field.  Now,  a little  more 
than  a year  later,  action  is  being 
taken  to  construct  a new  football 
field. 

In  September,  the  JJC  Board  of 
Trustees  tabled  the  issue.  The  Board 
said  the  plan  presenlcddid  not  include 
enough  details.  On  Oct.  1 3,  the  board 
tabled  the  issue  again. 

"The  Board  is  leaning  toward 
approving  the  plan.  We  just  needed 
some  more  information,"  said  board 
Vice  President  Dr.  John  Hertko. 
Some  of  the  information  being  sought 
is  where  to  put  restrooms,  a water 
system  and  electrical  systems.  Also, 
the  costs  of  these  necessities  must  be 
determined. 

If  the  plan  is  approved,  the  current 
practice  field  will  be  crowned, 
receive  a new  drainage  system,  a 
press  box,  a public  address  system 
and  bleachers. 

An  area  of  concern  on  the  Board' s 
part  is  the  bleachers.  The  plan  calls 
for  the  use  of  the  bleachers  from  the 
old  Joliet  East  High  School  campus 
The  problem  with  the  bleachers  is 
that  they  were  made  in  1966. 

concern.  They  are  old  and  would 
have  to  go  through  inspection.  They 
arc  made  of  aluminum  and  aren’t 
very  comfortable,"  said  Hertko. 

The  big  issue  among  the  board 
and  other  respective  parlies, 
including  the  taxpayers,  is  how  to 


pay  for  this  project.  The  projected 
cost  is  between  S75.000  and 
SI 00,000.  The  breakdown  goes  as 
follows:  16  percent  from  property 
taxes,  21  percent  from  the  stale  and 
28  percent  from  student  tuition.  The 
good  news  for  students  is  their  tuition 
won't  be  increased.  The  other  35 
percent  will  come  from  a new  deal  in 
the  works,  which  would  involve 
selling  cither  Coca-Cola  or  Pepsi 
exclusive  distribution  rights  to  the 
JJC  campus.  By  making  an 
agreement  with  eilhercompany.  JJC 
will  receive  at  least  525,000. 

The  idea  to  engage  the  soft  drinks 
Companies  comes  from  the  success 
of  other  schools  that  have  benefited 
from  such  an  arrangement.  The  most 
encouraging  example  is  Northern 
Illinois  University.  Just  before  the 
start  of  the  school  year,  NIU's 
contract  with  Coca-Cola  expired. 
Pepsi  stepped  in  with  an  offer  of  S5 
million.  NIU  accepted  the  offer. 

When  the  deal  is  reached  at  JJC, 
not  only  will  the  project  be  funded, 
but  students  will  save  money  as  well 
An  exclusive  contract  with  a 
company  would  lower  vending  costs 
here  at  the  school. 

"Thccostoflhe  vending  machines 
around  here  is  ridiculous,"  said  King. 
Right  now  the  current  vending 
machine  prices  for  bottles  is  S 1 .05 
and  S.70  for  cans. 

By  having  it*  own  field.  JJC  can 
save  money.  Right  now  the  Wolves 
play  their  home  games  at  Joliet 
Memorial  Stadium.  The  school  is 
required  to  pay  rent  for  usage  of  the 
facilities.  The  cost  is  SI, 000  for  a 
day  game  and  SI, 200  for  a night 
game.  Not  only  does  JJC  pay  rent, 


The  field  the  Wolves  play  on  now  doesn ', 

but  the  city  also  keeps  all  concessions 
revenues. 

"The  net  earnings  from 
concessions  are  about  S3.000,"  King 
said.  " Its  not  all  that  much,  but  its 
still  $3,000  we  didn't  have  before  ." 

Another  positive  result  to  having 
a field  on  campus  is  the  additional 
emphasis  the  football  program  would 
receive.  This  could  lead  to  stronger 
support  for  the  team  for  students  and 
faculty.  A common  response  from 
your  average  JJC  student  when  asked 
about  football  is,  "Wc  have  a football 
team?"  JJC  President  Dr.  Thomas 
Gamble  said,  "By  having  a field  on 
campus,  more  students  will  be 
invoked  to  sec  what  JJC  football  is 

football  either.  The  Soccer  Club  will 
use  the  field  as  well.  Also  the  field 
will  be  avaiablc  for  outdoor 
graduation,  concerts  and  various 
other  activities. 

Unfortunately,  in  the  beginning, 
JJC  will  lose  more  money  than  what 


even  seem  like  much  of  a field.  „ ^ 

is  earned.  "The  initial  season  or  two 
will  set  us  back.  However,  in  the  long 
run,  it'll  pay  off,"  said  Gamble. 

However,  there  is  some  opposition 
on  the  Board  to  the  field.  According 
to  Hertko,  Board  member  Eleanor 
McGuan-Boza,  is  strongly  opposed 
“Boza  has  always  been  against 
athletes.  She  believes  there  is  no  place 
for  athletics  at  JJC."  said  Hertko." 

“ I have  always  been,  consistently 
opposed  to  spending  money  on 
athletics,"  responded  Bozn. " I believe 
very  much  that  we  should  spend  our 
money  on  education.  Thai's  whul 
we're  here  for." 

Hertko  is  one  of  JJC's  biggest 
supporters  of  athletics.  “It's  un 
amazing  feat.  A year  ago  they  wanted 
to  get  rid  of  football  here.  Now  we 
have  a good  team  (the  Wolves  are 
currently  4-2)  and  we're  going  to  gel 
our  own  field.  TheCollcge  of  Dupngc 
had  to  give  up  their  football  program 
and  now  they  arc  jealous  of  us.  It 
makes  me  proud  to  see  how  far  we' ve 
come." 


Bills  for  tuition  no  longer  sent  by  mail 

New  billing  procedure  to  affect  all  students

Two  JJC  students 
drown  in  accident 

Two  JJC  students  died  Thursday, 
Oct.  22.  in  a drowning  accident.  No 
additional  information  on  the 
incident  was  available  at  press  time. 

The  two  victims  were  Joshua 
Allen  of  Coal  City  and  James 
Muntcfering  of  Morris. 

Allen  was  buried  Oct.  26  from 
Assumption  Catholic  Church  in  Coal 
City.  Muntefering  was  buried  Oct. 
24  from  Immaculate  Conception 
Church  in  Moms. 


A major  change  is  sweeping 
across  JJC  that  will  affect  how 
students  are  billed  . No  longer  will 
anyone  be  sent  a bill  in  the  mail. 
Students  will  be  given  their  tuition 
total  with  their  schedule  at  the  time 
of  registration. 

Instead  of  one  or  two  purge  dales 
(dales  when  students  who  have 
registered,  but  not  paid,  have  their 
classes  automatically  dropped),  the 
new  system  will  consist  of  many 
purge  dates  The  dale  you  register 
will  determine  how  much  time  you 
will  have  to  pay.  For  example,  if  the 
purge  date  is  on  Friday  and  you 
register  on  Monday,  you  have  until 
Friday  to  pay.  However,  in  the  same 
instance,  if  you  register  on  Friday 
you  have  to  pay  that  same  day. 

"Wc  think  this  will  be  a positive 
change.  It  will  help  students  learn 
the  responsibility  they  need  in  all  of 
life's  money  matters,  “ says  Terri 
Maffeo.  a registration  staff 
supervisor. 

This  new  system  is  being 
implemented  for  many  reasons.  The 
first,  and  possibly  mostly  influential 
for  the  decision,  was  the  human 
factor.  It  seems  that  some  students 
were  registering  for  the  classes  they 
wanted  without  knowing  when,  or

even  if,  they  could  pay.  Other 
students  who  were  ready  topay  would 
go  to  register  and  not  get  all  of  the 
classes  they  wanted.  Then,  when  the 
lime  came  to  pay,  the  earlier 
registered  students  might  not  pay 
and  get  purged.  This  would  leave 
space  in  classes  that  other  people 
would  have  liked,  but  since  they 
already  would  have  their  schedules, 
they  would  be  out  of  luck.  According 
to  the  registrar's  office, this  is 
something  that  happens  quite 
frequently. 

"We're  always  recycling 
students,"  says  Dr.  Carolyn  Engers, 
dean  of  counseling  and  registrar.  “A 
student  will  register,  not  pay.  get 
purged,  register  again,  not  pay.  gel 


purged,  (etc.)"  It  is  a reccumng 
cycle  that  the  registrar's  office  hopes 
to  break.  They  believe  a student 
needs  to  be  responsible  enough  to 
know  if  and  when  they  will  pay 

This  new  system  promises  to  be  a 
fairer  way  to  allocate  class 
availability.  It  will  be  much  easier 
for  students  to  get  (he  classes  they 
want.  There  is  a restriction  being 
placed  on  this  year's  students:  If 
students  register,  miss  their  payment 
date  and  get  purged,  the  next  time 
they  register,  they  will  have  to  pay 
for  their  classes  immediately. 

Another  reason  for  the  billing 
change  is.  to  put  it  bluntly, 
unreliability  of  the  postal  service. 
All  bills  would  get  sent  out  together, 


but  depending  on  where  a student 
lives,  it  would  be  anybody's  guess  as 
to  when  they  would  get  their  bill.  The 
registrar  received  many  complaints 
from  students  who  sometimes  got  their 
bill  the  day  before,  or  even  the  day  of, 
when  it  was  due  It  was  difficult 
deciding  who  to  believe. 

Since  they  couldn't  giveextensions 
to  everyone,  they  were  in  a difficult 
position  as  to  who  should  get 
extensions,  In  the  new  system,  all 
students  are  given  their  total  bill  when 
they  register,  be  it  via  touch-tone, 
face-to-face  or  through  a counselor 
If  you  register  through  the  automated 
touch-tone  system,  the  computer  will 
tell  you  your  total.  Thccomputer  will 
also  guide  you  through  the  new 
system. 

"An  eligible  student  using  touch- 
tone  registration  will  get  the 
information  they  need  right  over  the 
phone,"  says  Mary  Ann  Oettcr,  a 
registrational  staff  supervisor 

The  registrar's  office  is  hoping  for 
a smooth  transition  to  the  new  system, 
but  they  remain  realistic. 

"We  know  it  will  take  a while  for 
everyone  to  get  into  the  swing  of  this, 
but  I really  think  it  will  be  easier  and 
faster  for  everyone,  including  our  staff 
here  at  the  registrar's  office. "said 
Maffeo.

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New  P.R.  director  benefits  from  past  experiences

D.J.  Wells,  the  college’s  new 
director  of  Community  Relations, 
has  already  developed  a positive  view 
toward  JJC,  even  though  he  only 
began  on  Oct.  1 . His  colleagues  at  a 
former  place  of  employment  told  him 
that  "the  best  and  the  brightest  often 
come  from  Joliet  Junior  College.” 

Wells  is  not  a stranger  to  this  area. 
He  was  bom  in  Chicago  and.  with 
the  exception  of  a few  years,  has 
remained  close  to  the  city.  He 
attended  Northwestern  University, 
where  he  received  an  undergraduate 
degree  in  communications. 
Current^,  he  has  nearly  completed 
his  master’s  degree  in 
communications  from  the  University 
of  Illinois  at  Chicago. 

About  ten  years  ago.  Wells 
worked  for  three  years  in  Hollywood. 
While  in  California,  he  worked  with 
the  production  crew  for  a Weird  Al 
Yankovic  video,  wrote  for  Casey 
Kasem's  Top  Forty  and  did  some 
work  with  Paul  Simon’s  Graceland 
Tour.  In  addition,  he  served  as 


production  coordinator  for  the 
NAACP  Image  Awards,  a nationally 
broadcast  event  which  celebrates  the 
contributions  of  various  talented 
performers. 

After  Hollywood,  Wells  started 
to  become  involved  in  public 
relations  occupations.  After  serving 
for  one  year  at  IBM  in  marketing  and 
sales  positions,  he  started  working 
for  the  Chicago  Urban  League,  where 
he  specialized  in  community 
relations  with  a focus  on  education. 
“ (This  was  my)  first  introduction  to 
being  actively  involved  in 
education,"  Wells  says. 

He  supported  a campaign  to 
promote  an  equitable  distribution  of 
state  education  funds  by  writing  for 
and  distributing  a video  to  gain 
support. 

Wells  says  of  the  Chicago  Urban 
League,  “I  really  learned  to  hone  my 
skills  there.  I've  always  tried  to  use 
those  skills  in  education.” 

One  of  the  first  places  where  Wei  1 s 
had  the  chance  to  use  his  community 
relations  skills  was  at  Olive  Harvey

College,  one  of  the  City  Colleges  of 
Chicago,  where  he  served  with  the 
community  relations  and  marketing 
areas  of  the  college.  Also,  he  was  an 
audio/visual  technician,  coordinating 
some  video  productions. 

Just  before  coming  to  JJC,  Wells 
was  in  charge  of  community  relations 
and  marketing  for  Governor’s  State 
University.  It  was  when  he  told  his 
colleagues  that  he  was  leaving 
Governor’s  Slate  to  come  to  JJC  that 
he  heard  some  favorable  comments 
about  this  school.  He  says  of  JJC, 
“We  represent  ourselves  well  to  the 


rest  of  the  world." 

Wells  will  now  be  active  in 
sustaining  the  reputation  which  JJC 
has  earned.  Together  with  the  staff 
of  the  Community  Relation  Office, 
he  will  coordinate  messages  and 
serve  as  a liaison  between  the  school, 
the  district  and  the  press  through 
advertising  and  press  releases.  "We 
are  largely  the  spokespeoplc  of  this 
college,  a way  for  the  community  to 
approach  the  college,"  Wells 
explains. 

In  addition  to  coordinating 
external  relations,  the  Community 
Relation  Office  also  deals  with 
internal  communications.  They 
produce  the  program  brochures, 
release  the  course  schedules  to  the 
public  and  write  some  speeches. 

Wells  credits  much  of  the  work  of 
the  Community  Relations  office  to 
the  support  staff. 

“I  am  very  fortunate  coming  into 
this  position  to  have  the  staff  we 
have  in  the  Community  Relations 
Office.  That's  made  my  transition  to 
JJC  an  easy  one.  They've  certainly 


made  me  feel  welcome  and,  at  the 
same  time,  we  have  kept  getting 
things  done." 

Keeping  the  information  about 
the  college  up  to  date  is  a major 
function  of  the  Community  Relations 
Office. 

"Certainly  we’re  going  to  spend 
some  time  reviewing  all  of  the 
publications  on  campus"  he  says. 
Also,  Wells  plans  to  maintain  a 
consistent  marketing  image  for  the 
campus,  which  encourages  and  helps 
the  public  to  pay  attention  to  the 
events  which  are  offered  on  campus. 

Encouraging  the  students,  staff 
and  faculty  of  the  college  to  become 
actively  involved  in  activities  is  one 
goal  which  Wells  plans  to  achieve. 

"I'd  like  this  office  to  increase  the 
family  feeling  of  this  college.  We 
can  do  things  ....  to  promote  that," 
he  offers. 

Even  in  his  home  town,  Richlon 
Park,  Wells  serves  in  some 
community  roles.  He  coaches  soccer 
and  little  league  baseball  for  his  two 
sons,  who  arc  7 and  6 years  old.

JJC  enters  joint  educational  agreement

Seven  northeastern  Illinois 
community  colleges  have  joined 
in  an  agreement  that  will  benefit 
students  throughout  the  region. 
Joliet  JuniorCollege  hascombincd 
forces  with  the  Illinois  Valley 
Community,  Prairie  State, 
Kankakee  Community,  Moraine 
Valley  Community,  Morton,  and 
South  Suburban  colleges  in  a Joint 
Educational  Agreement.  This 
agreement  will  expand  the 
educational  access  and 
opportunities  of  all  citizens  in  their 
respective  districts. 

Through  the  conditions  of  this 
agreement,  students  can  pursue 
career  and  technical  programs  not 
offered  at  their  community  college. 
For  example,  any  resident  of  the 
JJC  district  interested  in  studying 
dental  hygiene  or  court  reporting 
may  enroll  in  programs  offered  by 
any  one  of  the  participating  schools 
and  pay  the  in-district  rale. 


Conversely,  the  same  is  true  for 
students  of  the  other  participating 
districts. 

“Being  a part  of  this  uniqile 
opportunity  is  another  step  we  are 
taking  to  belter  serve  our  students. 
It’s  about  offering  not  only  more 
opportunities,  bul  quality 
opportunities,"  said  JJC  President 
Thomas  E.  Gamble. 

Students  taking  advantage  of  this 
program  will  have  the  opportunity  to 
choose  from  more  than  85  degree 
and  certificate  programs  between  the 
seven  participating  institutions. 
Additional  programs  are  expected  to 
be  added  as  each  college  provides 
different  educational  tracks  to  their 
respective  curricula. 

Dr.  Joseph  Cipfl.  president  and 
CEO  of  the  Illinois  Community 
College  Board,  was  in  attendance  at 
the  signing  of  the  agreement  on 
Sept.  1 1 in  Mt.  Vernon  along  with 
Gamble.  Bruce  Aldrich  from  South 
Suburban,  Vernon  Crawley  from 


Moraine  Valley,  Jean  Goodnow 
from  Illinois  Valley,  Larry  Huffman 
from  Kankakee,  Timothy  Lighlficld 
from  Prairie  Slate  and  John 
Neuhaus  from  Morton. 

’This  is  a true  compliment  to 
these  seven  colleges,  theiracadcmic 
officers,  presidents  and  trustees 
that  they  will  all  work  as  hard  as 
they  can  to  create  this  impressive 
agreement,"  Cipfl  said.  " This  is 
the  largest  cooperative  in  Illinois 
and  is  evidence  to  the  importance 
of  our  community  colleges  in 
serving  public  educational  and  work 
force  training  needs  while 
maximizing  resources.” 

Access  is  limited  to  some  of  the 
85  programs,  but  preference  is  given 
to  applicants  from  the  seven 
districts.  Out-of-district  residents 
will  be  considered  for  acceptance 
into  these  programs  only  if  space  is 
available  after  all  in-region 
qualified  applicants  have  been 
considered.

It  has  been  rough  on  the  registrar’ s 
staff  in  the  past,  according  to  Oettcr. 
In  the  old  billing  procedure,  people 
were  constantly  being  eliminated 
from  the  system.  This  new  system, 
Oettcr  says  is  “easier  to  sec  (on  the 
computer  screen).”  Her  staff  will 
have  to  work  fewer  hours,  and 
postage  bills  will  also  drop.

Wheaton  Wheeling 
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Students  want  to  get  more  book  for  their  buck

On  Sept.  17,  Sen.  Faircloth  of 
North  Carolina  introduced  bill 
number  2490  to  Congress.  The 
purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  "prohibit 
postsccondary  educational 
institutions  front  requiring  the 
purchase  of  goods  and  services  from 
on-campus  businesses,  intentionally 
withholding  course  information  from 
off-campus  businesses,  or  preventing 
students  from  obtaining  course 
information  or  materials  from  off 
campus  businesses."  It  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Labor  and 
Human  Resources. 

This  bill  will  draw  attention  to 
college  bookstores  around  the 
country.  College  bookstores  have 
long  been  the  outlet  for  student 
frustration  and  irritation.  They've 
been  accused  of  charging  outrageous 
prices  for  new  books  and  buying 
them  back  at  a fraction  of  the  price, 
if  they  accept  them  at  all.  * 

Why  do  books  costso  much?  Mike 
Maier,  manager  of  JJC's  bookstore, 
cites  rent,  utilities,  technology,  staff 
and  left-over  stock  as  only  a few  of 
the  costs  that  arc  calculated  into  the 
mark-up  on  books.  "These  charges 
add  up,"  Maier  says.  “People  don't 
understand  that."  However, 
bookstore  profit  isn't  the  only  factor 
in  book  prices.  Publishers,  teachers 
and  even  students  lake  part  in  the 


process  that  determines  how  much 

According  to  the  National 
Association  of  College  Bookstores 
(NACB),  publishers  are  responsible 
for  the  majority  of  textbook  cost. 
Author  and  publisher  costs  represent 
approximately  74  cents  of  every 
textbook  dollarstudcnts  spend.  JJC’s 
store  may  be  more  conscientious  to 
student  costs  than  others.  Maicr's 
says,  “The  general  mark-up  for 
college  bookstores  is  between  20% 
and  45%.  In  Illinois,  JJC  is  just  a 
little  bit  below  average  at  23%. " 

Publishers  have  many  ways  of 
makingtheirpart  of  textbook  dollars, 
and  one  way  is  to  encourage  more 
spending  on  non-rcusable  materials. 
A new  trend  in  publisher  marketing 
is  to  offer  "wrapped  sets"  and  other 
products  that  discourage  resale  by 
students.  Wrapped  sets  arc  new  books 
that  include  study  guides  or 
workbooks  and  are  pre-packaged  in 
plastic.  While  the  supplementary 
materials  may  serve  a useful  purpose 
for  students  and  teachers,  they  arc 
difficult  to  use  twice.  Looscleaf 
manuals  and  computer  disks  pose 
the  same  problem.  While  Maier  says 
he  "would  love  to  buy  every  book 
that  students  bring  back  to  the  store," 
many  of  these  new  products  cannot 
be  included. 

According  to  Maier,  the  bookstore 
is  only  "the  middle  person,  a liaison 
between  faculty  and  students."  Maier 


says  that  teachers  and  departments 
arc  directly  responsible  for  what 
books  get  purchased  for  classes, 
requesting  the  titles  on  order  sheets 
that  get  sent  to  the  bookstore. 
Requesting  materials,  including 
single  use  products,  is  ultimately  their 
decision. 

Students  also  play  a role  in  how 
much  textbooks  cost.  Students  who 
choose  to  keep  their  books  instead  of 
reselling  (hem  affect  used-text 
availability.  Student  textbook  loan 
default  affects  costs  by  adding  to 
bookstore  expenses.  It  is  hard  to 
figure  the  price  of  saved  time  or 
availability  of  specially  items  that  a 
bookstore  provides. 

While  students  certainly  don't 
deserve  to  be  victims  of  high  prices 
and  diabolical  marketing  schemes, 
they  are  typically  apathetic 
consumers.  However  eager  to 
complain  to  friends,  they  seldom 
complain  effectively  enough  to 
warrant  real  change,  and  the  process 
continues. 

In  the  past,  the  bookstorchas  been 
the  most  common  outlet  for  student 
complaints  regarding  textbook 
prices.  However,  there  may  be  more 
effective  places  to  vent  frustration 
and  different  approaches  toconsider: 

-Talk  to  instructors,  department 
chairs  and  the  Vice  President  of 
Academic  Services  about  concerns 

-Contact  publishers  using  the 
address  printed  on  the  inside  cover 


of  your  textbooks.  They  are  also 
easily  accessible  on  the  web. 

-Utilize  student  postings  and 
advertisements  for  used  books  when 
possible. 

-Compare  prices  using  online 
sources. 

-Back  up  complaints  in  writing  to 
provide  a record.  Letters  on  file  are 
harder  to  dismiss  from  memory 

-Complain  rcasonably-angcr. 
violence  or  poorly  thought  out 
.arguments  detract  from  validity. 

-Become  an  educated  consumer 
and  find  out  facts  for  yourself. 

Even  though  the  purpose  of 


Senator  Faircloth’s  bill  2490  is 
intended  to  "inject  some  good,  old- 
fashioned  competition  in  the  market 
for  the  purchase  of  college 
textbooks,"  the  bookstore  might  not 
be  the  only  place  that  requires  reform. 
Targeting  publisher  greediness,  the 
employment  of  single-use  texts  and 
computer  disks  and  effectively 
organizing  student  change  might  be 
a better  place  to  start.

Hispanic  leadership

The  1 6th  annual  United  States 
Hispanic  Leadership  Conference 
took  place  at  the  Sheraton  Hotel  in 
Chicago,  Oct.  1 through  Oct.  4. 

The  conference  featured  a wide 
variety  of  workshops  and  forums,  an 
Exhibit  show,  a management  seminar 
and  a nightly  dance. 

I attended  the  conference  on 
Saturday,  Oct.  3. 1 was  the  recipient 
of  a ‘day  pass.'  This  pass  allowed  me 
to  participate  in  all  of  the  events, 
except  the  dance  and  meals.  My 
experience  was  an  educational  one. 

When  I arrived  at  the  hotel  I didn't 
know  what  to  expect.  1 mean,  I'm  a 
6' 3"  non-Hispanic  boy  from  the 
country.  So  I knew  I would  look  out 
of  place.  However,  no  one  seemed  to 
notice.

Then  it  was  time  for  the  first  and 
last  forum  I attended  (I  didn't  arrive 
until  Ip.m  ).  The  forum  was  “The 
Hispanization  of  the  United  States," 
and  featured  Dr.  David  T.  Abalos, 
Professor,  Dept,  of  Religious  Studies 
at  Seton  Hall  University.  Abalos  is 
the  author  of  four  books  and  has 
lectured  throughout  the  U.S.  He  is 
also  a recipient  of  the  National  Gold 
Medalist  award.  This  award  is  given 
to  the  too  ten  college  professors  in 
the  U.S.' 

Abalos  started  out  by  talking  about 
how  Hispanic  women  are  repressed 
by  their  own  culture.  He  said  women 
are  treated  like  and  taught  that  they 
only  exist  to  live  in  the  kitchen.  His

example  of  this  came  from  the  book 
Like  Water  for  Chocolate.  In  the 
novel,  a Mexican  woman  is  taught 
since  early  childhood  that  she  can 
only  do  house  chores.  Abalos  then 
discusscddifferenl  waysforHispanic 
women  toevolvc  and  grow  in  society. 
Hecnded  this  segment  with,  “Women 
not  only  transform  in  the  kitchen,  but 
in  all  aspects  of  life." 

Abalos  then  spoke  about 
unemployment,  high  school  drop- 
out rates  and  drug  use  among 
Hispanics.  Then  he  criticized  the 
Jolly  Green  Giant  corporation.  He 
pointed  out  that  they  moved  their 
company  fromCaliforniatoMcxico, 
just  to  have  lower  employee  salaries. 
In  California  the  workers  were 
getting  paid  $7.58  an  hour,  but  in 
Mexico  the  wage  is  83  cents  an  hour. 
However,  don't  let  that  figure  fool 


you.  Their  move  benefitted  Mexico 
much  more  than  America.  Just  think 
how  many  Mexicans  now  have  jobs. 
How  many  more  children  won’t  go 
hungry?  How  many  more  families 
will  be  able  to  clothe  themselves?  It 
is  necessary  to  remember  that  an 
American  dol  lar  is  worth  much  more 
than  apeso.  Even  though  Jolly  Green 
Giant  is  taking  advantage  of  Mexico, 
both  sides  win.  Countless  families 
won't  have  to  worry  about  food  on 
the  table. 

Now  comes  the  part  that  offended 
me.  Abalos  started  criticizing 
capitalism.  Abalos  said,  "I  will  avoid 
becoming  a capitalist  at  all  costs." 
That's  fine  with  me.  If  he  doesn’t 
want  to  be  a capitalist  then  he  does'n’  l 
need  to  become  one.  Then  he  went 
over  the  edge.  Abalos  said  about 
corporate  America,  "When  a 


Hispanic  enters  the  business  world, 
'the  man'  makes  him  feel  like  an 
honorary  white' ."  I can’t  even  begin 
to  comprehend  this  professor’s 
thinking.  In  today’s  modem  society, 
people  arc  supposed  to  be  filtering 
out  raaism.  Instead,  a man  who  speaks 
on  the  advancement  of  Hispanics,  is 
blaming  the  'man'. 

After  that  I attended  the  Exhibit 
show.

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Men’s  basketball  looks  to  take  care  of  unfinished  business

Last  year  a(  Jolici  Junior  College, 
the  men's  basketball  team 
accomplished  things  that  weren’t 
expected  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
The  1997-98  Wolves  finished  in  third 
place  in  the  NJCAA  National 
Tournament.  Also,  they  were  District 
Two  Champions,  Region  Four 
Champions,  second  in  the  nation  for 
team-th  re  e-point- field-goal- 
pcrcentage  (41.3  percent  and  third  in 
the  nation  with  a tcam-free-throw 
percentage  of  70  percent). 

‘‘That  was  a great 
accomplishment  and  great  testament 
to  the  kids  in  the  program,"  said 
Men's  Basketball  Coach  Joe  Kuhn. 

With  great  team  accomplishments 
come  the  personal  accolades.  Kuhn 
was  the  NJCAA  District  Two  Coach 
of  the  Year,  NJCAA  region  IV  Coach 
of  the  Year  and  Illinois  Basketball 
Coaches  Association  Junior  College 
Coach  of  the  Year.  Kuhn  credits  the 
team's  success  to  a great  coaching 
staff  of  Keith  Kinzler,  Ron  Newquist, 
Dave  Dwyer  and  John  Jones,  who 


has  been  in  coaching  for  42  years. 
The  Wolves  team  also  received  an 
accolade,  getting  ranked  no.  1 1 in  the 
prescason  poll. 

“Some  of  the  other  coaches  say 
it’s  not  fair,"  said  Kuhn  referring  to 
having  Jones  on  the  bench  at  his  side. 

“We  have  no  ego  problems,  we 
all  understand  our  roles,"  said  Jones. 
"We  can  speak  and  give  our  advice, 
but  it's  all  the  head  coach's  decision 
in  the  end." 

Ryan  White,  Dwayne  Edmon, 
Kevin  Raub  and  Jack  Howard,  all 
day  performers  for  the  Wolves  last 
year,  have  moved  on.  Sophomores 
Eric  Walton,  Mike  Ellis  and  Mark 
Blackburn  return  to  lead  the  Wolves 
forthis  upcoming  season.  Blackburn 
wasn't  officially  on  (he  team  last 
year,  but  practiced  with  the  Wolves 
in  the  second  half,  and  Kuhn  said  he 
knows  the  system. 

“We  had  a taste  of  the  wine,  but  it 
got  snatched  from  us,”  said  Walton. 
Walton  feels  the  main  business  for 
this  year's  team  is  getting  back  there, 
(championship)  and  taking  care  of 


business.  Asked  how  practices  were 
going  .Walton  replied,  “Conditioning 
is  five  weeks  of  hell."  Walton  feels 
the  team  is  looking  good  and  he  feels 
the  first  game  of  the  season  is  the  test 
to  sec  where  the  team  is  at.  Walton 
plans  to  play  a whole  season  after 
silling  out  the  first  half  last  year. 

"Grades  are  going  good  and  I 
should  be  here  all  year,"  said  Walton. 

Mike  Ellis  will  be  a prescason  All 
American.  He  missed  nine  games 
due  to  an  ankle  injury  last  year  at  the 
end  of  the  season  and  saw  limited 
action  in  the  tournament  in  New 
York. 

"He's  going  to  have  a great  year, 
he’s  so  much  belter  than  last  year," 
said  Kuhn.  Ellis  had  pins  surgically 
inserted  in  his  knee  two  years  qgo, 
but  feels  ready  to  go. 

There  will  be  a lot  new  freshmen 
faces  this  year  on  the  Wolves  team. 
“We  felt  we  did  extremely  well  with 
recruiting  and  hit  the  jackpot  this 
year,"  said  Kuhn.  The  team's  goals 
were  to  get  bigger  and  quicker,  and 
to  improve  shooting  ability.

“These  two  give  us  outstanding 
freshmen  to  go  with  Walton,"  said 
Kuhn. 

Wollgast  is  the  local  kid  who  was 
Class  A player  of  the  year  last  year. 
“Mike  has  been  an  unbelievable 
surprise  to  us,  because  he  has  been 
one  of,  if  not  the  hardest  workers  in 
the  prescason,"  said  Kuhn.  Clay  is 
described  as  a tremendous  athlete 
who  has  a little  way  to  go  with  his 


work  ethic.  The  coaching  staff  feels 
he  has  ability  to  be  one  of  the  better 
athletes  in  the  conference. 

“Markus  Ford  is  a tremendous 
athlete  who  has  a lot  of  raw  ability, 
that  once  he  gets  chnnclled,  will  be 
fine,"  said  Kuhn.  Jones  said  he  had  a 
broken  patella  and  just  got  started 
running.  "He  going  to  be  a big  time 
player,"  said  Jones. 

The  coaching  staff  feels  Howard 
is  the  'sleeper'  recruit.  Hownrd  is  the 
brother  of  Jack  Howard  from  last 
year.  "He  has  great  court  awareness 
and  is  taller  than  Jack,  which  arc 
things  that  can't  be  taught,"  said 
Kuhn. 

The  coaching  staff  feels  these  arc

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Unapproved  work  leads  to  finger-pointing

The  JJC  Board  of  Trustees  has 
withheld  payment  to  Hannon  Inc. 
construction  while  trying  to  establish 
how  a $76,000  bill  was  accrued  for 
window  replacement  and  repair  work 
done  without  proper  authorization. 

Clark  Engineering  of  Peoria  was 
initially  hired  last  spring  to  assess 
the  damage  sustained  by  numerous 
windows  in  JJC.  This  evaluation 
showed  a clear  need  for  repair  work 
and  a contract  was  awarded  to 
Harmon  Inc.  construction  for 
$187,000. 

According  to  board  member  John 
Hertko,  3 1 windows  were  tagged  for 
replacement  and  mending.  But  while 
work  was  being  done  on  these  3 1 , an 
additional  41  were  discovered  to  be 
in  need  of  repair.  The  expenses  for 
work  done  on  these  windows  was 
never  approved  by  the  board  and 
therefore  the  work  was  a violation  of 
policy. 

“This  carelessness  and  total 
disregard  for  procedure  is  cut  and 
dry  unacceptable,"  Hertko  said. 

Often  during  construction  extra 
expenses  are  incurred  that  exceed 
the  amount  of  the  original  contract. 
The  project  contingency  fund 
provides  for  the  additional  expenses 
as  long  as  they  do  not  exceed  10 
percent  of  the  original  contract. 
Anything  over  this  10  percent  mark 
must  be  voted  on  by  the  board  of 
trustees,  Hertko  said. 

The  director  of  the  physical  plant, 
the  buildings  and  grounds  division, 
is  in  charge  . of  the  bidding  process 
and  approves  added  expenditures. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  summer,  this 
position  was  held  by  Mike  Jackson. 

Jackson  had  entered  into  the 
position  on  an  interim  basis  after  the 
board  of  trustees  dismissed  the 
previous  director,  Dow  Smith.  It  was 
Jackson  who  approved  the  additional 
work  orders,  amounting  to 
approximately  41  percent  more  than 
the  amount  originally  approved  by

the  board,  an  obvious  violation  of 
policy,  Hertko  said.

Gamble,  JJC  president,  the  fact

in  the  duties  of  the  position  may  have 
led  him  to  violate  procedure.  But 
Gamble  believes  that  Clark 
Engineering  is  the  real  "bad  guy."  It 
was  Clark  Engineering's  duty  to 
oversee  the  work  done  by  the 
construction  company,  he  said. 

'They  should  have  known  that 


be  replaced  and  mended  be 

the  necessary  steps  of  authorization 
were  not  followed,”  Gamble  said. 

Hertko  believes,  however,  that  the 
president  was  responsible  for 
monitoring  Jackson’s  work.  "That 
was  [the  board's)  question  when  Dr. 
Gamble  proposed  a director  for  the 
physical  plant:  who  will  oversee  the 
work  done  by  the  interim  director," 
Hertko  said.  The  day-to-day 
operations  are  Ihc  responsibility  of 
the  president,  not  the  board  of 
trustees,  Hertko  said. 

Seaver  Tarulis,  the  current 
director  of  physical  plant,  believes 
that  from  what  he  has  seen  and  heard 
of  the  incident  the  money  was  not 
poorly  spent,  but  Jackson  did 
unknowingly  deviate  from  proper 
procedure. 

Originally  $294,000  was 
approved  by  (he  stale  for  the  project. 
Tarulis  said  he  believes  that  his 
predecessor  may  have  been  working 
from  that  figure  without  knowing 
the  policies  that  mandate  board 
approval.

cause  of  damage  and  fogging  problems. 

Committee  met  last  week,  Tarulis  said, 
“basically  just  to  explain  that  no  one 
did  anything  intentionally  and  to 
discuss  ways  of  preventing  this  from 
happening  again,” 

According  toGamble,  the  windows 
are  still  causing  problems.  Seals 
continue  to  break,  and  the  windows, 
therefore,  lose  their  insulation  and 
fog  upconstantly . The  windows  were 
installed  years  ago  and  the  design 
seems  to  be  failing,  Gamble  said.  "It 
was  done  by  a Texas  firm  that  knew 
Texas  weather." 

According  to  Tnrulis,  discussion 
continues  regarding  other  options  for 
fixing  the  window  problem,  one 
calling  for  the  old  window  frame  lobe 
completely  taken  down  and  a new 
one  designed  and  constructed. 

The  issue  of  payment  to  Clark 
Engineering  and  Harmon 
Construction  is  currently  on  the 
agenda  of  the  board  of  trustees,  said 
Hertko 

"(Board  member)  David  Cryer  and 
I are  working  to  ensure  nothing  like 
this  happens  again,"  Hertko  said.

Police  chief  to  be  appointed  by  January

The  Joliet  Junior  College  Board 
of  Trustees  hopes  to  name  a new 
police  chief  by  January,  barring  any 
unplanned  hurdles.  As  resumes  stack 
up  with  the  screening  process  still 
looming,  the  announcement  will 
finally  pul  the  situation  to  rest. 

The  new  police  chief  will  replace 
former  chief  Gerald  Zeborowski, 
whose  contract  was  not  renewedlast 
spring.  2^eborowski  has  since  filed  a 
lawsuit  against  the  JJC  Board  of 
Trustees  claiming  he  was  unfairly 
dismissed. 

At  one  point  during  the  summer, 
the  position  appeared  to  be  filled  by 
a well-respected  officer  from  out-of- 
state  who  withdrew  for  unknown 
reasons.  “William  Reed  was  hired 
and  offered  acontract  to  be  the  chief, 
and  he  agreed  to  take  the  position" 
according  to  Alan  G.  Harderscn,  vice 
president  of  Student  Services. 
“However  he  then  withdrew,  and 
when  I spoke  with  him  on  the  phone 


at  the  lime,  he  said  he  decided  to  stay 
in  the  St.  Louis  area  where  he  has 
lived.  Reed  is  a long-standing 
professional  with  experience  in  a 
community  college  environment  and 
we  were  sorry  to  see  him  go." 

With  the  position  still  vacant,  the 
administration  is  now  searching  for 
a suitable  candidate  for  the  job.  "We 
placed  ads  in  magazines,  including 
the  Chronicle  of  Higher  Education. 
the  International  Association  Of 
Police  Chiefs  and  several  other  law 
enforcement  magazines.  Also,  there 
are  ads  in  about  a half-dozen 
newspapers  and  on  the  Internet," 
Harderscn  said. 

After  all  the  resumes  and 
applications  are  received,  the 
administration  will  begin  to  screen 
the  candidates.  Throughout  these 
screenings  and  interviews  the 
applicants  will  be  evaluated 
according  to  the  five  qualifications 
they  must  satisfy,  including: 

* a required  Bachelor's  degree 


and  a preferred  Master's  degree  in 
Criminal  Justice 

* a strong  background  in  campus 
law  enforcement 

* lOyearsofcommandexpcrience 
in  a campus  or  municipal  law 
enforcement  setting 

* certification  under  the 
Mandatory  Training  Act 

* graduation  from  a nationally 
recognized  police  command  or 
supervision  school,  institute,  or 
academy. 

The  future  chief  will  be 
responsible  for  13  specific  duties. 
Those  duties  will  include  organizing 
fire,  tornado  and  other  emergency 
procedures,  recommending  the  hiring 
of  Campus  Police  officers, 
administering  traffics  and  parking 
control,  acting  as  a resource  person 
for  the  college's  Law  Enforcement 
program,  and  many  other  duties  as 
head  of  Campus  Police.  However, 
the  primary  task  of  the  chief  is  to 
provide  safe  learning,  teaching  and 


working  environments  throughout  the 
campus. 

Currently,  with  the  absence  of  a 
police  chief.  Campus  Police 
Supervisor  Lt.  Chuck  Kramer  is 
absorbing  most  of  the  duties  for  the 
chief.  "Well.  I'm  responsible  for  the 
paper  work,  interviews  and  payroll 
that  the  chief  would  normally  do , and 
mostly  cvcrylhingelsc.  I alsoorganize 
the  shifts  and  set  the  schedule  for  the 
officers,"  Kramer  said. 

The  application  cut-off  date  was 
scheduled  for  Nov.  15,  and  screening 
will  begin  later  this  month.  Final 
interviews  will  occur  in  December, 
and  the  schedule  appears  to  be  leading 
the  board  to  a decision  early  in 
January

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Fitness  Center  renovations  planned

The  world  is  changing  from  one 
ceniury  to  Ihc  next,  but  Joliet  Junior 
College  is  changing  more  than  just 
that. 

By  the  year  2000,  the  college’s 
Fitness  Center  will  be  under 
renovation,  with  changes  that  will 
benefit  teachers  and  students  alike. 

Within  the  next  couple  of  years 
the  college’s  Fitness  Center  will  be 
spending  about  S 1 00.000  to  upgrade 
its  equipment  to  better  serve  the 
people  who  use  it.  According  to  Pam 
Ethridge,  a teacher  of  fitness,  “We 
are  hoping  that  this  change  will 
encourage  more  people  to  workout." 
This  semester  alone  the  Fitness 
Center  has  an  enrollment  of  around 
1600  students,  up  from  1300  last 
semester. 

According  to  Ethridge,  John 
Peterson,  director  of  the  Fitness 
Center,  attended  a ‘weight  show'  a 
few  months  back  and  ordered  30 
pieces  of  equipment  for  the  Center. 
The  goal  of  the  Center  is  to  replace 
all  of  the  universal  equipment  within 
a few  years,  Ethridge  explained. 

Items  that  are  being  replaced 
include  the  leg  press  machines,  the 


bench  press  machines,  a butterfly 
machine,  the  hip  rotating  machines 
and  many  others. 

"It  was  in  need  of  better 
equipment,"  Ethridge  said.  “The 
equipment  we  have  now  has  been  in 
here  since  this  has  opened."  The 
Fitness  Center  has  been  open  for 
about  15  years.  Each  new  item  costs 
about  $3,000  and  the  center  has 
purchased  30  items. 

While  this  major  renovation 
process  is  planned  for  the  future  other 
things  have  been  done  recently  to 
improve  the  facility.  Recently  all  of 
the  stationary  bikes  on  the  main  floor 
have  been  replaced  with  new  ones. 

“More  bikes  will  probably  be 
ordered,"  said  Ethridge.  Along  with 
the  bikes  the  Center  is  waiting  for  six 
new  pieces  of  aerobic  equipment, 
which  Ethridge  said  "should  be  here 
very  soon."  The  list  includes  six 
items-  another  two  stationary  bikes 
for  the  upstairs  rooms,  two  lypticlcs 
and  two  stair-masters. 

For  those  who  have  stayed  away 
from  the  Fitness  Center  because  of 
its  outdated  equipment,  the  new 
renovations  will  eliminate  that  excuse 
for  not  going. 


Library  improvements  modernize  services

The  library  at  Joliet  JuniorCollegc 
has  gone  through  some  major 
renovations  and  changes  in  the  past 
few  years.  There  has  been  a little 
more  than  $109,000  spent  so  far  on 
this  project. 

"We  were  budgeted  about 
$250,000  for  the  renovations  to  the 
library,"  said  Jerry  Anderson,  library 
coordinator.  "I’m  not  sure  exactly 
how  much  was  actually  spent.” 

Also,  Anderson  is  pleased  with 
the  recent  changes  to  the  computer 
network  on  campus.  He  comments. 
"From  any  terminal  in  this  place  you 
can  access  the  databases,  which  used 
to  only  be  available  here  in  the  library. 
We  arc  at  the  cutting  edge  with  the 
computer  network  we  now  have  on 
campus." 

Dianne  Schmitt,  director  of 
Administrative  Services,  says,  “We 
spent  about  S 1 ,300  foreach  terminal 
on  campus." 

JJC  Librarian  Marvin  Schumaker 
likes  the  new  appearance. 

"It's  a lot  more  functional  than  it 
used  to  be,"  he  said.  "With  the 


addition  of  the  computers  for 
magazine  and  book  searches  wc'vc 
really  improved  the  way  we  do 
business." 

The  more  noticeable  changes  arc 
cosmetic  in  nature.  The  addition  of 
new  carpeting  and  a fresh  coal  of 
paint  are  two  of  them.  The  periodical 
area  has  been  moved  from  the  back 
corner  to  an  area  next  to  the  entrance. 
Computers  now  occupy  the  space 
where  the  card  catalog  used  to  sit  in 
front  of  the  reference  desk. 

Other  recent  changes  include 
installing  a modern  front  desk, 
providing  acomputcrizcd  method  of 
checking  books  in  and  out,  and 
having  a location  for  a new  method 
of  obtaining  a student  ID/  library 
card.  Formerly,  students  were  mailed 
.their  ID  card. 

All  of  the  books  now  have  a bar 
code  on  their  inside  cover.  These  arc 
scanned  and  the  student  ID  number 
is  put  into  the  system.  The  spine  of 
the  book  is  then  run  over  a magnetic 
plate  that  allows  it  to  be  taken  through 
the  security  screen. 

Toobtain  a student  ID/library  card 
there  is  a terminal  near  the  front 
desk.  Students  need  to  know  their 


social  security  number.  Follow  the 
instructions  on  the  computer  to  print 
out  the  card.

New  payment 
system  unfair 
to  students 

Dear  Editor: 

When  is  the  last  time  someone 
asked  you  to  pay  for  a service  up  to 
two  months  in  advance  of  receiving 
it?  Then  called  you  irresponsible 
when  you  couldn't  pay  it  all  in 
advance?  A representative  from  (he 
registrar's  office  claimed  in  the  Oct. 
28  Blazer  that  the  new  billing  system 
is  "a  positive  change"  that  "will  help 
students  learn  the  responsibility  they 
need  in  all  of  life's  money  matters." 
A handout  to  faculty,  staff  and 
administrators  from  "the  friendly 
staff  in...  admissions,  registration, 
financial  aid  and  the  service  center" 
asked  us  to  tell  our  classes  about  the 
"beneficial"  changes  and  elsewhere 
spoke  of  "changes. ..which  will 
benefit  students."  However,  it  is 
quite  clear  from  reviewing  these 
changes  that  they  will  penalize  some 
of  the  most  conscientious  and 
responsible  students  because  they 
have  financial  restrictions.  These 
changes  also  do  not  address  the  real 
problem  students  have  with 
registration. 

Many  of  our  students  register  as 
early  as  possible  to  ensure  they  get 
into  the  classes  they  need,  which  are 
often  in  short  supply  and  fill  quickly, 
and  to  ensure  they  get  the  best 
teachers  available  Most  of  our 
students  are  living  on  limited  means, 
from  paycheck  to  paycheck,  and  are 
dependent  on  outside  sources  such 
as  financial  aid,  work  during  the 
holiday  break  and  savings  over  the 
course  of  the  semester  to  pay  for 
tuition.  Asking  them  to  pay  the  full 
amount  in  early  November  is 
unreasonable  given  (heir 
circumstances.  Because  of  this,  some 
students  have  gone  through  the 
hassle  of  registering  and  re- 
registering to  "hold  their  spot.”  I 
agree  this  puls  a burden  on 
counselors  and  registration  and  the 
entire  campus  community  who  do 
not  get  a realistic  read  on  the 
registration  situation.  Rather  than 
blaming  it  on  the  students,  however, 
we  should  look'  for  ways  to  better 


meet  their  needs,  even  though  it  may 
not  be  as  comfortable  for  us. 

The  current  system  does  include  a 
deferred  payment  option  forqualified 
students.  This  means  they  can  pay 
half  at  registration  instead  of  (he  full 
amount.  One  half  is  not  a reasonable 
deposit  and  beyond  the  means  of 
many  of  our  students  six  or  seven 
weeds  before  the  start  of  the  semester. 
If  the  registrar  actually  had  the 
students'  needs  in  mind,  they  would 
devise  a payment  system  which  is 
more  realistic.  Why  not  have  adeposit 
system,  whereby  serious  students  can 
put  down  a reasonable,  non- 
rcfundablc  amount,  say  S20perclass, 
to  hold  a spot  in  a coveted  class,  and 
pay  the  remaining  amount  owed  by 
the  week  before  classes  begin?  This 
will  make  the  system  more  equitable, 
by  giving  all  students  access  to 
classes  while  sorting  out  the  serious 
students  from  the  others. 

A possible  reaction  to  this 
proposal  may  be  that  it  will  cause 
more  chaos  as  students  are  purged 
right  before  classes  start  and  others 
rush  in  to  lake  their  places.  I agree.  I 
attended  three  schools  in  my 
academic  career  and  registration  was 
always  a difficult  process  full  of 
scrambling  and  standing  in  lines. 
Sometimes  I had  to  choose  to  wait  in 
line  for  one  coveted  class  and  lose 
another  spot.  Sometimes  I was  closed 
out  of  classes.  But  I was  never 


penalized  for  not  having  money  in 
advance,  or  required  to  register  two 
months  in  advance  with  payment  in 
full  to  prove  my  seriousness  as  a 
student.  That  students  will  not  get 
all  the  classes  they  want  is  a given  in 
any  registration  situation,  because 
there  is  always  more  demand  than 
supply.  Registration  will  always  be 

school  starts.  Why  does  registration 
begin  so  early?  Why  do  students 
have  to  be  ready  just  after  midterm, 
before  the  drop  date  for  this  semester, 
to  commit  to  classes  and  also  pay  for 
them  for  next  semester?  These  seem 
to  me  to  be  relevant  questions  when 
devising  registration  procedures. 

The  system  we  are  being  asked  to 
embrace  here  blames  and  humiliates 
students,  penalizes  students,  and 
rewards  the  wealthy  at  the  expense 
of  those  with  less  readily  available 
forms  of  payment.  It  is  not  equitable 
and  does  not  have  students'  best 
interests  at  heart.  As  an  instructor,  I 
cannot  go  into  my  classes  and  tell 
my  students  that  this  is  in  their  best 
interest  and  will  be  a measure  of 
their  ability  to  be  responsible  adults 
knowing  it  discriminates  against 
some  of  them  on  the  basis  of  financial 
need.

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Trackman  Planetarium  offers  seasonal  shows

Although  most  students  pass  it 
every  day,  many  may  not  know  the 
importance  of  the  Herbert  Trackman 
- Planetarium  in  promoting  astronomy 
education,  a subject  which  is  not 
always  covered  in  high  school. 

Last  year,  the  planetarium  put  on 
180  shows  and  “about  1 10  were  to 
school  groups,"  according  to  Mr. 
Edward  Eichelberger,  JJC’s 
planetarium  director  and  astronomy 
instructor.  One  interesting  thing 
about  JJC's  planetarium  according 
to  Mr.  Eichelberger  is  that,  “Most 
planetariums  run  a program  for  two 
to  three  months,  or  a couple  for  a 
period  of  time,  but  JJC's  planetarium 
has  about  ten  progrants  available  year 
round."  This  allows  teachers  to 
choose  what  program  is  most 
appropriate  for  their  class.  The 


two  new  programs  for  the 
planetarium  each  year.  The  programs 
arc  purchased  from  other 
planetariums  such  as  the  Adler 
Planetarium  in  Chicago.  The  JJC 
planetarium  then  gets  hundreds  of 
slides  and  a soundtrack,  and  the 
program  is  then  adapted  for  this 
particular  planetarium's  setup. 

The  planetarium  also  will  have  a 
Christmas  show  coming  up  in 
December  called  ‘"Tis  the  Season." 
This  program  will  run  on  Dec.  1,8 
and  15  at  7:30  p.m.  and  on  Dec.  3,10 
and  17  at  6:30p.m.  Admission  to  all 
shows  is  free.  Eichelberger  suggests 
coming  about  20  to  30  minutes  prior 
to  the  show  in  order  to  set  a good 
seat.  Also,  please  call  ahead  toreserve 
space  for  a group  of  10  or  more 
people. 

The  Herbert  Trackman 
Planetarium  was  created  through  the 


donations  of  alumnus  Herbert 
Trackman.  It  features  the  versatility 
of  the  Spitz  System  5 1 2 planetarium 
projector. 

The  planetarium  caters  to  grade 
school  and  high  school  classes. 
Programs  for  these  groups  arc  free, 
run  during  the  school  day  and  arc 
tailored  to  the  educational  level  of 
the  specific  group.  Reservations  arc 
required. 

Upcoming  monthly  planetarium 
shows  include  "Worlds  in  Motion," 
"Our  Place  in  Space,"  "Cosmic 
Caiastrphes."  "Solar  System 
Spectacular,"  "Starflight,"  "Larry, 
Cal  in  Space,"  "Light  Years  From 
Andromeda."

Although  the  Art  Department  is 
not  currently  looking  for  models,  the 
opportunity  is  always  present. 

"When  a jobdocs  open,  I generally 
ask  people  if  they  know  anybody." 
Sherrcll  said.  "It’s  by  word  of  mouth, 
but  when  we  do  need  models  we  are 
in  desperate  need  of  them." 

So  when  19-year-old  sophomore 
Serena  Rcbechini  heard  a year  ago  of 
an  opportunity  to  model,  she  jumped 
right  on  the  chance. 

"A  friend  of  mine  told  me  they 
needed  a person  to  model.  I needed 
to  earn  extra  money,"  Rebecchini 

Rebechini  had  some  reservations 
about  modeling  nude. 

“I  was  kind  of  nervous  at  first,  but 
I got  used  to  it.  And  I realized 
everyone  has  different  body  types. 
And  it's  a self-esteem  booster.  It's 
kind  of  fun!"  she  said. 

“It's  also  hard  work,"  she  said, 
“because  you  have  to  stay  in  the 
same  pose  for  a long  time.

motions,"  Sherrcll  made  clear. 

Some  students  in  the  past  have 
been  uncomfortable  about  posing 
nude  in  front  of  other  students.

All 
windows  and  doors  are  closed  and 
locked  because  you  do  not  want 
voyeurs.  It  is  not  a peep  show.  It  is  a 
serious  academic  environment,”  he

As  for  the  students'  artwork,  it  is 
kept  in  their  own  portfolio  for  use  in 
other  schools.  Some  portraits  have 
made  it  into  the  Sprague  Art  Gallery. 

“We  have  not  as  of  yet  censored 
the  material  that  goes  into  the  gallery.

The 
site  serves  as  a central  location  to 
facilitate  student  book  exchanges. 

To  use  SMD,  slydents  check  in 
through  a simple  registration  screen. 
Then  they  are  able  to  post  books 
they  want  tosell,  or  search  forbooks 
by  ISBN  number,  author,  publisher, 
title  or  class  (ENG  101,  for 
example).  If  there  is  astudent  trying 
to  sell  that  specific  text,  a potential 
buyer  can  contact  them  by  telephone 
or  e-mail.  Students  work  out  the 
details  of  delivery  and  price 
themselves. 

Additionally,  SMD  provides 
links  to  Amazon.com  and  Barnes  &

Joliet  Junior 
College  is  no  different.  On  Oct.  24, 

JJC  hosted  an  alumni  game,  played 
between  JJC  alumni  and  the  current 
Wolves  team. 

Thealumni  scored  a 88-83  victory 
over  the  Wolves.  Standing  out  for 
JJC  were  forward,  Ron  Roesncr  (12 
points),  guard,  Mark  Blackburn  (10 
points)  and  center,  Jim  Hillock  (10 
points). 

The  alumni  were  led  by  A1  Dixon 
(199 1-1 993)  and  Kelly  Lynch  (1992- 
1994),  with  16  points  apiece.  Then 
there  was  1991-1992  North  Central 
Community  College  Conference 
Player  of  the  Year,  Randy  Tucker. 

Tucker  scored  12  points,  adding  to 
the  alumni's  victory.  Out  of  all  JJC 
basketball  players  to  move  to  four 
year  colleges,  Tucker  moved  on  to 
the  biggest  school. 

Tucker  graduated  from  Joliet 
Central  HighSchool  in  1990.Tucker, 
a celebrated  area  player,  chose  to 
attend  theCollcge  of  St.  Francis  (now 
the  University  of  St.  Francis).  As  it 
turned  out,  Tucker  would  only  spend 
one  year  at  St.  Francis.  "I  had  some 
problems  there  and  things  just  didn't 
work  out,"  said  Tucker. 

Joe  Kuhn,  presently  head  men’s 
basketball  coach  at  JJC,  was  an 
assistant  coach  at  St.  Francis  that 
year.  ‘Tuck  had  outstanding  skill,  he 
just  had  a little  trouble  adjusting  to 
be  a college  student."  said  Kuhn. 

Tucker  played  in  15  games  and 
average  only  5.1  points  per  game 
that  year.  Then  came  the  magical 
season  of  1991-1992. 

“It’s  a season  I’ll  never  forget  for 
the  rest  of  my  life,"  said  Tucker.  The 
year  was  1 99 1 and  there  would  never 
be  another  season  quite  like  it.  Due 
to  poor  grades  and  personal  reasons, 
the  Wolves  played  most  of  the  year 
with  only  seven  players.  They  were 
called  the  'magnificent  seven’. 


Male  cheerleaders  now  on  JJC  squad

A new  and  exciting  change  has 
affected  the  Joliet  Junior  College 
cheerleading  squad.  "We  have  guys 
now,”  says  Checrlcading  Coach  Pam 
Ethridge.  Ethridge  has  been  the 
chcerlcading  coach  for  nine  years 
now  and  says,  "This  is  the  first  time 
that  I’ve  ever  had  guys  come  out." 

The  squad  consists  of  13  people, 
with  three  men.  These  fan  boosters 
will  be  cheering  at  all  home 
basketball  games,  as  well  as  the  away 
conference  games. 

In  December  they  will  compete 
in  their  first  ever  competition  at 
Northwestern  University  in 
Evanston.  "We’ve  never  been  to  a 
tournament  before,  the  kids  have 
gone  to  camp,  but  that  is  really  all," 
said  Ethridge. 

In  order  to  be  eligible  for  the 
squad,  each  person  submitted  a tape 
showing  sideline  cheers,  jumps,  four 
to  eight  counts  of  a dance  and  any 
tumbling  skills  they  may  have.  ‘That 
is  my  way  of  telling  what  they  have 
before  I decide  on  the  team,”  says 
Ethridge. 

This  year's  squad  has  been 
working  hard  and  is  ready  for  the 
new  exciting  changes  that  lie  ahead 
of  them. 
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"We  formed  a bond  and  played 
through  the  bad  equipment  and  losing 
guys  one  at  time,  for  one  reason  or 
another,"  said  Tucker.  Tucker  led 
the  Wolves  to  a 25-1 1 record,  9-3  in 
the  N4C  and  JJC's  best  winning 
record  since  1980-81. 

The  incredible  season  would 
finally  end  with  a fifth  place  overall 
finish  in  NJCAA  Division  II 
nationals.  Along  the  way,  Tucker 
and  company  won  the  Region  IV 
Division  II  State  Championship. 
Tuckerset  the  school  record  for  most 
assists  average,  with  10.7  (broken 
last  year  by  Ryan  White,  1 1.1)  and 
formed  a bond  that  would  never  die. 
"The  kind  of  sacrifices  we  made  and 
friendships  we  had  will  last  forever," 
said  Tucker. 

Tucker  credits  then  JJC  Head 
Coach  Pat  Klinger  for  his  success. 

“Coach  Klinger  gave  me  another 
chance.  I had  problems  at  St.  Francis, 
but  he  instilled  confidence  in  me," 
said  Tucker.  "He  showed  me  that  if  1 
listened  to  constructive  criticism  my 
game  would  get  better  and  it  did." 

Tucker  played  in  all  36  games 
that  year.  Besides  leading  the  team 
in  assists,  he  led  in  scoring  with  a 
26.1  average.  Tucker  left  JJC  to 


attend  Northern  Illinois  University 
in  the  fall  of  1992. 

“It  was  a big  change  from  JJC. 
The  players  weren’t  better,  there 
were  just  more  of  them  on  the  court 
at  the  same  time."  said  Tucker. 
Tucker  wanted  to  minimize  that 
change,  however.  That's  why  he 
chose  a school  close  to  home.  "I 
wanted  to  be  close  to  home  so  my 
parents  could  see  me  play.  They  had 
supported  me  all  along  and  I wanted 
them  to  be  able  to  see  me  play." 

NIU’s  Head  Basketball  Coach 
Brian  Hammell  was  also  a key  factor 
in  Tucker  going  there.  Tucker  says. 
“I  liked  Coach  Hammell's 
philosophy.  He  is  the  kind  of  guy 
that  you  can  talk  to  about  anything." 
Another  key  factor  was  Coach 
Klinger, 

"Coach  Klinger  told  me  that 
Hammell  was  a good  coach  and 
Northern  was  a good  school.  That 
really  influenced  my  decision." 
Tucker's  career  took  off  from  there. 

Tucker  was  voted  Mid  Continent 
Conference  of  the  year  in  1992-1993 
During  that  year  Tucker  recorded 
his  high  game  (25  points),  most  free 
throws  made  (9),  rebounds  (9), 
assists  (7)  and  steals  (5  on  two 
separate  occasions). 

Tucker’s  senior  year  went  just  as 
well.  He  led  the  team  in  scoring 
(16.0  points  per  game),  three- 
pointers  (76),  three-  point  percentage 
(.443)  and  minutes  played  (921).  He 
was  selected  for  Honorable  Mention 
Division  I All-State  and  Second- 
Team  All-Mid  Conti  nent  Conference 
and  Honorable  Mention  All-District 

However,  Tucker  had  some 
academic  problems  and  didn't 
graduate  from  NIU. 

"I  didn’t  keep  my  concentration 
and  I messed  up,"  said  Tucker.  He  is 
planning  to  go  back  to  NIU  in  the 
spring  of  1999.  Tucker  plans  on 
finishing  his  degree  in  Sports 
Management.

Soccer  Club  waits  for  approval

As  JJC  continues  to  expand  its 
athletic  program,  the  Soccer  Club 
patiently  wails  for  its  turn. 
Women's  tennis  returned  this  year 
after  a three  year  absence  and  the 
football  team  may  be  getting  an 
on-campus  Field.  Now,  after  three 
years,  serious  talks  are  ready  to 
begin  about  the  Soccer  Club 
becoming  a NCAA  sanctioned 

Cristobal  Trillo.  soccer  club 
coach  and  Athletic  Director  Wayne 
King,  each  have  met  several  times 
with  Dr.  Alan  Harderscn,  vice- 
president  of  Student  Services. 
"Hardcrsen  and  I have  talked  a 
few  times  regarding  soccer. 
Nothing  has  really  been  decided 
though,”  said  King. 

One  of  the  things  that  needs  to 
be  decided  is  a lime  table  for  the 
entry  of  soccer  "There  won't  be  a 
team  next  season.  Roughly  we’re 
looking  at  the  fall  of  2000  for  it  to 
start, "L  said  Trillo. 

There  are  going  to  be  a few 
difficulties  bringing  a soccer  team 
to  JJC.  First  and  foremost  is  getting 
the  Board  of  Trustees  to  approve 
the  team  "It  is  going  to  be  very 
difficult  to  get  the  board  to  approve 
it,"  said  King.  One  of  the  reasons 
the  board  might  be  hesitant  to 
approve  the  team  is  the  concern 
over  money. 

Right  now  the  board  is 
considering  a new  football  Field. 
The  cost  of  the  field  will  run 


between  $75,000  and  $100,000, 
which  could  be  why  the  board  would 
be  hesitant  to  spend  more  money  on 
athletics.  “It’s  definitely  a matter  of 
money,"  said  Trillo. 

Another  problem  is  the  current 
lack  of  a women's  team.  Currently 
there  are  no  women  in  (he  Soccer 
Club,  which  concerns  Trillo.  "We’ ve 
had  a few  come  to  practice,  but  none 
of  them  have  stayed  on.  1 think  it 
would  take  some  very  heavy 
recruiting  to  start  a women's  leam." 

However,  there  are  many  positives 
aspects  of  bringing  a soccer  team  to 
JJC.  First,  traveling  costs  for  the 
team  would  go  down.  Right  now  the 
club  is  forced  to  play  teams  as  far 
away  as  Iowa  and  Wisconsin.  This  is 
due  to  the  shortage  of  available 
opponents  in  the  area  Many  clubs 
that  JJC  played  last  year  are  now 
teams.  Among  these  are  South 
Suburban,  Morton  and  Kendall 
College."  These  teams  don't  want  to 
play  us  anymore.  Now  that  they  are 
teams,  their  schedules  are  already 
set  for  the  year.  They  don  ’ l have  time 
to  play  us,”  said  Trillo. 

The  Joliet  area  and  surrounding 
communities  are  full  of  talent.  This 
prospect  excites  Trillo.  Joliet 
Township  has  a excellent  program 
loaded  with  talent,  as  well  as  several 
other  area  schools,  including 
Lincoln-Way  and  Providence. 
Lincoln-Way  soccer  features  a 
women' s team  that  Finished  fourth  in 
the  state  and  a men's  team  that  was 
' the  top  rated  team  in  Northern  Illinois. 

Another  positive  attribute  is  the 


area  talent.  Trillo  believes  that  it 
would  be  beneficial  for  them  to 
attend  JJC.  "Instead  of  going  to  a 
four  year  school  right  away  and 
not  playing,  they  can  get  experience 
here.  While  they’re  here,  they  will 
save  money  and  they  might  be  able 
to  get  a scholarship." 

If  the  team  is  established,  things 
like  uniforms,  equipment  and 
coaches  would  be  needed.  "Soccer 
equipment  costs  less  than  say, 
football  equipment,"  said  Trillo. 
"The  cost  of  insurance  for  soccer 
(players)  is  less  as  well." 

Something  that  would  be 
needed  is  a practice  field  for  the 
team.  The  club  currently  plays  and 
practices  at  the  YMCA.  Strides  are 
being  made  toward  Finding  a sitq 
for  the  practice  Field.  One  possible 
site  is  the  football  practice  Field, 
another  spot  is  the  area  between 
the  baseball  and  softball  fields. 

Soccer,  however,  may  have  to 
wait  a little  longer.  The  school  is 
looking  into  bringing  in  some  other 
sports  as  well,  including  cross- 
country and  golf.  Right  now  the 
Athletic  Review  Task  Force, 
headed  by  King,  is  looking  into  the 
matter.  "Many  of  the  surrounding 
community  colleges  have  these 
programs  and  I think  it  would  be 
beneficial  to  bring  them  here,"  said 
Hardcrsen. 

The  process  of  bringing  soccer 
to  JJC,  will  ultimately  rest  on  the 
board.  It's  an  important  decision 
and  (hey  should  be  in  involved  in 
it.’’said  Hardcrsen.
